The disruption and devasta- 
tion a fire can cause are being 
made a little bit easier by the 
Belleville Fire Department and 
The Salvation Army. 

“The first night is often the 


most difficult time,’ com- 
mented Belleville Fire Chief 
Gordon Gazely. 


His concern for people who 
are burned out of their home led 
him to a decision to revive a ser- 
vice which in the past provided 
food and a place to stay for the 
homeless individual or family. 

It seemed quite natural to 
discuss the plan to set up a ser- 
vice that had slipped into disuse 
with The Salvation Army’s 
Walter Burt, director of the 
family services division. 

The Army already has a can- 
teen which is set up for 
















































firefighters during serious 
blazes when the brigade is at the 
scene for a long period of time. 
Seven couples volunteer their 
time to provide this on-site 
emergency service. 

A series of late night fires pro- 
mpted the fire chief to get his 
plan underway. Priorities were 
quickly established: firstly to 
find the victims a place to stay 
and secondly to provide them 
with a support system by con- 
tacting various government 
agencies who can help. 

There is no formalized struc- 
ture but the Army has a number 
of couples who have offered 
their time and energy to help 
and other couples have made 
their homes available for 
emergencies.

But, 
while the Belleville hosts are ex- 
cited, there are also concerns of 
where the swim event will be 
neld since Belleville has no pro- 
per competition swimming 
facilities 

Ken Logue, spokesman for 
BYST’s (pronounced beasts) 
says the team has had problems 
practicing since the team was 
founded about 10 years ago. In 
order to practice for swim meets 
the team has had to book time in 
the 20 yard YMCA pool, which 
is smaller than the standard size 
acceptable for CASA (Canadian 
Amateur Swim Association) 
sanctioned meets. The Sir 
James Whitney pool (at 25 
yards) is bigger but “we have 
trouble booking time,” Mr. 
Logue says. 

The Lahr team is tentatively 
scheduled to come July 10 next 
year, but Mr. Logue says, ‘‘we 
don’t know where we'll hold our 
meet. We will have to leave the 
city, possibly use the pool at 
Port Hope or Queen’s Universi- 


Judy Logue, one of the three 
coachs who went to Lahr, says, 
“they had gorgeous facilities.’ 
The city, which is about the 
same size and population of 
Belleville, has two large swimm- 
ing facilities: an indoor 25 
metrepool and an Olympic- 
sized 50-metre pool with eight 
lanes where the meet was held. 

Zen Kvarda, head coach for 
seven years for the BYST’s says 
organizers of the team have 
been lobbying with the city of 
Belleville and Sidney township 
to “think pools not rinks.’’ Last 
year Sidney Township spent 
$8,526 on a leisure centre 
feasibility study which inclided 
a 2>metre pool. The complex 

was estimated to cost at least $3 

million, however, Ted Beaton, 
parks and recreation director 
for Sidney Township, said 
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available grants and possible 
agreements with Loyalist Col- 
lege and local school boards 
would have brought the actual 
cost to less than 50 per cent. 

Opposition to the leisure cen- 
tre by taxpayers in Sidney 
Township stopped the proposal 
cold, though, Mr. Beaton says 
council may still approach the 
school boards and Loyalist Col- 
lege to see if they are interested 
in contributing to such a com- 
plex.

Pamela Cushing, Kerry 
Leroux and Christine Matchim 
are from Sidney Township and 
Lynn Wannamaker is from 
Belleville. 

Pamela, age 17, and Christine, 
who is 16, will be going to 
Centennial Secondary School 
this fall to finish up a mix of 
Grades Ill, 12 and 13 courses. 
Lynn, who is 17, will be going to 
Moira Secondary School and 
Kerry, age 18, will be going to 
Nicholson in Grade 13. 

Each of the girls say that lear- 
ning German has given them an 
interest in languages and they 
would like to make use of them 
in related careers. 

All returned home with the 
feeling that they had broadened 
their lives by seeing how people 
of another country live. 

The tears shed when they 
were reunited with their families 
after a one year absence were 
quickly followed by comments 
that they would like to go back. 
The girls say they will be keep- 
ing in touch with their exchange 
families in Lahr and their new 
German friends. “Lh 

Alderman Smith, who has 
been chairman of this program 
for the past 12 years, told Quinte 
Weekly News the exchange is a 
“marvellous opportunity for 
these kids, giving them self.con- 
fidence...it’s part of a growing 
up process.” 

One thing Pam noticed about 
the students in Lahr is ‘‘they’re 
more informed about politics,’ 
and ‘‘there’s a lot of emphasis 
on musie.” 

Although the students get out 

of school at 1 p.m., they study 
hard while there and take it very 
seriously. In the afternoon and 
evening the students take part 
in voluntary clubs called vereins 
for men, women and children. 
_ The drinking age is lower than 
in Ontario and many of the 
young people go out at night to 
bars but “drinking is not a big 
thing,’’ said Pam. students 
go out for fun, not to get 
drunk,” she said. ~~ 


“I'm definitely going back one 
day,” said Pam, who hopes to 
become a translator and make 
use of her knowledge of German 
and French. 

The next group of Belleville 
students leaves Aug. 2] for their 
year in Lahr and includes Kelly 
Anderson, Jim Keast, Nathalie 
J. Roy and Edward D. Guay. 

It is interesting to note that 
the original ‘twinning’ has 
resulted in another spin-off, 
friendship flights to and from 
Lahr.

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Meeting Produces Few Farm 


By Delores Phillips 

An alternative crop meeting 
for Prince Edward County 
farmers did not appear to pro- 
vide any solutions to problems 
facing these producers July 30 
at Tobes Gardens. Farmers 
cited labour and marketing pro- 
plems as the major drawbacks 
for those who already have 
market alternatives or specialty 
crops. 

Jack Ellis, MP _ for 
Hastings /Prince Edward 
County, organized the meeting 
because, “corn producers and 
pea growers have had a slap in 
the face.”’ Three Federation of 
Agriculture representatives in- 
vited by Mr. Ellis stressed the 
need for alternatives and placed 
the onus on the farmer to watch 
for consumer buying trends. — 

Said Liz Campbell, marketing 
officer for the Federation of 
Agriculture horticulture divi- 
sion: “do thorough market 
research. Look at what the con- 
sumer wants and where the con- 
sumer is heading.” Ms. Camp- 
bell says definite trends that are 
affecting today’s market are 
‘more male shoppers...more use 
of micro-waves...people have 
become health conscious and are 
looking for low-fat, low sodium, 
low calorie foods.” 


Shuffle 
Leaves 


Mixed — 
Feelings 


Boundary changes in Ontario 
have caused mixed feelings 
about the shuffling around of 
voters from one MPP’s riding to 
another. 

Petitions did little to sway the 
government in its decision to 
switch 11,000 voters to James 
Taylor’s riding. The MPP for 
Prince Edward-Lennox now in- 
cludes Thurlow and Tyendinaga 
Townships, the Tyendinaga In- 
dian Reserve and Deseronto in 
his riding. 

“Frankly it makes a lot of 
sense to include Tyendinaga,”’ 
said Mr. Taylor. 

He has to drive through that 
region from Prince Edward 
County where he resides to 
reach the other portion of his 
riding. He believes the vote 
could go Liberal or Con- 
servative in the newly acquired 
municipalities. 

Tyendinaga Indian Reserve 
Chief Earl Hill and his band are 
upset by the change and many 
senior citizens also made their 
opposition known by way of 
petitions. 

Jim Pollock, MPP for 
neighboring Hastings- 
Peterborough, lost 11,000 poten- 
tial voters in the switch, but he 
gained 10,000 back again from 
three other municipalities added 
to his riding, Otonabee, 
Lakefield and Douro. 

He says there may be some 
confusion over the changes as 
they won’t take affect until 
legislation is approved Sept. | 
and an election is called, which 
he believes, could be as-long as 
two years away. 

Mr. Pollock is considering 
Opening up another consituency 
office since his office in Stirling, 
once at the centre of his riding, 
is now in one far corner of it. 

The province-wide changes, 
which happen every decade, 
have increased the seats in the 
legislature to 130 from 125, with 
urban areas receiving more 
representation and rural areas 
losing.» = 
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A health-consciousness trend 
in food buying means more peo- 
ple are turning to specialty 
foods of ethnic cultures such as 
Italian, Chinese vegetables and 
Mexican foods, says Ms. Camp- 
bell. 

For the producer, that means 
there is ‘good demand and 
potential value per acre can be 
high,‘ she says. However, Ms. 
Campbell also said specialty 
crops are usually more fragile 
and are labour intensive, requir- 
ing many pickers at once to get 
the crop in. 

Several producers said Prince 
Edward County is too far from 
the major food centre of Toron- 
to. 

“We have to be a competitor 
and have to have consistency of 
supply. And we have to fit into 
their business,”’ said one farmer. 
Lyle VanCleaf, an 
Ameliasburgh-area producer, 
said labour is the “biggest 
stumbling block...there is no 
sense in investing $1,000 an 
acre if I can’t get help to get the 
crop up.” 
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Dave Pearin, retail marketing 
officer for the Federation of 
Agriculture, also used new 
trends as an alternative for 
farmers who traditionally 
planted peas or corn. 

“THe food service industry is 
dynamic, and changing in 
response to consumers changing 
lifestyles,” he said. He insists 
that consumers are looking for 
‘unique foods which customers 
buy on impulse and fresh are 
definitely in.”’ 

Vance Graham, a farmer in 
the audience, questioned the 
agricultural representatives on 
the safety of following trends in 
terms of area farmers. 

“Are marketing strategists 
creating their own trends where 
farmers get drawn in and left 
three years down the road?” he 
asked. 


Many farmers agreed, 
however, that they needed solu- 
tions suited to the large 
acreages that they already own 
and using equipment that is 
already on their land. Lloyd 
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Crowe, farmer, bluntly came to 
the point, ‘“‘what are you offer- 
ing us with our hundreds of 
acres?” 

The meeting was also an op- 
portunity for area farmers to 
ask MP Ellis and the federation 
representatives about other 
topics of concern. 

The debt review board, a last 
ditch alternative when farmers 
may lose their operations, was 
one such issue. Mr. Ellis stated 
the debt review board would 
have possibly two represen- 
tatives from the Quinte area

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Time 
out for 
farming

Time is a non-renewable 
resource, Once wasted, it can’t 
be replaced. The way in which 
time is utilized can directly af- 
fect farming success and realiza- 
tion of personal goals and objec- 
tives. Understanding that time 
management is largely within 
our control, we cannot afford to 
take it for granted. 

Time is the most valuable 
asset an individual has but very 
few people have learned to 
manage their time effectively. 
No one has enough, but 
everyone has all there is. How 
we use it is our choice. 

Time management on the 
farm is directly related to the 
goals and objectives of the farm 
family. Once these goals and ob- 
jectives have been identified, 
they provide a sense of direction 
as to what is to be accomplished 
and how it is to be pursued. 

It is important that the farm 
family has a clear perception of 
the kind of life it seeks and how 
the farm fits into making this 
possible. When this is the case, 
time - use choices should not be 
difficult to resolve. 

Many farm families do not 
understand the mix between the 
farm and the family’s personal 
living pattern. The way in which 
personal activities or needs are 
pursued affect the development 
and operation of the farm. In 
most cases, obtaining an ade- 
quate income and being able to 
satisfy important family needs 
depends on the productivity of 
the farm business. 

In any case, it is essential that 
all family members know what 
the family is striving for, that 
they all pull together in the 
same direction and that they 
understand how the farm 
business fits into the whole pic- 
ture. If this is the case, pro- 
blems and conflicts are less like- 
ly to occur. 

In order to make possible the 
realization of important long- 
range objectives, there are 
times when the farm family has 
to postpone or give up present 
family needs or desires. Typical- 
ly, this is the case during the 
developing phase of a farm 
business when priorities often 
have to favour the farm and per- 
sonal sacrifices have to be made 
so that there will be a better 
‘tomorrow.‘ 

In other cases, responding to 
a present family want or need 
may be more urgent and result 
in greater family benefit or 
Satisfaction. Frequently it will 
be difficult to reconcile apparent 
conflicts between farm needs 
and family wants. Choices made 
depend On one’s major respon- 
sibilities and obligations, and on 
POE and objectives of the 

amily--both for the pre- 
sent and the future. 
earning to master time and 
not letting time master you is 
a Rendamental principle of 
: sement. Nothing is 
easier than being busy and 
nothing more difficult than be- 
ing effective. Setting goals and 
objectives is only the beginning 
but it is the basis upon which 
you can set priorities.

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4-H Emphasis has changed

Rural and non-rural young 
people gathered in Belleville 
recently for the annual Quinte 4- 
H Judging Day. 

It was a day for making their 
own decisions and building up 
confidence, explained Wendy 
McWilliams, rural agricultural 
specialist with the Ontario 
Ministry of Agriculture and 
Food (OMAF), Picton. 

Some people have the 
mistaken idea that 4-H is only 
for young people who lives on 
farms, but the emphasis is 
changing to include not only 
agriculture but also courses on 
other topics such as computers, 
she said. The program is being 
geared to emphasize the mottos 
“Learn to do by doing,’’she ex- 
plained. 

Judging day at the 
fairgrounds’ in Belleville 
orought 95 4-H’ers together for 
a day of competition and fun. 

Six classes ranging from dairy 
to beef to swine and field crops 
were judged in the morning. The 
afternoon was devoted to 
workshop sessions featuring 
square dancing, exhibits with 
eye appeal and beef and dairy 
fitting. 


A banquet at the end of the 
day was held, sponsored by the 
Quinte Exhibition, to present 
awards. 

The following are the Quinte 
Championships: Top scoring 
senior, sponsored by the Canada 
Farm Labour Pool, was Kevin 
Haig of Northumberland Coun- 
ty. 

Top scoring junior, sponsored 
by the Quinte Soil and Crop Im- 
provement Association, was 
Kevin O’Grady, also of Nor- 
thumberland County. 

Top scoring novice, sponsored 
by the Bank of Montreal, was 
Richard Plumton, again of Nor- 
thumberland County. 

The individual awards for 
Prince Edward County saw the 
Warden’s Trophy go to John 
Vincent of Bloomfield as top 
scoring senior; the John Jones 
Trophy go to Tom McNeely of 
Consecon as top scoring junior; 
and the CNE Shield award go to 
Andy Dick of Bloomfield, as top 
scoring novice. 

An awards banquet will be 
held in October in Prince Ed- 
ward. 

Dennis Fraser of Cherry 
Valley doesn’t live on a farm but 
was one of the novice 4-H 


members there and he was very 
unsure of things at the start of 
the day. By the time all was 
over he had made new friends 
and was encouraging others to 
join, saying, “You might learn 
something new.” 

Patty Hubble, another novice, 
from Frankford, said, ‘It was a 
lot of fun and I made new 
friends.” 

Senior Kevin Haig, who wona 
trophy, told Quinte Weekly 
News this was the sixth time he 
had participated in judging day. 
He speaks highly of the pro- 
gram and said the special in- 
terest sessions of 4-H ‘‘are pret- 
ty good.‘ 

Judging day not only pro- 
vides the 4-H’ers with a chance 
to develop their life skills but 
more specifically to gain an 
overall knowledge of the impor- 
tant features of a class (dairy, 
beef, etc.) and to become 
familiar with terminology used. 

“Developing your judging 
skills requires experience. 
Therefore it is important to 
keep in mind the fundamental 
principle which applies to all 
learning: we hear and we forget, 
we see and we remember, we do 
and we understand. ” 


4-H Started Early 


Henry Ford was not the only 
who had good ideas in the early 
part of this century. In rural 
areas across Canada and the 
United States, agricultural 
leaders were trying to find ways 
to teach practical skills to rural 
school children. 

Livestock, fruit and vegetable 
collections were exhibited at 
school fairs as early as 1909. 
Produce grown at home or in the 
school yard was exhibited by 
the young students and prize 
money was awarded by the 
Department of Agriculture. 

Ontario's first school fair was 
held in North Dumfries 
Township, Waterloo County. 

As a result of the interest 
aroused through participation 


in school fairs, a boy’s and girl’s 


livestock club was organized in 
Waterloo County in 1915. 

At the same time Carleton 
County was running boy's 
potato growing contests and 
girl’s canning and gardening 
competitons. 


The report of the Minister of 
Agriculture for 1918 mentions 
the Finch Boy’s and Girl’s Pig 
Club, Peel County Dairy Calf 
Club and the Caledon Sheep 
Club. 

By 1929 there were 146 clubs 
organized with a membership of 
3,945. 

In 1924™Women’s Institutes 
organized garment-making 
courses for young women which 
continued until the formation of 
Homemaking Clubs in 1935. 


In 1952 the Boy’s and Girl's 


Clubs changed their name to 4- 
H Clubs. Emphasis was placed 
more on the individual member 


rather than the best calf or 
straightest seams. Members 


were encouraged to follow the 
motto ‘Learn to do by doing”’. 
Volunteer leaders assisted the 
young people. 


While the actual projects have 
changed through the years, to- 
day’s young people are still 
developing. their agricultural, 
homemaking and _ life skills 
through activities that use the 
Head, Heart, Hands and 
Health. : 

The program now benefits 
over 22,000 young people.

drops appeal

The Loyalist Market proposal 
for the west end of Belleville is 
no longer being blocked by the 
Oshawa Group, which had 
earlier decided to appeal an On- 
tario Municipal Board decision 
to allow the development. 

The 68,000 square foot plaza 
to be built at the intersection of 
Sidney and Bridge Streets will 
be anchored by an A & P store 
and may possibly include a drug 
store, department store and ser- 
vice facility such as a sub-post 
office. 

A year of legal hassles has 
plagued the company, Ed- 
dystone Developments Ltd., in 
its attempts to launch the plaza, 
including an li day OMB hear- 
ing. 

The decision by Oshawa 
Group to abandon its legal ac- 
tion against the plaza suprised 
everyone. The company’s 
lawyer, Dennis Trinaistich, was 
planning to seek leave to appeal 
the municipal board’s decision 
through the divisional court 
based on a question of law. 

“After reflection I think they 
reassessed their ~ situation.”’ 
commented Robert Ord, lawyer 
for city hall : 

One of the Oshawa Group's 
arguments against the plaza 
was that there was not “‘suffi- 
cient potential”’ for another food 

store from a market standpoint. 
The Oshawa Group owns two 
Food City stores, one on North 
Front Street and the other just 
west of the city. 

The closing of the Dominion 
store in the Belleville Plaza 
changed the situation. allowing 
room for another one, said Mr 
Ord ' 

Belleville is seeing a lot of 
retail growth such as the Bell 
Tower Plaza on North Front 
which didn’t require rezoning 
and went ahead without con- 
troversy. 

The controversial Zellers 
store slated for the corner of 


alee 


North Front and Bell 
Boulevard, is also a go after two 
and one-half years of opposition 
which led to an OMB hearing as 
well. 

The Loyalist Market is 
scheduled to open March 1, 1987 
but the ‘rubber stamp’ of city 
council of the site plan agree- 
ment has yet to be given. This is 
expected to happen at the Aug. 
18 meeting. 

Mr. Ord told Quinte Weekly 
News that the plaza will be right 
in the centre of the city’s 
Centennial Planning District. 

Each of the city’s planning 
districts is intended to have 
facilities of this type ‘‘to serve 
day-to-day needs of its 
residents,” said Mr. Ord.

George estimates it will cost 
at least $5,000 to renovate the 
building, putting in new walls, 
ceiling, doors and an electrical 
system.

If the building does not meet 
fire standards, the club will be 
forced to move to another loca- 
tion, such as the nearby Foster 
Ward Community Centre. But 
that, says George, is just not 
good enough. 

“This is our home. We're bat- 
tling for our lives’’, he says.

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Signs needed for tourism

An Open Letter: 

The County of Prince Edward 
has recently written to me 
regarding improved signage 
along Highway 401 to promote 


the County as a major tourist 
destination. 


A new program announced 
earlier this year by the Ministry 
of Transportation and Com- 
munications will help boost 
tourism in Eastern Ontario and 
throughout the province. This 
new program will increase the 
number of signs on our 
highways informing motorists 
of local attractions. The 
ministry will also be expanding 
the rules that allow an attrac- 
tion to be listed on a provincial 
sign. 


Currently, the Province only 
builds signs for tourism attrac- 
tions along freeways and staged 
freeways. Provincial highways 
will now also be signed. 
Transportation and communica- 
tions officials believe increasing 
the number of Signs will 
possibly double the potential for 


some attractions to bring in 
more tourists. 


The transportation ministry 
has also changed the rules for 
Promoting a tourist attraction 
on a provincial highway sign. To 
qualify for promotion on a pro- 
vincial highway sign, an attrac- 
tion should have a significant 
number of visitors. The 
ministry has reduced the 
number of visitors required for a 
posting on a provincial Sign. 

All qualified attractions can 
now have signs on the highway 
from a distance of 10 
kilometers, even up to 30

The province is also looking at 
ways of promoting tourism in 
communities that have the 
potential to make greater use 
out of locally known attrac- 
tions.

Milton Kearns 


Milton Kearns, 81, a well- 
known hotelier at Shannonville, 
passed away July 29, 1986. 

Mr. Kearns came to Shannon- 
ville with his wife Loretta in 
1956 when he traded his motel 
in Midland, Ontario, Chalet 
Bleu, for the Wayside Inn in 
Shannonville. The Wayside Inn 
was the first hotel between 
Toronto and Montreal to be ful- 
ly licensed, says Mrs. Kearns. 
After the liquor licence, the 
hotel added the Village Pump 
room. 

Born in Owen Sound Aug. 13, 
1904, Mr. Kearns met his wife 
Loretta in Kapuskasing. Their 
first business was the Kearn’s 
Arms in Kearn’s, Ontario. They 
owned the hotel for about six 
years and then bought the 
Chalet Bleu. Mrs Kearns says 
they traded that motel for the 
Wayside Inn because, “it was 
too quiet there.”’ 

Mr. Kearns was actively in- 
volved with the Belleville Shrine 
Club and two Masonic Lodges. 
Ken Vivian, a friend, says he 
worked hard (within the lodges) 
and “initiated younger fellows 
and coached them.”’ 

John Kearns, Mr. Kearns’ 37- 
year-old son, says his father was 
well respected. He says his 
father was the first president of 
Alcoholics Annonymous and 
helped ‘‘an awful lot of people.’’ 

Milton Kearns is survived by 
his wife Loretta, son John, 
daughter Jane from Nairn and 
grandchildren John, Joshua, 
Amanda, Vanessa, Morgan and 
Krista. Internment is in the St.

Investigate 
coverage 


With school boards facing in- 
creases in liability insurance 
premiums of as much as 400 per 
cent, the Prince Edward County 
Public School Board has decided 
to speak to its insurer, Frank 
Cowan Company. 

A proposal being put to On- 
tario’s boards to pool their 
premiums to save money was 
talked about by Superintendent 
of Business Chris Salt. 

“This is well worth looking 
at,” he told the trustees at their 
recent meeting at the Educentre 
in Bloomfield. 

Participation in the Ontario 
School Board Insurance Ex- 
change guarantees a five per 
cent reduction in increased 
premiums in January 1987, he 
explained. 

Concern was expressed over 
the pool scheme as it would ‘lock 
in’ the board to the plan for a 
minimum of three years and a 
maximum of five. 

If agreed to, the school board 
would receive $10 million liabili- 
ty coverage instead of the usual 
$5 million. 

Mr. Salt also told trustees it 
wouldn’t be a problem to get 
property and auto insurance 
separately.

from hot, dry weather. 

A spokesperson for Weed 
Man says the condition has 
gradually become _ worse. 
However, a fungus will kill the 
bugs if the spring is particularly 
wet, which this year wasn’t. 

Chinch bugs are about 5 mm 
long, black and white in color 
with reddish brown legs. Their 
wings fold across their backs 
giving them an appearance of

having white bands. The bug 


kills the lawn by sucking juices 
out of the grass and by laying 
eggs in plant tissue. When the 
eggs hatch the nymphs also feed 
on the grass tissue. 

Since there is only one genera- 
tion per year, a lawn can be sav- 
ed with minimal fuss if a 
homeowner does not ignore the 
brown patch in the lawn when it 
first appears. The chemical 
Diazanon, which seems to be the 
most widely used, is expensive 
and dangerous to work with. 
Precautions such as_ rubber 
gloves and rubber boots should 
be taken and pet owners should 
not allow their animals on the 
sprayed area for at least 24 
hours says Mr. Reid.

Insurance cancelled 
for 130 societies 


Approximately 130 of the 230 
agricultural societies in Ontario 
were affected by the cancella- 
tion of a group liability policy 
by Law Insurance (General Ac- 
cident) as of Aug. 1, says Peter 
Fleming, secretary of the On- 
tario Association of 
Agricultural Societies. 

Because no other individual 
insurance company agreed to 
carry the group policy, Law for- 
warded those groups to the On- 
tario Liability Insurance Pool. 

The Pool is made up of a 
group of insurance companies 
who have agreed to share the 
risk of underwriting policies for 
organizations and companies 
who cannot find coverage 
anywhere else. It is ad- 
ministered by Reid-Stenhouse 
Brokers. 

The Pool determines coverage 
for societies on an individual 
basis, not as a group. 

Some societies who use 
municipally-owned land have 
reached agreements with their 
municipality so that the fair 
board would become a municipal 
committee and operate the fair 
under their name. 

“It appears that heavy horses 
are being singled out by the in- 
surance companies as a major 
culprit - due to several major ac- 
cidents last year,’ Mr. Fleming 
told Quinte Weekly News. 

Some companies have offered 
coverage provided that horses 
are excluded. 

“The issue was discussed in 
the Legislature...unfortunately 
other than facilitating the 
Liability Pool, insurance is out 
of government’s controls,” said 
Mr. Fleming. 

Some fairs are requiring ex- 
hibitors to show proof of liabili- 
ty insurance, to sign waivers ac- 
cepting liability for accidents 
and so on. 

“This won't exactly endear 
societies to the exhibitor, but 


Plowing 
Match 
insurance 
in jeopardy 


Insurance for the Interna- 
tional Plowing Match to be held 
Sept. 16-20 near Stirling is 
another story. 

Efforts by the Ontario 
Plowmen’s Association to have 
horse-drawn classes in this 
year’s event despite the high 
cost of liability insurance are 
continuing, says OPA Director 
Lindsay Sills. 

Organizers saying that the 
statement by the Minister of 
Agriculture and Food Jack Rid- 
dell that horses are not included 
in this year’s match are 
premature. 

Because of concerns voiced to 
the association, organizers are 
reviewing the matter and conti- 
nuing negotiations for coverage. 

Coverage was offered through 
the POOL insurance program 
but quotes put the cost at 
$34,000. Without the horses, 
the plowing match insurance 
quote was $11,000. 

_Bill Sutherland, public rela- 
tions for the match, said the 
association is negotiating with 
two companies for coverage 
that includes the horses.

The applicants were dealt with 
on a first come, first served 
basis, says Mr. Purcell, and not 
all of the original 38 interviewed 
wanted to use the program. — 
Criteria for eligibility is 
straightforward. Buildings 
must have, two units, none 
owner occupied, and must not 
be taller than five storeys. The 
building must have been built 
prior to 1960 and the owner 
must agree not to change the 
usage of the building within 15 
years of receiving the loan. 
Loans are based upon the 
amount of money that needs to 
be spent to bring an apartment 
up to standard. Two thirds of 
that money, up to $5,000 per 
unit, is forgiveable over a 15 
year period, says Mr. Purcell.

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However, a loan does not start 
to decrease until the first six 
years are up and then the loan is 
forgiven at a 10 per cent rate per 
year. 

Strict guidelines are in place 
to determine the amount of 
renovation that will bring the 
unit up to standard. A building 
inspector thoroughly checks the 
building for electrical, plumb- 
ing, structural soundness, fire 
safety and heating methods. 

After the inspection a detailed 
report is drawn up for the owner 
to submit to contractors for 
bids. But, Mr. Purcell says the 
bids will be submitted to his of- 


fice for approval of contracted 
work. 


If the work is estimated to 
cost more than the maximum 
$5,000 per unit then the owner 
agrees to have the work done at 
his cost. The reason for these 
guidelines is to bring the 
building up to standard since 
the province found owners of 
older buildings did not make 
enough rental income to cover 


the costs of maintenance, says 
Mr. Purcell. 


Only work that is paid out of 
the owner’s pocket can be pass- 
ed onto the tenant in the form of 
a rent increase. However, 
owners of these buildings are 
asked to discuss planned 
renovations with tenants and 
are also asked to minimize possi- 
ble displacement of tenants 


while renovations are being 
completed. 

Owners of buildings with 11 
units or more are also being re- 
quired to allow one per cent (one 


“unit out of 10) of their total 


units to be occupied by a rent 
supplement person. A rent sup- 
plement person is one who pays 
rent solely based on income. 

So far, Belleville is the only 
municipality taking part in the 
program. The towns of Picton, 
Brighton, Frankford and Madoc 
and the Township of Sydney are 
using the Residential

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Belleville 
drops eight 
crossing guards

Praising the ‘‘diligent’’ work 
of the police department, Acting 
Mayor Jean Smith told 
Belleville City Council she sup- 
ports their recommendation 
that eight crossing guard posi- 
tions be eliminated. 

Her comments were made 
Monday evening after hearing a 
request from a parent whose 
child uses the Victoria and 
Stanley Park Drive guard ask- 
ing that the one position at that 
corner be maintained, 

The police review was at the 
request of council as approved 
in May of this year. 

The recommendation of the 
police, which was supported by 
city hall’s traffic committee, 
leaves 27 guards this fall at 
other locations. 

The manner in which the data 
was gathered by the police was 
questioned when it was said the 
police only took “one timing”’ of 
the situation, when normally 
two checks are made at a cross- 
ing guard station. 

The guidelines drawn up last 
spring by city council were 
reportedly not financially 
motivated, however, Alderman 
Ben Corke asked if the parents 
are aware that the city pays for 
the crossing guards. 

He suggested the matter of 
their expense is one _ that 
perhaps the school board could 
look at. This is an issue that has 
been around for a long time, he 
noted. 

When voicing her support of 
the recommendation to 


eliminate eight crossing guards, 

Alderman Smith said the deci- 

sion “‘is not written in stone.”’ 
She explained that if there is

any doubt about a guard then 
the police have been asked to 
leave the position in. 

Alderman Kerry Soden didn't 
support the motion as he feels 
the parent has good reasons for 
the objection. He stressed there 
is no sidewalk at the corner in 
question. 

Alderman Ross McDougall 
said he supports the recommen- 
dation to remove eight guards, 
saying this was a difficult issue 
to deal with but that he 
respected the judgement of the 
police and safety officer. 

Criteria for the decision in- 
cludes traffic volume and the 
number of children using the 
crossing. 

The positions eliminated are 
at the following locations: Mac- 
Donald and Pine, Dundas and 
Ann, Pine and Chatham, Moira 
and Frank, Yeomans and 
Wilkins, Catherine and Ritchie, 
Bridge and Farley, Victoria and 
Stanley Park Drive. 


Smoking has been banned in 
the stands at four indoor arenas 
and centres in Belleville. 
Smokers will be allowed only the 
foyer area to take their puff. 

The no smoking bylaw was ap- 
proved after a minimal discus- 
sion by city councillors and 
covers the Quinte Sports Cen- 
tre, Memorial Arena, Dick Ellis 
Rink and Elderly Per- 
sons /Recreation Centre. 

Complaints about smoking in 
the facilities have been 
numerous. The recreation ser- 
vices committee recommended 
the action in a unanimous vote 
at a recent meeting, bringing its 
suggestion to city council on 
Monday night for approval. 

The maximum fine is set at 
$1,000. 

Alderman Bill Finkle attemp- 
ted to have council pass an anti- 
smoking bylaw in all public 
buildings earlier this year but 
his proposal was thought to be 
too general.

The harbor lights beckon...

Safety questioned 


A concern for public safety 
and not dollars was the reason 
that Doug Hopkins, owner of 
Eddystone Developments, ask- 
ed that sidewalks be ended at 
five entranceways to a planned 
shopping centre in Belleville. 

He addressed Belleville City 
Council Monday night during 
discussion of a site plan agree- 
ment for the centre, which is 
proposed for the old Coke plant 
at the intersection of Bridge 
Street West and Sidney Street. 

Acting Mayor Jean Smith 
pointed out it is the policy of 
council that sidewalks continue 
across entranceways so drivers 
of vehicles will be reminded to 
give the right of way to 
pedestrians. 

Mr. Hopkins argued that en- 
ding the concrete sidewalks at 
the curbs around the centre and 
sloping down onto the asphalt 
would, by virtue of the change 
in materials, indicate to people 
to be wary as they would be 
crossing a driveway. 

The slope allows people with 
carts and on wheelchairs access 
to the sidewalks. 

If the sidewalks penetrate and 
bisect the asphalt, it gives the 
public a “false sense of securi- 
ty’’ when crossing the 
driveways, said Mr. Hopkins. 


“The sidewalks should end at 
the asphalt,”’ he told council. 
Alderman Kerry Soden sup- 
ported continuing the sidewalks 
through the driveway, saying 
careless drivers “‘are not going

couple who had spent a whole 
year travelling around the 
Atlantic.” 

Her co-worker Simon Walker 
noticed a big “‘tall’’ boat from 
Ottawa that had been to new 
York for the Liberty celebra- 
tions and had to go all the way 
back to Picton because it 
wouldn’t fit under the Bay 
Bridge. 

Belleville’s popularity as a 
port of call is borne out by 
statistics compiled by the city’s 
parks-harbour department, 
which administers the two ber- 
thing facilities at Meyer’s Pier 
and Victoria Park. A 
spokeswoman from that depart- 
ment confirmed that in July the 
number of boaters had increased

QGUINTRA 
seeks 


permanent 
home 


The Quinte Therapeutic 
Riding Association (QUINTRA) 
recently elected a new board of 
directors for 1986-87. David 
Mullins continues as president 
while Bonnie Baker continues as 
secretary. Gerry Chartrand, 
formerly the group’s treasurer, 
is vice president. Sue West, 
formerly volunteer co-ordinator, 
is a director, and Leigh Woof, a 
new face on the board, is now 
treasurer. 

The organization started last 
fall, though it was unable to 
start any riding programs until 
February because of liability in- 
surance problems. According to 
Mr. Mullins, QUINTRA presi- 
dent, the first quote received by 
the organization totalled around 
$10,000—and the organization 
had only a $12,000 budget for 
its first year. The insurance pro- 
blems have been ironed out, he 
said, and QUINTRA now pays 
less than $1,000. 

The organization began at the 
Highlands of Hastings 
Equestrian Centre, but moved 
to the nearby farm of Larry and 
Sharon Groves because of the 
anticipated sale of the 
equestrian centre. 

Twelve young riders aged 4,/2 
to 16 are currently enrolled in 
the program. According to Mr. 
Mullins, QUINTRA is trying to 
find out if there are other disabl- 


ed children interested in par- 


ticipating. 

He also said the organization 
eventually hopes to provide 
riding lessons for adults as well. 
The group has a list of about 10 
or 12 adults who are interested 
in the program, but facilities 
and larger horses are needed 
before it can go ahead, he said. 

“We're about as big as we can 
get until we get larger 
premises,” he said in an inter- 
view. “‘We’re hoping some fairy 
godmother will come along,’’ he 
said with a laugh, adding that 
the group is actively consider- 
ing how to raise funds for a per- 
manent home. 

Last fall, QUINTRA held a 
ride-a-thon, which attracted 70 
riders and raised over $5,600. 
Another is planned for Satur- 
day, Oct. 4. This year, QUIN- 
TRA also received a Wintario 
grant of $3,390, which provided 
half the cost of purchasing two 
ponies/horses and special equip- 
ment such as_ hard hats, 
vaulting girths, saddles and 
bridles. Mr. Mullins also praised 
the generosity of area service 
clubs who contributed to the 
organization's first budget.

“A multi-million dollar pro- 
posal for condominiums, hotel 
suites and additional docking 
space by the owners of Brighton 
Marina is being blocked by 
some residents and zoning 
restrictions. 


Paul Gauthier, 3], and his 
father, Ernie, intend to take 
their proposal to the Ontario 
Municipal Board this fall after 
Brighton council refused to act 
on the plan. 

Paul told Quinte Weekly 
News that a public meeting was 
held in June to let residents 
know of the project design. At 
that time, the project proposal 
was thought to be only a for- 
mality- 

Bob Clarke of Cobourg of the 
engineering firm of Totten, 
Sims, Hubicki had spoken to the 
planner and bylaw officer and 
all seemed well, said Paul.

Our concept is that of a 
resort-type complex, said Paul. 
He compares the proposed com- 
plex to the popular Deerhurst 
Inn. : 
The location is prime as the 
marina is located at the en 
trance to the Murray Canal, the 
Bay of Quinte, the Trent-Severn 
Waterway and the Thousand 
Islands. 

The Gauthiers bought the 
marina in 1984, reviving a facili- 
ty that had become defunct 
after a lot of money had been 
put into it by German investors 
including Al Ronneberger, & 
chartered accountant in 
Brighton who is one of the ob- 
jectors and who lives on land 
next to the marina. 

It’s ironic, says Paul, that Mr. 
Ronneberger objects when the 
idea is similar to one he propos- 


called groundless 


The marina is also enjoying a 
second season for fishing 
charters, as independent 
operators use the facility as 
their base from where they set 
out for lake trout and salmon. 
In fact, the marina is taking 
part in The Toronto Star's 
Great Salmon Hunt. 

People like Ernie Semple, who 
is also a commercial fisherman, 
take charters, often operating 
more than one boat and bring- 
ing people to Brighton where 
they spend some of their money. 

Local people also make use of 
the marina, said Paul. 

Plans for the complex are only 
in the development stage with 
drawings done by Gregg Gor- 
don, an architect in Belleville. 

The condominiums are 
already the object of purchase 
by people who want to be put on 
a Waiting list 

A banquet hall at the north 
end of the existing restaurant 
called The Galley is proposed 
and a hotel offering single 
rooms for accommodation 
would be added to the south end 
by the water. 

Recreation facilities are in the 
plan as are parking spots and a 
proposed boardwalk. 

The recreation area would 
have a weight room and games 
room, said Paul. 

If the go-ahead for the condo 
units could be obtained, the 
money from their sale would fur- 
ther development in the marine 
portion, something which coun- 
cil seems to encourage, said 
Paul. 

He noted that council rezoned 
the former Coffee’s Marina and 
it has now become a subdivision 
with five lots for sale. 

“It’s ironic.”’ said Paul 
‘because they tell me they don’t 
Want to see commercial land 
lost...then do that.” 


Complaints by councillors 
that the condos wouldn’t blend 
in with the style of architecture 
in the area are groundless, said 
Paul. He contends the Cape Cod 


design would fit in. 

‘“T think by proceeding to the 
OMB I can do something about 
this,’’ said Paul confidently, but 
he won't tackle the appeal until 


his marina business slacks off in 
the fall. 

If he wanted, he could put up 
a boat storage building and a 
hotel/motel without any pro- 
blems under the marine/com- 
mercial zoning, but he wants to 
wait and see. 

“I believe the marina has a lot 
of potential to boost the 
economy here,”’ he told Quinte 
Weekly News. 

The sports fishing industry 
alone could generate as much as 
$500,000 for the town and data 
for similar ventures in places 
like Port Credit show an in- 
dustry worth $10 million an- 
nually, he says. 

“Our’s is not a novel or new 
idea...it’s one planned for a very 
expensive piece of real 
estate...one on which we have to 
pay a sizeable tax to Brighton,” 
said Paul. 

Quinte Weekly News talked 
with Brighton’s Mayor Bill Pet- 
tingill, about the situation, and 
he commented, “We're just 
there to make sure the bylaws 
are obeyed...council is com- 
pletely neutral.” 

He suggested that the 
Gauthiers bring a revised plan 
to council, keeping in mind some 
of their concerns about 
aesthetics, the potential traffic 
Congestion expecially on Har- 

bour Street and the height of

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Service gap 
is a concern

Serious concerns about “the 
gap in service” for children with 

special needs were voiced by 
Donna Rodgers, supervisor of 
the Little Learners’ Nursery 
School, Picton, at a recent 
meeting of the Prince Edward 
County Board of Education. 

The school has a history of 
providing an environment con- 
ducive to increased learning and 
development for an integrated 
group of handicapped and 
‘regular’ pre-schoolers. 

Mrs. Rodgers’ low key presen- 
tation was not indicative of the 
impact she hopes her words will 
have on the school trustees. The 
‘gap in service’ occurs when 
the Ministry of Education takes 
over and the pre-schoolers enter 
the public education system, she 
explained. 

Even though a teacher may 
have a special education cer- 
tificate, it does not necessarily 
mean they have experience with 
handicapped children, she told 
the school board. 

“Teacher's aides are being 
hired that have no related train- 
she said 

At least two multi- 
handicapped children each year 
leave the nursery school and 
enter the public school system 
and “parents are coming back 
to us upset and in need of sup-

port and help,’’ she added. 

The special needs children are 
going from a 6:1 child/teacher ra- 
tion to a 24:1 or perhaps 8 24:2 
ratio in the school classroom. 
This concerns the nursery 
school. 

Mrs. Rodgers 
trustees to 
establishing a class with a 12:2 
child/teacher ratio and make 
sure both teachers are ex 
perienced with handicapped 
children so they can provide “a 
safe learning environment.” 

Hiring trained teacher aides 
would help, but a resource per- 
son to work with families and a 
special education co-ordinator 
would also be an asset, said 
Mrs. Rodgers. 

The integrated nursery school 
which operates out of the Picton 
United Church has five full-time 
staff members and serves 64 
non-handicapped children and 
24 with special needs ranging in 
age from two to six years, all of 
whom are from Prince Edward 
County. 

“If these children (with 
special needs) are to continue to 
develop and learn to their fullest 
potential, something needs to be 
done,” said Mrs. Rodgers.

Escalating rabies incidents in 
both counties prompted the 
move by local health 
authorities. 

According to Glen Hudgin, 
director of public health in- 
spection for the Hastings and 
Prince Edward Counties Health 
Unit, this year has been ‘‘the 
worst rabies epidemic ever’’ in 
Ontario and ‘‘the wave’’ seems 
to be moving towards the 
Kingston area. He says out- 
breaks usually follow a pattern: 
animal populations are high, the 
disease reduces the population 
and then moves into new areas. 
This district accounts for 
almost 25 per cent of all rabies 
tested in Eastern Ontario, he 

_ said. 

Recently updated statistics 
for the period of January to the 
end of June show that 352 
animals were tested in both 
counties — 214 tested positive. 
A total of 291 people — a stag- 
gering increase of over 300 per 
cent—were vaccinated with 
anti-rabies vaccine at a cost of 
$165,712. 


Under the new rules, Mr. 
Hudgin says, owners of compa- 
nion animals such as dogs, cats, 
saddle horses and commercial 
animals that come in contact 
with the public will be required 
to vaccinate their animals. And, 
people caring for those animals 
while owners are away will be 
held liable if the animal bites a 
person and cannot prove vac- 
cination. 

“We cannot wait until the 
owner returns since it may be 
days,” says Mr. Hudgin. 

The new regulation is design- 
ed to encourage owners to vac- 
cinate their pets before a person 
is bitten. After Sept. 13 the local 
health authority will demand a 
proof of vaccination when in- 
vestigating animal bites by 
domestic animals. An owner 
who has had a pet vaccinated 
will receive a numbered tag 
which will be recorded with the 
district health authority, says 
Mr. Hudgin. 

Low cost vaccination clinics 
arranged in conjunction with 
local veterinarians Sept. 13 and 
20 will allow pet owners to vac- 
cinate their animals for only $5. 

Hastings and Prince Edward 
Counties are not the first to im- 
plement mandatory rabies vac- 
cinations. The Burrough of East 
York introduced mandatory 





vaccination on Dec. 1, 1985 and 
Haldimand—Norfolk County 
started the regulation April 1. 
The Haliburton, Kawartha and 
Pine Ridge District Health 
Units are also introducing man- 
datory rabies vaccination 


regulations which will become 
effective Sept. 1. Since the 
Haliburton district also has a 
higher than average outbreak 
this year the two districts have 
been working together to bring 
the epidemic under control.

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Athletes and politics 
shouldn’t mix

‘Athletes and politics are 
separate and should be kept 
separate,”’ said 22-year-old Faye 
Roblin of RR 2, Picton after her 
return home from the Com- 
monwealth Games in Edin- 
burgh, England. 

She brought back an eighth 
place in the javelin class of 12 
competitors, which included 
world class athletes. 

“I just wanted to throw well 
and make the finals,”’said Faye 
while sitting next to her high 
school coach Don Cumming of 
Picton. 

He was her coach while she at- 
tended Prince Edward Col- 
legiate Institute and they have 
kept in touch throughout her 
aspiring career as an amateur 
javelin thrower. 

' The elite of the javelin com- 
petitors were at the Com- 
monwealth Games, said Faye, 
who knew that England would 
take home a gold medal. 
England also captured the silver 
with Australia taking the 
bronze 

Don also told me it’s impor- 
tant to try your best and it’s not 
always important to win,” said 
Faye, who with her coach by her 
side, was obviously happy about 
his guidance and support which 
she continues to receive. 

Together the pair worked on 
her goals developed during her 
high school years after several 
years of throwing in elementary 
school helped along by her coach 
Bob Webb. 

First they aimed at just get- 
ting to the All-Ontario competi- 
tions. Then as time went on, 
Faye attempted to win at these 
events, finally taking the All- 
Ontario title in Grade 13 in

discus. 


In 1982 she qualified for the 
Junior Pan American Games 
and came fifth overall at the 
competition in Venezuela. 


The Picton-born athlete went 
to California State University in 
Fresno in the fall of 1983 on a 
four year scholarship. After two 
years she left because she was 
not pleased with the coaching 
she was getting. 


This proved to be a good move 
as she has now settled in at the 
University of Toronto with 
Canada’s national throwing 
coach Bogdan Poprawski. 

While in California, though, 
she competed in the finals of the 
National Collegiate Athletic 
Association event and other 
university level events. 

Her program of academics 
and physical education in 
Toronto kept her busy this past 
year as she prepared for the 
Games. in England as one of a 
long list of 395 Canadians from 
all events who participated. 

Two weeks of warm-up com- 
petition were spent in Germany 
before moving on to Edinburgh. 

In spite of the withdrawal by 
over two dozen countries from 
the games, Faye found the 

javelin competition to be top 
class in terms of its women par- 
ticipants who were among the 
top 10 in the world. 

“The quality of the event did 
not go down....but I felt for the 
other athletes there who had to 
go home,” said Faye. 


She wants to 
throw her best 


While Faye Roblin, Quinte’s 
champion javelin thrower, plans 
on working towards a degree in 
physical education, she con- 
tinues to work on her throw, 
which she explains “‘is highly 
technical.” 

“In order to get optimum 
distance everything has to be 
sequentually sound,” explained 
Mr. Cumming. 

The javelin throw often takes 
years to perfect. 


“In terms of the javelin event, 
I'm right where I want to be for 
my age,” said Faye. 

Her goal now is to work 
towards the Olympics to be held 
in Korea in 1988. 


“There will always be other 
meets, but not other Olympics,” 
said Faye, explaining that if the 
choice of going to university 
clashes with the chance to go to 
the Olympics, the competition 
will win out. 

Qualifying meets for the 
Olympics will take place in the 
summer of 1988. 


Faye will be up against such 
top contenders as Celine Char- 
trand of Montreal, the number 
one thrower in Canada, and 
Kristy Evans of Victoria, B.C., 
who is number three. Faye is the 
number two thrower. 


She is the woman with the se- 
cond furthest throw in Canadian 
history, having thrown 57.64 
metres (189.1 feet). 


_ Next year Faye will be enter- 
ing qualifying events for the 
Pan American Games, the 
World Championships and the 
World University Games, which 
are all held in 1987.

Spenard says the school 
is not just designed for those 
who want to race professionally 
but for any person who “wants 
to learn to drive fast cars.

“You don’t just jump in a 
sports car and go 
crazy, Spenard says. _ 

Completion of the first level 
gives the student a sound, basic 
knowledge of handling and also 
qualifies students for a racing 
licence. From the first to fifth 
level all students use formula 
2000 Raynard racing cars. The 
school has 13 F 2000's and since 
May 1985 has trained about 400 
students. 

‘“‘We are the only one (school) 
using this type of car to teach, 
says Spenard.

Track will be the best

When proposed expansions at 
the Shannonville Motosport 
Park have been completed, the 
Quinte area will have what is ex- 
pected to be the best road race 
track in Canada, according to 
Richard Spenard racing cham- 
pion and owner of 
Spenard—David Racing School. 

Colin Fraser, a spokesperson 
for the track, says the expan- 
sions will cost ‘‘in the vicinity of 
$1 million, however, that won't 
be decided until late August.” 

The planned expansions are 
the result of an accepted pur- 
chase offer by Raymond David 
and Jean Verdun who own the 
country’s largest motorcycle in- 
surance system, Motoplan. 
Spenard and David are co- 


owners of the racing school that 
operates from the Shannonville 
track. 

David and Verdun offered to 
purchase the property in 1985 
from Jack Boxstrom but the 
deal wasn’t settled until this 
year and won't officially close 
until the end of 1986. However, 
upgrading of the original track 
is slated to begin in August and 
Spenard has operated his racing 
school there since April 1985. 

Plans for the existing 1.8 km 


circuit include repaving and 
widening. However, the 
costliest venture is doubling the 
length to 3.6 km. Completion of 
plans will put the Shannonville 
track on the map of Canada, vy- 
ing against only two other ex- 
isting tracks—Mosport and

The idea was presented to 
Mayor George Zegouras about 
one year ago.

The first formal presentation 
was made to the planning com- 
mittee a few weeks ago and the 
matter came before council last 
week. 

Concerns of planning such as 
adequate parking and possible 
detrimental effects on the 
Foster Ward centre were hashed 
out and resolved.

The agreement was signed by 
Foster Ward President Brian 
Rosebush and Director Robert 
Mandeville and Kinsmen Larose 
and club President Tom 
Raycroft. 

A third concern, that the new 
building would use up addi- 
tional park land, was put to rest 
when the Kinsmen explained the 
proposed two-storey structure 
would be built on the same site 
as the current one-storey 
building. 

And it was stressed that the 
work will be done in two phases, 
with the first phase being the 
change rooms and office space 
and the second phase, the hall, 
being the second. 

Tenders will also be issued in 
two phases explained Mr. 
Larose. The first phase will be 
tendered and work begun 
almost immediately. In about 
one month, if the second phase 
is approved by council, the 
Kinsmen will go ahead and 
tender for the construction of 
the hall, the second storey of the 
new facility. 

Cost of the total project is 
estimated at $500,000. The club 
already has $250,000 in its cof- 
fers and plans on raising the 
balance through community 
fundraising events.

Sidney Township ratepayers, 
particularly those from Kenron 
Estates, unanimously agreed 
Thursday, Aug. 22 to push 
ahead plans for a new water 
filtration plant at a cost of 
about $6 million.

The 
session, the fourth since the 
committe began, was designed 
to obtain public input on the 
crisis at Kenron where poisons 
from leachates are being drawn 
to Kenron Estate wells from the 


Quinte Sanitation site on 
Aikens Road. | 
In fact, well number six, 


which is closest to the leachate 
plume, could be contaminated 
by next August, according to 
Don Cane from Simcoe 
Engineering. Also, the Quinte 
Heights subdivision, an area not 
previously mentioned in relation

to leachate contamination, was 
also discussed since closure of 
the Kenron Estate wells in the 
future could allow leachates to 
be drawn towards that site. 

The vote by the approximate- 
ly 200 attending ratepayers 
means that the liaison commit- 
tee will proceed with in-depth 
cost studies of a water filtration 
plant that can accomodate up to 
5,000 homes. There are current- 
ly about 2,000 homes in the area 
that will require alternative 
water supplies because of possi- 
ble contaminated water from 
leachates. 

If taxpayers decide after the 
study to approve a new filtra- 
tion plant, then construction 
will begin but a new plant will 
take at least a year to build. 
Jack Arthur, reeve for Sidney 
Township, says the Bayside 
water plant could replace water 
supplies from well six when 
leachates require a shutdown of 
that well.

Stage one is drawing to a 
close for the Centre and South 
Hastings Waste Management 
Steering Committee and public 
response will be a vital key in 
determining how stage two pro- 
gresses. 

Says Michael Pratt, project 
manager for The Proctor and 
Redfern Group, ‘‘we are about 
to establish evaluated criteria 
(that) we will use to winnow 
down choices. Are they (public) 
willing to separate their gar- 
bage? Are they more interested 
in saving farmland than tax 
dollars—is protecting 
agricultural land more impor- 
tant to the community?” 

One of the problems in dealing 
with municipal waste was 
brought out at an Aug. 14 
meeting to discuss stage one of 
the project. The consulting firm 
ran over the list of sites that had 
been investigated by 
hydrologists—people who sam- 
ple perspective sites for soil and 
water levels—and revealed that 
none were just right. According 
to Mr. Pratt, ‘‘there are no ideal 
sites in Hastings County.”’ 

That means that any site that 
might possibly be chosen would 
have to have expensive linings 
installed to keep leachates from 
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hand painted china, lingerie, sweaters, silk scarves, woven jackets 
blouses, jewellery, hand painted skirts, sportswear, hats 
leather, unique gifts 


contaminating ground water 
supplies in future years. 

Of the 16 sites that were over 
10 acres, almost all were gravel 
pits whose rock does not lend 
itself to keeping leachate con- 
tained. 


A great deal of attention was 
given to alternative waste 
disposal methods such as turn- 
ing waste into energy. Mr. Pratt 
called this a viable option in an 
area with a population of 85,000 
plus plus industrial/commercial 
activities. ; 

In fact, several council 
members who sit on this com- 
mittee said after the meeting 
they were willing to consider 
such methods an option. Jack 
Arthur, reeve for Sydney 
Township, said: ‘‘we’ve seen the 
horrendous effects of land- 
fill...the Quinte area has the 
numbers to justify an energy 
from waste solution.” 


He added that a solution must 
be found first for the problems 
already existing, such as that of 
waste disposal problems at the 
Quinte Sanitation landfill site. 

“We know the limited life (of 
that site) and we (the committee 
members) will not support an 
extension of that site,’’ he said. 
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The proposed site for the new 
filtration plant will be, if 
negotiations are successful, at 
the Bayside site. Mr. Arthur 
says “‘we are negotiating with 
the school board to lease or buy 
the (existing) plant and the land 
required.” 

And, Mr. Arthur says, ‘“‘the 
cost of replacing the water 
sources should be of no cost to 
those affected...(replacing the 
source) should not be a burden 
to the taxpayers involved.” 

The reeve hopes that the 
Ministry of the Environment 
will pick up most of the cost 
with the provincial government 
picking up the rest. 

Mr. Arthur says the cost to 
the taxpayer is reflected 
through estimates done for 
alternate water supplies for 
Kenron Estates only. For in- 
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Sidney pushes for $6 million water plant 


stance, Bayside could be 
upgraded at a cost of about 
$773,000 but there would be no 
room for growth within the 
area. 

Six alternatives with five sub- 
alternatives eaeh allowed tax- 
payers to choose from packages 
ranging in price from a low of 
$773,000 to upgrade the 
Bayside plant, to the highest of 
$6 million for a new system. 
Most of the alternatives were 
above $1 million with other in- 
curred costs such as paying user 
fees to Trenton or Belleville if 
water had to be pumped from 
either sources. 

A new plant would “give us an 
opportunity to grow and in- 
crease our tax base,’’ Mr. Ar- 
thur stated, adding, “I can see 
other townships down the road 
(future) having problems.”

Last week, a major tragedy was narrowly averted—and who 
knows how often similar tragedies have been similarly narrow- 
ly averted. Think of what might have happened if that mother 
and two young children had taken just one step off the curb 
and into the street before the car raced through. And think 
about similar incidents occurring there nearly every day of the 
week. 

One block up the street at Foster is a traffic light. Perhaps it 
should be moved to Newberry Street, which borders the 
Kinsmen pool park, and children could be encouraged to cross 
there in greater safety. The park entrance could be moved to 
that corner to encourage use of the crossing. Nor need the 
move inconvenience Loblaw’s customers, who could leave the 
parking lot by Newberry instead of Foster. It’s worth consider- 
ing before a tragedy occurs, especially in view of the expansion 
the Kinsmen are promoting for the facility. 

In the meantime, crossing guards should make sure all cars 
are stopped before allowing children to cross. And both 
parents and children should be aware that a crossing guard 
doesn't provide automatic protection from careless drivers. 
The old rule of look both ways before you cross should apply 
before taking a step off the curb. And drivers should be aware 
of the crossing guard and alert to the possibility of having to 
stop. 

The alternative is a tragedy that could have been averted.

The Quinte area has sprouted a 
new group whose goal is to 
generate more dollars through 
the fishing /tourism 

industry. Allan Van Dusen, 
president of the Central Lake 
Ontario Sportsman's Associa- 
tion (CLOSA), says this goal can 
be accomplished if this end of 
Lake Ontario were made more 
accessible to fishermen and if 
salmon and trout were stocked 
in this region. 

CLOSA started September 
1985 and has about 65 
members. Mr. Van Dusen says 
the club started because 
“serious salmon fishermen in 
this area had to go past 
Cobourg if they wanted to com- 
pete in large fishing derbies.” 

Derbies like the Great Salmon 
Star Hunt provide large prizes 
for the person who catches the 
biggest fish. This year the grand 
prize is $100,000. However, no 
weigh-in stations are close 
enough for local sportsmen—the 
closest being Cobourg.Since fish 
lose weight when they are out of 
the water, Mr. Van Dusen says 
the competitors would have to

Their lobbying has paid off to 
some extent. This year an of- 
ficial weigh-in station has been 
set up at Brighton Marina for 
the Great Star Salmon Hunt. 

CLOSA’s thrust, however, is 
to get salmon and trout stocked 
at this end of Lake Ontario and 
gain accessibility to the lake. 
Mr. Van Dusen says there are 
no public launches between 
Brighton and Cobourg, but the 
association is working with the 
townships of Crahame and 
Halidimand to build a boat laun- 
ching and docking facility. 

The club is also working with 
the Ministry of Natural 
Resources to have area streams 
rehabilitated and is planning on 
having its own fish hatchery 


project. Mr. Van Dusen says the 
fish are not available in quanti- 
ty in this area during July and 
August so serious fisherman 
have to go west (towards 


Cobourg). 

The eaent problem faced by 
CLOSA is getting salmon stock- 
ed in this end of Lake Ontario. 
To make this area & viable 
salmon fishing ground, the club 
has been circulating a petition 
and has gathered about 2,000 
signatures. The petition will be 
used as lobbying power with the 
Ontario government to get this 
area stocked. 

But, Mr. Van Dusen says the 
petition will be held until “we 
get politicians out on a fishing 
trip.” 

CLOSA is also sponsoring its 
first fishing derby this year 
from Sept. 7 to Oct. 30. There 
will three categories fishermen 
can enter: salmon, rainbow 
trout and brown trout.

If the proposed Kinsmen hall, 
a second-storey addition to the 
Kinsmen pool facility, is approv- 
ed by city council, the facility 
‘“‘will become self-supporting,” 
commented Mr. Larose. 

Until now the Kinsmen have 
footed the entire bill of about 
$35,000 annually to maintain 
and run the pool and park on the 
city-owned property. The money 
has been raised through their 
own fundraising efforts. 

If the two-storey facility is 
allowed, then the money 
generated by the hall could be 
put into community programs 
and services, rather than into 
just supporting the pool and 
park. 

The Kinsmen pool is the only 
outdoor swimming pool in 
Belleville. Close to 20,000 people 
make use of it during the sum- 
mer months. 

The Kinsmen pay for its 


upkeep and 12 guards who work - 


there in the summer, all of 
whom at trained for pool and 
playground supervision. 

Free passes are handed out 
yearly to groups such as the 
foster parents association, to 
summer day camps, and to the 
less fortunate of the communi- 


ty. 

"The only money the club 
receives is from the admission 
fee to the park (50 cents daily 
for children and $2 for a family 
or $25 for the season). © 


The Chamber of Commerce 
does donate about $1,000 to the 
club, but that is used for their 
fireworks display which the club 
puts on every Canada Day, the 
only fireworks display the city 
has. 

Any money left over after 
paying for the park and pool 
bills is used to support Big 
Brothers, Serenity House and 
many types of minor sports in 
the city. 

“Belleville relies so much on 
its service clubs,’ commented 
Kinsmen Peter Bailey. 

He is working with Mr. 
Larose on the promotion of the 
proposed hall to gain public sup- 
port for this venture. 

The Kinsmen Club has been 
operating in Belleville for over 
50 years and is always looking 
for new members. A member- 
ship drive is being kicked off 
with the fundraising campaign.

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There used to be a notion 
among city dwellers that to live

this misconception got started 
because urbanites equated the 
country with their vacation 
times.

Nobody who has seen the recent 
movies ‘The River”’ or “Coun- 
try” would believe that farm life 
in the 1980's is as carefree as the 
silly television series “Green 
Acres’ made it out to be. 

The truth is that farmers can 
suffer from ulcers and high 
blood pressure just like stock 
brokers and cab drivers do. 

The truth is that farm mar- 
riages face crisis times and 
rocky roads just like city mar- 
riages do. The truth is that 
country families sometimes 
split apart under the strain of 
changing roles and financial 
pressures just the way urban 
families do. 

The truth is that some farm 
kids have drug problems and il- 
legitimate babies just like some 
city kids do. The truth is that 
sometimes farm mothers and 
fathers have problems with 
alcohol abuse just like urban 
parents sometimes do. 

Geography can’t guarantee a 
stress-free existence now and I 
doubt if it ever did. 

The first half of my marriage 
took place in an urban environ- 
ment, and the recent half of my 
marriage has been on a farm. 
I'm lucky to have lived in both 
worlds. I can appreciate and 
compare the joys and the dif- 
ficulties of the two different en- 
vironments. 

When my husband first sug- 
gested going into dairy farming 
I think my reaction was typical

of what many former city girls 
might think: ‘You've got to be 
kidding? Are you crazy? Who 
wants all that responsibility? 
Who wants to work seven days 
a week with no holidays and no 
overtime? Will the cows like 
me?”’ 

Most dairy farmers I know 
work in partnership with their 
wives. They share the jobs and 
chores’ equally. Working 
together and living together in 
close quarters day in and day 
out can put special stresses on a 
marriage. 

For example, I think it’s a lit- 
tle harder for a dairy farmer’s 
wife to keep a romantic at- 
mosphere in her marriage when 
her usual working wardrobe 
might consist of patchy 
coveralls and rubber boots. 
Sometimes our husbands have 
to have good imaginations to 
remember that underneath the 
mud and the wheat chaff and 
the manure spots is a pretty 
woman who longs to be treated 
like a lady once ina while. 

It’s also hard for some men to 
remember that their wives work 
with them and not for them. 
Sometimes the partner with the 
deepest voice and the biggest 
muscles just naturally starts ac- 
ting like a boss.

I think the biggest stress on a 
farmer is the weather, because 
it’s so uncontrollable.

For instance, three days of 
gentle rains are wonderful right 
after you seed your fields. They 
get your crop off to a good start. 

But three rainy days just 
when the crop was ready to be 
harvested can erase your profits 
for a whole year. The combines 
can’t harvest wet grain off of 
wet fields. Rain and humidity 
cause good grain to sprout. It

Study reviews city’s housing 


Al Revill talked about the 
study he and his son are doing 
for the City of Belleville, which, 
“basically is a review of the en- 
tire housing situation in the ci- 
ty.” 
This has to be done he explain- 
ed, before the city can make any 
decisions on what type of hous- 
ing should be built to alleviate 
the current housing shortage. 

He expects that when the 
study is complete and all the 
data is in, that “there will be a 
recognizable need for low or 
modest cost housing.”’ 

The completed study will in- 
clude population and economic 
factors, mortality and fertility 
figures, demands expected in 


the future and an assessment of 
“‘what’s in the pipeline”’ in the 
way of accommodation now be- 
ing built. 

The income of people living in 
Belleville and the cost of houses 
on the market today will also be 
examined 


“This is the way you start 
these things. You need a formal 
housing statement,’’ com- 
mented Mr. Revill.

The detailed work will take 
place in the next week or two as 
the eight to 10 week project 
begins. The final statement is 
not expected until later in the 
year.

Chronic shortage 


Terry Cassidy, director of Social 
Services in Belleville, agrees 
that the lack of “‘acceptable, af- 
fordable housing is a chronic 
problem in the city.” 

He also notes that income 
assistance to those in need is 
not keeping pace with rental 
prices. He hopes this will change 
in the near future. 

Terry believes that the 
seriousness of the situation 
must be impressed upon the 
politicians who might be able to 
help, but he says, “I haven’t 
seen a demand by the general 
public for adequate housing.” 

The problem is not confined to 
Belleville, either, as he hears of 
similar concerns throughout the 
Quinte area. 

“‘There’s just no obvious, im- 
mediate solutions for anybody,”’ 
he admits. 

Kay Kokesh, manager of the 
Hastings-Prince Edward, 
Belleville Housing Authority, 
said she has a waiting list of 
over 150 families and over 50 
senior citizens looking for hous- 
ing. 
The authority manages homes 
as agents of the Ontario Hous- 
ing Corporation. “‘We never 
have any vacancies,” she said. 

Funding for the geared-to- 
income homes comes from the 








federal and provincial govern- 
ments, each contributing half 
the allottment. 

She agrees there is a need for 
private non-profit or municipal 
non-profit housing in the area. 

“We definitely need more 
housing,’ she stated em- 
phatically.

“Years ago, seniors were just 
put in a corner and neglected.

Thirty-seven per cent of the 
population of Trenton is over 
50. That’s a large force to be 
reckoned with. Not only are 
seniors more active now they 
live much longer and, most 
significantly to the politicians, 
they vote!” That in itself, 
demands recognition.

The program, which was co- 
sponsored by the Ministry of 
Community and Social Services 
and the Trenton Parks and 
Recreation Centre, was in its 
third year of operation. At a 
cost of $15 per week, each child 
enjoyed a day of structured ac- 
tivity and close supervision by 
specially trained adults. 

‘A high priority in the pro- 
gram was on individual program 
planning, in the development of 
social and self-help skills and in 
the maintenance of academic 
skills,’ said Comeau. 

She added that some of the 
children were from William R. 
Kirk School, Belleville and some 
were in special education pro- 
grams at regular schools in the 
area. 

“The ratio of counsellors to 
children was high, so we were 
able to concentrate on in- 
dividual program development 
and at times we worked with the 
children on a one-to-one basis, 
teaching them social skills and 
simple self-help skills, such as

Tackaberry, also 14, were at the 
dam to check the water levels at 
about 1:30 p.m. Jeff said the 
three of them have swam there

before but they always check 
the height of the water because 
there are more risks if the water 
is too high or low. 

While they were watching, the 
young boy jumped in the water 
and appeared to have been 
swept through the stop logs 
down to where fast water 
created undertows and 
whirlpools. Realizing the lad 
was in trouble, Geoff, Greg and 
Sean grabbed the three 
lifepreservers hanging on the 
wall of the dam. 


Petition for 
safe swimming 


Two other Trenton women are 

also worried about future 
drownings and accidents along 
the Trenton canal system. Lack 
of proper swimming facilities in 
Trenton have prompted Lor- 
raine Marsh (Rigby) of Crown 
Street and Dorothy Shriver, 
whose son Shawn was a close 
friend and who witnessed. the 
drowning of Shaun Everett, to 
circulate a petition. 
Mrs. Marsh, Mrs. Shriver, Tam- 
my Marsh, 13, Danny VanClief, 
Grade 9 at Trenton High 
School, and Linda English who 
is also in Trenton High School 
have been helping to gather 
signatures on the petition that 
will be presented to council. So 
far, Mrs. Marsh says she has 
collected about 200 signatures 
and that is not including what 
Mrs. Shriver has collected. 

Mrs. Marsh cites unclean 
bathing areas at Bain Park and 
its location as reasons why kids 
don’t swim there. ‘‘They aren’t 
going to walk to Bain Park in 
the heat when they can go to the 
canal,” she says. 

Economics also play a role, 
Mrs. Marsh, says since many of 
the kids who swim in the canal 
cannot afford to pay 75 cents 
each time they swim at the 
Trenton High School pool, 
which is open from 2 - 3:30 p.m. 
and 6 - 7:30 p.m. 

She adds, “Trenton has spent 
thousands of dollars on the am- 
phitheatre and it’s only used 20 
times a year. There are so many 
parks and nobody uses them.” 

She suggests that perhaps a 
slide could be installed at Bain 
Park and if it were cleaned up 
kids might start using it. “The 
site is beautiful.’’ She also sug- 
gests that whatever method is 
chosen, lifeguards should be 
available. Riverside Park in 
Belleville has a lifeguard on each 
side of the swimming areas 
whereas Bain has none.

Ron Brown said the boardwalk, 
which was built three years ago, 
succumbed to higher than nor- 
mal water levels and had to be 
closed off for safety reasons. 
Sections of the walkway were 
already underwater in June and 


ing to have to be re-examined. 
Mr. Brown said the Ministry 

of Natural Resources had its 

regional planner, Jim Peets of 

Kemptville, look at the board- 

walk and assess the damage. 

Originally designed by MNR 
it was intended to be a fixed 
structure, however, plans are 
now being considered to 
reconstruct the boardwalk so it 
will have a floating base. 

Band-aid repair work is possi- 

ble, but if the structure is to be 
used in the long term, it will 
have to be redesigned. 
Estimates put the cost of an im- 
proved boardwalk at anywhere 
from $80,000 to $100,000. No 
money is allocated this year for 
the project. 

The assistant superintendent 
estimates that as many as 
20,000 people use the boardwalk 
annually. 

Walking on the boards, which 
take the visitor through the 
marsh, is a unique experience. 
As Mr. Brown pointed out, 
there’s more than just birds to 
see.

Late the other night I saw a 
boy dressed in dark clothes 
riding by our farm on a black 
ten speed bike with no reflecters 
and no lights. Pretty risky. He 
reminded me of a farmer work- 
ing with no marketing board 
behind him. Pretty risky. : 

Farmers who produce milk 
and eggs, for example, have 
marketing: boards. We buy 

uota, which represents our 
ghare in the marketplace. That’s 
why people in Canada always 
have enough milk to drink and 
enough eggs to scramble. 

Hopefully we don’t produce 
too much, so our products don’t 
go to waste. Matching what con- 
sumers demand to what farmers 
can produce creates a stable 
marketplace. 

Then our boards try to peg a 
reasonable price on our pro- 
ducts, something the consumer 
can afford, and something that 
will afford the producer a 
reasonable living. 

If Mother Nature co-operates 
with good weather and if the 
cows are healthy, dairy farmer 
can predict pretty closely what 
he can earn next year. Any 
worker in my opinion, deserves 
that much security. 

Many farmers live from year 
to year without that luxury. 
Their incomes go up and down. 
But their expenses go up and 
up. Beef farmers and hog pro- 
ducers have traditionally put up 
with drastic fluctuations in the 
prices they get for their com- 
modities. 

All of the world’s grain 
markets and prices are controll- 
ed by a handful of wealthy 
families most of whom operate 
out of the United States. 
Farmers have no control over 
their markets or their prices. 

In a good year, grain yields 
will be high. Quality will be ter- 
rific. There will be a glut of grain 
on the market, and chances are 
the farmer will receive a very 
low price. It’s a sad reward for 
success and hard work. 

In a bad weather year, there 
won’t be much grain around. 
The quality of the grain will be 
poor. But the scarcity of the 
product will raise the price. The 
farmer will get a good price, but 
on a low yield. That’s another 
sad reward. 

In an 
marketplace, the farmer always 
comes out the loser, in my opi- 
nion. 
“Ah,” but you might say, 

‘Why do so many farmers resist 

marketing boards to help them 

make a more stable income? 

Maybe they like taking high 

risks and chances. Maybe they 
like fat years and lean years.” 

I think some of the farmers 
who resist a more controlled 
marketplace aren't really 
farmers at all, but businessmen 
who enter the farm community 
hoping to lose money in order to 
8ain a tax write-off. A yearly in- 
come that is a surprise or a year- 
ly income that is disappointing 
are both stressful for a real 
farmer. 

Personal health and injury are 
Sources of stress to a farmer. 
Livestock need attention and 

_Care seven days a week. There 
are no paid sick days to give you 
time to recover from an illness 
or an injury. There are no 
holidays to give you time to 
rest. 

Farmers here in the county 

are lucky. We are all a 

reasonable driving distance 
from the hospitals in Picton or 

Belleville, Some farmers live in 

more isolated areas, and the 
question of where to go for help 

in a medical emergency is a 

Source of constant worry.

to empty the 
manure out of the barn at least 


once a day. The dealer where we 
could buy parts was closed for 
the holiday. The roads were im- 
passable anyway. Ask any 
farmer, machines always 
breakdown on Sunday. 

There are stresses farmers feel 
from outside sources, too. I 
remember the morning I was in 
the barn milking cows when I 
heard the radio announcement 
that Brian Mulroney and 
Donald MacDonald wanted 
Canadians to negotiate a free 
trade deal with the United 
States. 

“How would that affect our 
future as a nation?” I wondered. 
“How would that affect my 
future as a farmer?” 

Mulroney and Macdonald 
were making decisions in Ot- 
tawa, it seemed to me, that 
could have a huge bearing on my 
personal future. I didn’t 
remember them discussing that 
issue in the last election. 

So the stress came as a result 
of feeling left out and helpless. 
Learning that the chief 
negotiator in the deal, Simon 
Reisman, was going to be paid 


The stress of farming 


$1,000 a day by the Canadian 
taxpayer didn’t help me feel any 
better. 

The music from the radio 
helps create a happy peaceful 
environment in the barn. I wish 
I could say the same thing for 
the news programs! 

At the beginning of the sum- 
mer there was a strike at Lake 
Ontario Cement, which is 
located not very far away from 
our dairy. Everybody in our 
county has an opinion about 
everything. And everybody had 
an opinion about the strike. I 
was worried that the strike 
might cause a rift between the 
local farmers and the men who 
work at the plant. I have punch- 
ed a clock and I have farmed for 
a living, too, and there’s one 
thing I am sure of....workers are 
workers wherever we labour. We 
have more in common to unite 
us than we think. 

Their work is dusty and dirty 
and smelly. My work is dusty 
and dirty and smelly, too. They 
work with noisy heavy 
dangerous machines. I work 
with noisy heavy dangerous 
machines. They work eight 
hours five days a week, and 
their time belongs to the com- 
pany. I work long hours seven 
days a week, but my time is my 
own. Some kinds of stress are 
common to all workers. 

I guess life without some kind 
of stress would be life without a 
challenge. Sometimes adversity 
forces us to be stronger and 
tougher and more creative. Next 
week we'll talk about coping 
with stress on the farm: reliev- 
ing the symptoms and minimiz- 
ing the causes.

The Children’s Aid Society 
serving Belleville, Trenton and 
Hastings County has shown a 
dramatic increase of 87 per cent 
in sexual abuse allegations for 
the first seven months of 1986. 

Larry McDonald, Executive 
Director for CAS, says the in- 
crease reflects public awareness 
since it is now law that people 
who suspect child abuse must 
report it. Indeed, a_ special 
brochure circulated to schools in 
the Hastings CAS area, targets 
school age children as those 
most likely to be abused — two- 
thirds of the reported allega- 
tions. 

However, according to Mr. 
McDonald the 87 per cent in- 
crease here is still far short of 
the national projections. Na- 
tional studies indicate that one 
out of four girls and one out of 
ten boys will be sexually 
assaulted before they reach age 
18. “We're not getting that 
number of referrals,”’ he says. 

Mr. McDonald says the 
numbers will probably continue 
to rise. While the allegations 
rise, ripple affects are noted 
with other facilites that provide 
services; notably The Belleville 
City Police and OPP who inter- 
view the abused and abusers. 

Brian Harder, youth officer 
with Belleville City Police, says 
there have been more investiga- 
tions this year with sexual 
abuse allegations. ‘‘We have cer- 
tainly done more in the first 
eight months this year than the 
whole of last year,”’ he says. 

But, while allegations are up, 
criminal prosecution appears to 
be stalemated. CAS shows 
through a study done on 109 
sexual abuse allegations (up to 
June this year) that 18 were 
charged through the criminal of- 
fence code. One has been found 
guilty. 

However, Mr. Harder says 
the Belleville Police have laid 72 
charges, 30 have appeared in the 
courts but none of those have 
been decided on. Of the remain- 
ing 40 some haven’t come to 
trial, some have been dropped or 
dismissed. 

Prosecuting child abuse cases 
can be as difficult as getting the 
cases to court since strict legal 
rules on submission of evidence 
restricts testimony of the very 
young when an adult cannot be 
used as a witness. 

“The child must know right 
from wrong.and be able to show

it,"’ Mr. Harder states, usually 
through an interview with a 
judge. 

Mr. McDonald would like to 
see some changes in laws gover- 
ning testimony. ‘‘We’re (CAS) 
advocating video-taping and 
dolls,"” Mr. McDonald says, to 
use as submissible evidence. 
The dolls have shown to be ef- 
fective with young children 
since the child can show workers 
what abuse has been afflicted. 

Mr. Harder and Mr. 
McDonald both agree that it is 
difficult to prosecute this type 
of case. ‘‘In most cases the vic- 
tim is a small child,’’ Mr. Harder 
says. Statistics show, too, 
through the June CAS study 
that almost half of the 109 sex- 
ual abuse allegations were 
children between the ages 5-12. 
However, a close second with 41 
victims were young people aged 
12-16. 

Criminal prosecution is 
designed to punish the abuser 
and charges may only be laid by 
the police, usually after a 
thorough investigation. The 
CAS uses family court and only 
after a lengthy investigation. 
The difference is quite clear, 
states Mr. McDonald: ‘family 
court is to protect the child.”’ 


Sexual abuse is ‘considered 
to be anything from touching to 
intercourse — anytime a child is 
used for sexual pleasure,’ Mr. 
McDonald says. 

Of the 109 cases in the CAS 
study, 83 were allegations of 
fondling. ‘Fondling is  con- 
sidered serious since it may lead 
to other serious sexual activi- 
ty,’’ Mr. McDonald says.

Residents complain 
about Sidney

By Delores Phillips 
SIDNEY—Anxious Trenton 
homowners approached this 
council Sept. 3 to register com- 
plaints against developer An- 
tonio Scardino and his plans to 
develop a 20 lot subdivision. 

About 12 Trenton ratepayers 
were complaining on the 
grounds that County Road 22 
could not support the extra traf- 
fic and low water pressure on ex- 
isting systems could not sup- 
port additional houses. 


The development is to take 
place on Sydney’s boundary on 
County Road 22, however, the 
irate citizens live across the 
road on Trenton’s boundary. 
The meeting was part of the of- 


ficial process used to change 


zoning bylaws. 


Sidney council appeared to 
respond to the concerns of the 
Trenton residents. Reeve Jack 
Arthur and Deputy Reeve Ken 
Daley suggested that the 
township and Mr. Scardino 
verify that water pressure is 
adequate and that traffic will 
not interfere with existing 
residents.

Mr. Scardino’s lawyer, Vince 
Graham, tried to soothe both 
the Trenton residents and 
Sidney council by producing a 
letter issued by the City of Tren- 
ton in 1984. The letter assured 
Sidney Township that if the 
subdivision was built, water and 
sewer services would be provid- 
ed at the normal rate, which is 
about 50 per cent higher than 
Trenton residents pay. 


Doug Manlow, manager of 
Trenton’s Public Utilities Com- 
mission, says water pressure 
problems will be solved by next 
year. The addition of a 600,000 
gallon water tank will maintain 
pressure and be used as a sup- 
plementary supply tank at that 
end of the city.

Now the companies are singing a new song. The insurance 
crisis is miraculously over. No one need worry that liability in- 
surance will be too costly or even unavailable. 

Right. Tell that to the Wellington County Board of Educa- 
tion which couldn’t find insurance for some of its educational 
programs. Tell that to the Stirling International Plowing 
Match which couldn’t find affordable insurance for its horse 
show. Tell that to the multitude of other community and 
governmental groups which struggled to find insurance for 
their activities. aot 

Oddly enough, the announcement that the insurance crisis is 
over came when someone did something about it. Ontario 
school boards, with the blessing of the province, decided to 
come up with their own pool plan because of the crisis last 
year. That jeopardized over $6 million in premiums that in- 
surance companies collected from them last year. And now 
those same companies are telling the boards that the crisis is 
over. 

Did the crisis ever exist? Or did some companies take advan- 
tage of the crisis? Or was the crisis the product of overheated 
fears that liability settlements were headed through the roof? 

We don't doubt that the rise in recent years in liability claim 
settlements, fueled by the U.S. experience, created a problem 
and required increased premiums. And no doubt some com- 
panies decided to play it safe and increase premiums more than 
they thought realistically necessary just to play it safe. 

But it is hard to avoid the conclusion that some insurers 
were milking the situation for all it was worth and then some. 
Funny, isn’t it, how the crisis is suddenly over when premiums 
are jeopardized?

Inc., a company which has of- 
fered radiation-free breast ex- 
aminations for the past 10 
years, to close its doors. 

The thermogram examination 
is considered to be the best in- 
dicator of the risk of breast 
cancer development by many 
health care professionals. 

Because OHIP only partially 
covers the cost of the service, 
patients were charged a $10.00 
fee to cover the balance. With 
the passage of Bill 94, this fee 
can be no longer be charged. It 
has resulted in mediatherm’s 
discontinuation of the service in 
order to avoid operating at a 
loss. 

Many of the 4,300 women who 
used the service will now have to 
rely on local hospitals for mam- 
mograms, which use radiation 

to detect abnormalties. Infre- 
quent Mammograms are not 
dangerous, however, a woman 
should not have more than 10 to 
12 in a lifetime. Many women,

therefore, depend on _ ther- 
mogram testing. 

The passage of Bill 94 has 
caused a great inconvenience to 
such women. They now must 
travel to Toronto or Ottawa for 
thermograms. Without having 
the service readily accessible, it 
is probable that many women 
will forego cancer detection ex- 
aminations. The circumstances 
are extremely serious, especially 
at the present time when breast 
cancer is increasing at an alarm- 
ingrate. — 

The Health Care Accessibility 
Act has resulted in making the 
health care system less accessi- 
ble, rather than more accessible. 
The Government may have been 
well intentioned and sincere in 
its attempt to make the system 
more accessible, but it must be 
judged on the result of its 
policy. To the women of our 
area, the result is unacceptable.

Farm families 
need day care 


By Sue Dickens 

Life on the farm, where rural 
technology has advanced im- 
measurably in the past decade, 
needs one more piece in its foun- 
dation. Yet, it’s so simple it 
seems to have been overlooked! 

Pat Morgan of RR 7, 
Brighton has changed all that 
with her “‘on-farm’”’ child care 
program. 

The experimental day care for 
children of rural families in Nor- 
thumberland County, if deemed 
successful, will become common 
throughout Ontario. 

Funding comes from the 
Ministry of Community and 
Social Services after it learned 
of the concept, which had been 
tried in 1985 by Pat, who had 
received the blessings (and 
$600) of the Northumberland 
Farm Safety Association. 

“Tt’s just what farm families 
need,”’ said Mrs. Morgan en- 
thusiastically. 

Sitting at the table of her 
spotless kitchen in a comfor- 
table home in the country just a 
few miles north of Brighton, she 
began her story about how she 
became involved with the farm 
association following the ac- 
cidental death of her son Joe in 
1980. Her grandchild Tammy 
was six at the time. 

Probing into farm fatalities 
led Mrs. Morgan to the conclu- 
sion that rural children’s lives 
are put in jeopardy every day. 
Day care seemed to be the key 
to their safety. 

“After that I started bugging 
the Ontario Federation of 
Agriculture,’’ she explained. 

Then Community and Social 
Services asked about the pro- 
gram and the experiences of the 
previous year were detailed with 
the result that SEED (Summer 
Employment Experience 
Development) money was made 
available and four students 
hired. 

They are: Denise Leavey of 
Carrying Place, Debbie Smit of 
Codrington, and Sharon McIn- 
tyre and Lori Ellis of the 
Cobourg area. 

Their efforts, combined with a 
number of “‘care givers’ or farm 
women who are looking after 


youngsters in their rural home, 
have resulted in daily specializ- 
ed care for about 50 children 
who range in age from infancy 
to 12 years. 


The traditional role of mother 
turned into that of ‘‘the hired 


man’’on the farm, so children: 


were, in a sense, left to fend for 
themselves. : 

With students looking after 
in-home care, Mrs. Morgan 
decided to try placements in 


homes where the rural wife 
could take care of children in the 
farm home. 

Linda McNutt of the 
- Warkworth area, Pat Johnson 
of Codrington and Wilma 
Barink of Smithfield are three of 
these “‘care givers.” 

“The overall purpose of this 
program is to provide quality 
care for rural children,’’ said 
Mrs. Morgan. 

Her newest grandchild, six- 
week-old Sheena Jo, the 
daughter of Mr. and Mrs. John 
Morgan, will soon be in the day 
care program, she said with a 
smile. 

The Northumberland Rural 
Child Care Corporation is a 
registered non-profit charitable 
organization administered by a 
volunteer board of directors and 
resource persons from _ the 
ministries involved and the 
Federation of Agriculture. 

Pat Morgan works very hard 
with another co-ordinator of the 
program, Andrea Nelson, to 
make this program feasible. 

And when she’s not lining up 
care givers she’s writing the 
federal government task force 
about the need for quality child 
care in rural areas....but that’s 
another story!

Madoc fights for court services 


By Sue Dickens 

Madoc Reeve Tom Deline 
finds withdrawal of court ser- 
vices in his village ‘‘very distur- 
bing in nature.”’ 

He has voiced his concerns 
strongly and loudly to Jim 
Pollock, MPP for Hastings- 
Peterborough, who in turn 
wrote to Attorney General Ian 
Scott’s office in Toronto and it 
appears his comments have 
been heard. 

In a letter to Mr. Pollock, the 
Attorney General said there is a 
current investigation of re- 
quirements of the court. 


Quinte Weekly News spoke to 
government officials about the 
investigation, which is being 
carried out by Mr. Justice Zuber 
who was appointed to the task 
by the Attorney General. 

The court services were 
withdrawn in Madoc after 
remarks were made earlier this 
summer by Provincial Criminal 
Court Judge John Cassells. He 
discussed courtroom procedure 
and caseloads in Madoc, noting 
that as the number of cases 
would be ‘‘comparatively light”’ 
this summer, there would be 
some changes. 


As a result there has been no 
criminal division court nor 
youth court held in Madoc in 
August, nor will there be any in 
September, October, November 
or December. Provincial of- 
fences court continues to take 
place in Madoc. 


Reeve Deline has taken the 
matter seriously and written 
several letters trying to get the 
service back to his community. 

He told Quinte Weekly News 
that the village would build a 
courthouse if that would help 
“to preserve the quality and 
level of service we have been us- 


Courts aren’t secure 


“It seems that the decorum 
and security of the courtroom 
and the non-intimidation of 
witnesses requires some degree 
of public concern,”’ said Provin- 
cial Criminal Court Judge John 
Cassells while presiding over 
court in Trenton this summer. 

His concerns have resulted in 
withdrawal of some services in 
Madoc and re-examination of 
the courts in both Trenton and 
Belleville. His remarks were 


made both at Trenton and 
Madoc court. 

Giving some reasons for the 
cancellation of division court 
and youth court in Madoc, he 
said, ‘This court has no holding 
cell and there is no prisoner 
dock. There are several serious 
security problems in this cour- 
troom when it is sitting.”’ 

“In addition, it is common 
practice in courts of this pro- 
vince to ensure that weapons 
are not brought into the cour- 
troom. I have noticed on a 


number of occasions in this par- 
ticular court and in Trenton, 
members of the public entering 
the courtroom carrying knives,” 
said Judge Cassells. 

Trenton and Belleville did not 
escape criticism from the Judge. 

“There has been a notable 
absence of organized security 
both in and outside this cour- 
troom. This does not apply here 
but applies in Trenton and 
Belleville,’’ he said while holding 
court in Madoc. He also spoke of 
noise problems which repeated- 
ly interrupt the proceedings. 

The judge also talked about 
the lack of any ‘‘on-going ar- 
rangements with the public 
force’ in terms of security in 
Trgnton’s courtroom. 

He explained that the provin- 
cial government has a grant pro- 
gram to help provide security in 
municipalities with their own 
police forces. Trenton received 
such a grant, he said., which was 
intended to provide money so 


Trenton tops list

Trenton’s courtroom is at the 
top of the list for funding to im- 
prove its facilities, along with 
Bancroft and Gananoque. 

Madoc is further down the list 
but it’s all tied into an inquiry 
by the Attorney General's office 
to look into the organization, 
jurisdiction and structure of the 
courts of Ontario.

Saunders said that a study of 
the matter is now underway at 
the Judge’s direction and this 
was reaffirmed by Trenton 
Mayor Neil Robertson and Bob 
Campney, chairman of the 
police commission.

“‘However, moving from 
Madoc isn’t really the answer,” 


he said, noting that OPP of- 
ficers attending court would 
have to leave their detachment 
area, which is expensive and 
leaves the public without those 
police for protection. As well, 
people required to appear in 
court as witnesses will have to 
travel to Belleville to testify. 

Mr. Bailey has been a lawyer 
for 14 years, the past decade of 
which has been spent in Madoc.

A flair for art 


Hercules Fortis, Belleville’s 
extraordinary 14-year-old artist 
and winner of the national 
Legion Poster Contest, didn’t 
start to paint until three years 
ago, but he says he has always 
had a flair for it.

I have always wanted to doa 
column on tomatoes at harvest 
time. Because this is the time 
when all the problems I men- 
tioned are at their obvious 
worst, and can be most easily 
diagnosed, and dealt with, and 
avoided next year when once 
again you set out on the quest 
for the perfect tomato. 

The first thing you should 
know, is that while most of 
these physiological problems 
can be avoided, others are 
beyond your control such as 
those that result from the 
vagaries of weather. And that 
many are purely cosmetic and 
will have no effect on texture or 
taste. 

The truth is we judge our fruit 
too harshly because we are in- 
timidated. We are used to seeing 
those banks of shiny red, seem-

It is not self-topping 
because the terminal buds do 
not set flower buds but continue 
to grow stems and finitum. As a 
result, on the indeterminate 
tomato, you have fruit at all 
stages of development right to 
the end of the season. And if you 
store your tomatoes in the ways 
I am going to recommand, your 
harvest time can be continued 
indoors for months. 

But first, you are going to 
have to change your mind about 
some of the established prac- 
tices for ripening late season 
tomatoes, on or off the vine. Not 
the least of which is the necessi- 
ty for sunshine or a sunny win- 
dow sill, because temperature 
rather than light is a more im- 
portant factor for ripening 
tomatoes to the peak of their 


flavour.

“‘When Nick and Helma Mika 
published their first history of 
Belleville, they said: ‘Cities do 
not grow, they are built,’”’ 
writes Belleville Mayor George 
Zegouras in the introduction to 
this paperback volume on 
Belleville, the county seat of 
Hastings. 

That is just what the Mikas 
tell in this book—the tale of the 
builders. who made Belleville 
what it is today. The book is 
lavishly illustrated with not on- 
ly black and white illustrations 
of the buildings, sketches and 
photographs that these builders 
left behind, but with many col- 
our photographs as well. 

The story starts with Asa 
Wallbridge, an itinerant fur 
trader who built a log cabin on 
the banks of the Moira in the 
1780s, and continues on 
through Belleville’s varied 
history to the present struggle 
over the location of the 
Farmer’s Market, one of the 
oldest marketing institutions in 
the city. 

The book, according to Mr. 
Mika, was published in honor of 
the Stirling International Plow- 
ing Match since Belleville is the 
county seat. The result is a very 
handsome and interesting book 
that belongs not on the 
bookshelves of local readers, but 
on their tables and in their 
hands. This is a book that 
deserves reading—or even pag- 
ing through to see what 
Belleville’s ancestors built. 

Readers will note that though 
much has been lost, Belleville 
still retains many of the older 
buildings and heritage that 
other towns have destroyed. 
The task of our generation and 
of future generations will be to 
make sure that  Belleville’s 
heritage is preserved in the liv- 
ing fabric of the town. Nick and 
Helma Mika, noted local

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How to cope with stress 


Five-thirty in the morning. 
Time to start your chores. Isn't 
there one pair of socks in this 
house without a hole in the heel? 

Cloudy skies, and the air 
smells like rain. Last night the 
TV weatherman promised sun- 
shine for the rest of the week. 
Well, that’s another batch of 
hay to get rained on. What good 
are those modern weather 
satellites anyways? Your grand- 
father could predict the weather 
better by how a dog wagged his 
tail or wriggled his ears. 

What's that sound of water 
running in the stable? Good 
Lord! One of the water bowls 
leaked overnight. There’s three 
inches of water standing in the 
manger and running down to 
the gutter. That will have to be 
bailed out before you bring the 
cows in. 

The first raindrops feel cool- 
ing on your forehead as finally 
you walk down the laneway to 
fetch the herd. None of them 
come when you call. 

Why are they hiding in the 
cedars? Beatrice has had her 
calf a week early. That’s a sur- 
prise. Every cow in the herd 
wants to be» the mother, so 
there’s alot of loud bellowing 
and fussing on the way up to the 
barnyard. 

Daisy is bringing up the rear, 
and she’s limping. She might 
have picked up a stone in her 
hoof overnight. You’ll check it 
just as soon as the milking is 
done. 

There’s lightning on the 
western horizon, and you can 
see the lights flickering through 
the barn windows. Munching 
sounds accompany distant 
thunder as the cows start chew- 
ing their morning grain. 

Just as you step into the 
milkhouse to start up the equip- 
ment, the lights go off. There’s a 
power failure. You really should 
learn to keep a few aspirins in 
your pocket. 

How much stress is too much? 

Doctors tell us it varies with 
every individual. How we cope 
with stress depends on our 
genetic makeup and on how we 
were brought up. A day that 
seems routine and normal for 
one individual, might drive 
another right up the wall. 

Sometimes stress is brought 
about by one major event - a 
catastrophe or a disaster. Sur- 
prise adds to this element of 
stress. 

Now we're talking about in- 
cidents like an unexpected 
death in the family, a barn fire 
or a tornedo. After something 
like this occurs, you literally feel 
like somebody kicked you in the 
stomach. The aftermath of an 
event of this magnitude can 
take months or years to recover 
from. 

More often stress is brought 
about by an accumulation of 
minor problems. Sometimes we 
Create stress by _ setting 
unrealistic goals and _ ac- 
complishments for ourselves. 

Harvest time can be a 
Stressful time on a farm. It 
should be a happy time because

we are gathering in the fruits of 
our labours, but it always seems 
as if there are 48 hours of work 
to do and 24 hours to do it in. 

Traditionally on farms, this is 
the time of the year when the 
most serious accidents occur. 

Many accidents happen 
because the farmer is over-tired. 
His reflexes are slow. He isn’t in 
the proper physical condition to 
safely operate the various 
machines he uses during the 
harvest season. 

Other accidents occur because 
the farmer is in a hurry. His 
hands are doing one chore, but 
his mind is doing the next chore 
on his list. 

We've been talking for the 
last three weeks about some of 
the causes of stress on the farm. 
How do you recognize the symp- 
tons of too much stress? 

How did you sleep last night? 
Did you toss and turn for hours 
before you fell asleep? Did you 
wake up frequently? Did you 
wake up with a start in the mid- 
dle of the night and lie awake 
worrying until the alarm went 
off? Did you sleep all night long, 
but still feel tired and groggy 
when it was time to get up? 

What did you eat yesterday? 
Did you skip a meal and grab a 
snack instead because you were 
in such a hurry? Are you losing 
weight or gaining weight, and 
you can’t explain why? Have 
you lost your appetite entirely? 
Or are you hungry all the time? 

Sometimes when you eat, does 
your stomach burn afterwards? 
Does your chest feel tight all the 
time, but especially after you 
eat? Are you eating proper 
meals, but hurrying through 
them to get right back out on 
the tractor? Does your wife 
pack sandwiches, so you can eat 
while you drive the tractor? 

Anxiety affects how we eat 
and how we sleep 

Slow down. Take care of 
yourself. You don’t have to be 
the first farmer on the road to 
have all your silos filled. Your 
personal health and well-being 
are more important than setting 
a land speed record or a new pro- 
duction record for your herd. 

An old farmer once said to me: 
“What is the worst thing that 
can happen if you don’t finish 
harvesting ten acres of hard 
corn in the fall? You have to 
harvest ten acres of hard corn 
the next spring”’. 

Well, it could be worse. You 
could have to plow down the 
corn. But it’s still not worth 
sacrificing your health for! 
What good is a beautiful, pro- 
ductive farm without a healthy 
farmer around to enjoy it? _ 

If you feel anxious, especially 
at this time of year, you are not 
alone. You don’t have to be the 
Rock of Gibralter. Share your

It’s amazing how 
understanding and helpful even 
small children can be, if you ask 
them for their support.

That is the 
most important asset on your 
farm. 

Try to eat properly. Try to eat 
the right foods in the right at-

Sale promotes

For roughly one week, Sept. 
25 to Oct. 6, Canadian furniture 
retailers and manufacturers 
have decided to stop fighting 
each other and co-operate to 
promote the Canadian furniture 
industry in the country’s first 
ever National Furniture Sale. 

The co-operation is un- 
precedented in his 22 years ex- 
perience of the unusually com- 
petitive furniture industry, says 
Bob Michaud, National Fur- 
niture Sale co-ordinator for the 
Quinte region. In the Quinte 
area, 11 independent furniture 
retailers and three chain and 
franchise operations have joined 
together to promote Canada’s 
furniture industry, joining more 
than 1,500 furniture retailers 
and 170 manufacturers from 60 
regions across Canada.

aren't geared for the dying, they 
are geared to the living.” 

Ms. Thompson provides 
palliative care through her nurs- 
ing services, so people can stay 
at home with their families to 
die. However, many can’t afford 
to use her services since nurses 
cost $18.50 an hour and patients 
require eight to 24 hour care. 

Palliative care through All 
Care is usually paid through in- 
surance coverages such as Blue 
Cross. However, many who 
have terminal illness don’t have 
that type of coverage. 

“No person in this world 
should be allowed to die alone,”’ 
says John Fryters, president of 
Regional Hospice of Quinte Inc. 
(RHQ).

hospitals are uncaring and 
clinical. ‘‘If my wife were dying, 
they might let me stay the last 
night,”’ he says. 

Hospices, however, provide a 
warm atmosphere in a congenial 
home setting where the family is 
allowed to stay — even sleep in 
the same bed as the dying per- 
son. 

“There won't be _ hospital 
beds, but real beds that are com- 
fortable, and there won’t be any 
machinery around.’’ Mr. 


Fryters says, adding, ‘‘there will 
be a lot of people to listen and to 
care.” 

Although the Quinte hospice 
committee has been active since 
1983, they are just now getting 
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people to listen. Confirmation of 
a $5,000 bequest to the hospice 
committee has set into motion a 
feasibility study that will deter- 
mine need in this area. 

“We've been plugging this for 
years and we are finally making 
some headway,’ says Ms. 
Thompson. : 

She says hospices will fill a 
gap in health care which isn’t 
being filled by hospitals and 
can’t be filled by homecare such 
as she offers. Homecare, accor- 
ding to Ms. Thompson, is 
sometimes not feasible. In some 
cases the family cannot cope 
with a person dying in their 
home, or they cannot get 
homecare service because of the 
expense.

A palliative care (home care) 
study being done by Provincial 
Progressive Conservative Party 
indicates that families do not 
want their family members to 
die in hospitals. However, “only 
five per cent of dying patients 
are able to receive adequate 
palliative care services so they 
are able to die at home, in the 
care of their families,’ the study 
says. 

Free-standing hospices are 
also discussed in the study. One 
of the advantages listed is, “the 
ability to take patients for a 
short time, so the caring family 
can have an emotional and 
physical rest from the strains of 
caring.”

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Robert Wannamaker, general 
accountant and shipping super- 
visor, took this reporter for a 
tour of the plant, which takes 
wood shipped from within a 150 
mile radius and processes it. 


From the durable chipper to 
the digester and refiners where 
another new piece of equipment 
worth $5 million takes out the 
glass, plastic and metal par- 
ticles from waste paper for 
recycling, the mill continues to 
churn. 


Once through a second refiner 
the chips are pressed and dried 
on a fourdrinier wire where the 
paper materializes right before 
your eyes. 


Domtar moves with times 


Mr. Wannamaker. 

Computers are a big part of 
the packaging mill’s production. 
Each step in the process is 
monitored and regulated by a 
computer which is watched over 
closely by employees. 

Upgrading, however, is an 
ongoing project for the com- 
pany whose history goes back to 
1927 when it was a paper mill 
constructed by Hinde and 
Dauch. 

In 1956 a continuous digester 
was installed to allow the use of 
wood instead of straw. The mill 
also changed hands with the 
assets eventually being taken

Plant production eTOwSs 


Installation of a new $3 
million evaporator, a massive 
system that gets rid of the 
‘black liquor’ being extracted 
from the wood, has meant the 
plant can process more volume. 


The black liquor is put into 
ponds on Domtar’s property 
where it is hauled away (for free) 
for use on township roads to 
keep the dust down. 


Capacity at the plant has in- 
creased from 195 tonnes of 
paper daily to 250 tonnes, 
which, with the equipment ac- 
quired this past year puts plant 
production up to 60 per cent of 
capacity.

Visting with the Carrs one 
sunny morning, the process of 
harnessing up was a slow and 
careful one as they checked Over 
the equipment and made sure 
the harnesses and other equip- 
ment were in good working con- 
dition. 

The horses eagerly champed 
at the bit while waiting to be leq 
out of the barn to the Carr's 
track, which they maintain sum- 
mer and winter. 

The Carrs have three mares, 
two geldings and one stallion 
right now, which they race at 
places like the Quinte Raceway 
in Belleville, at Kingston and in 
Ottawa. 

Their nine-year-old bay mare, 
Hawthorn’s Cash, is “‘a good 
finisher.’’ She is doing well at 
the races in spite of the fact that 
she is considered old, as harness 
racing standards go. 

Harness horses are generally 
at their peak at three years, 
with some attaining it at five or 
even seven years. 

The Carrs have many stories 
to tell about each of their 
horses, their idiosyncracies and 
habits, all of which have to be 
considered when preparing a 
horse to be a good racer in the 
harness. 

One of their horses, for exam- 
ple, wears a Murphy's blinder to 
keep its head straight. This 
small adjustment in equipment 
makes sure the horse will go 
around the track at maximum 
speed. 

These horses can have a star- 
ting speed of as much as 35 
mph, said Mr. Carr. 

“And each horse is different 
to drive,” he said. 

Mr. Carr talked about one 
horse he bought that he had on 
the track and almost ready to 
take the lead when he gave it a 
tap on the back strap with the 
whip and it stopped 
dead...something the previous 
owner hadn't told him about. _ 

Spending time with their 
horses is the key to learning 
what makes each gives its best, 
Say the Carrs, who have a 
reputation of being able to make 
a winner out of horses others 
have considered to be a dud on 
the track. 

They do it with kindness and 
consideration to the horse and 
not with beatings or harsh 
words. ; 

Watching Creighton and his 
son on the track, the 
cameraderie of the two riding 
side by side as the do a few in 
itial turns around their track to 
warm the horses up is very eV! 
dent. 

Then, turning to travel the 
other way, their chit chat ends 
and the competition begins 45 
the sounds of the horses hooves 
becomes distinctly faster and 
louder. 

By the time they've been 
around four or five times the 
dust is flying and the horses are 
Sweating and both the drivers

Forgotten 
graveyard 
stalls 
Kinsmen 
campaign 


A 19th century burial ground 
discovered close to the site of 
the Belleville Kinsmen Club’s 
playground has led to some pro- 
blems for the proposed expan- 
sion. 

As a result, the fund raising 
campaign has been put on hold 
although some fund raising let- 
ters had already been sent to 
businesses and industrial firms. 

The club plans on keeping the 
idea alive, however, and an in- 
formation display was set up at 
the Quinte Mall on the weekend 
to do just that. 

The setback could do more 
than just hold up the planned 
expansion at the pool site on 
Dundas Street. It could, if 
lengthy, jeopardize provincial 
funding the club hopes to get. 

The funding amounts to about 
half of the estimated $540,000 
which is the total cost of 
building the new facility, if it 
goes two storeys. 

Provincial regulations protect 
cemeteries. Until the matter of 
whether or not this is the site of 
a former cemetery is dealt with 
the Kinsmen project remains at 
a standstill. 

The club built its current East 
Dundas Street public pool near- 
ly 40 years ago and it was the 
first -of its type. Kinsmen 
estimate that as many as 20,000 
youngsters use the pool each 
summer at a cost of $13,000 to 
$15,000. 

The expansion is designed to 
upgrade the changerooms and 
build a one two storey structure 
that will include a Kinsmen 
Club headquarters and banquet 
hall. 

Meanwhile the door-to-door 
campaigning will have to wait.

Bests” had their place on the 
calendar, but then, so did the 
“Model T’’. Because these old- 
timers and dozens like them 
ave no resistance whatsoever 
to Verticillium, Fusariu, or 
Nematodes. 

Fortunately, the marketplace, 
both the seed houses and the 
nurseries, have seeds or plants 
for sale that are resistant to 
~V.F.N.”. Here are three of 
them. 

1.Ultra Girl - an early fruiting 
vine that is semi-determinant. 

2.Better Boy - a vine that 
fruits in mid-season and is in- 
determinate in length. 

3. Wonder Boy -a late fruiting 
plant that is indeterminate in 
length. 

All are verticillium, fusarium 
and nematode resistant and all 
produce quality fruit. Write 
their names down and put the 
paper where you can find it next 
spring. Search the seed 
catalogues if you grow your own 
or head for your nursery next 
spring before they get sold. And 
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Rescue tomatoes from the frost 


that will be the end of a lot of 
your problems with tomatoes. 

By this time of the year, the 
cropping of your determinate, 
(patio), tomatoes will be finish- 
ed. But you should have fruit at 
all stages of growth from mar- 
ble size to large pinks and the 
chances for a killing frost are in- 
creasing daily. 

Earlier in this series I promis- 
ed you a method that would 
allow you to pick red, ripe fruit 
into winter. I also told you that 
tomatoes ripen best not in sun, 
but in moderate light with 
temperatures from 60 to 70 
degrees Fahrenheit. And I want 
you to remember something else 
I said: “Good things happen to 
the colour, juiciness and texture 
of a tomato that is ripened on 
the vine. The same good things 
do not happen to a tomato that 
is ripened off the vine.”’ 

A caller to one of my phone-in 
gardening shows told me how he 
stores tomatoes to that he picks 
red ripe tomatoes well into 
December. Before the first frost, 
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he strips his vines of everything 
but mature green or pink 
tomatoes, {mature green 
tomatoes have shiny skins). 
Forget about the small, im- 
mature tomatoes, they will just 
rot. 

Then he digs the vines, cleans 
the roots of earth and hangs the 
vines upside down in his base- 
ment along a block wall. The 
tomatoes, still attached to the 
vines ripen slowly and evenly 
and he claims they are still 
harvesting tomatoes in 
December. 

If he has broken stems with 
tomatoes attached, he hangs 
those as well. And the loose 
tomatoes he sits on a basement 
shelf, unwrapped and basking in 
temperatures from 60 to 70 
degrees F. But he claims that 
the tomatoes that ripen on the 
hung-up vines or stems have a 
superior taste over the loose 
tomatoes stores on a shelf, but 
was quick to add, “’...the taste of 
both beats the taste of the store 
tomato, hand down.”’

back together after 
vicious assault

"The assault happened in April 
and the man has been put in jail 
for seven years, but for Barbara 
Shepherd, the hard part has just 
begun as she-tries to put her life 
back together 

The 65-year-old Belleville 
woman was the victim of a 
vicious attack by Daniel 
Wright, {of no fixed address 
although formerly from RR 5, 
Campbellford) whom she had 
hired to help with gardening and 
chores around the house. 

Five weeks later he beat Mrs. 
Shepherd with a baseball bat 
and stole her money. 

‘If I can help someone with 
my story then I want to,” said 
Mrs. Shepherd at her home in 
the city which she has been forc- 
sell and move out of 
because she just can’t keep it 
going by herself 

This was to be our retire 
home (her late husband 
the house), but my 
eyesight is so poor, I just can’t

manage,” she said sadly. 

Mrs. Shepherd required 200 
stitches to close a wound on her 
face and her eyes have been giv- 
ing her trouble ever since the at- 
tack. 

During. her stay in hospital 
she says the Belleville police 
visited her and during their in- 
vestigation, “‘were very sen- 
sitive and very understanding.” 

“I can’t say too much about 
the police, they were so good to 
me,’’ she added. 

Since the beating she was 
made aware of the victims com- 
pensation board, which pro- 
vides, under new legislation, up 
to $25,000 in a lump sum award 
to victims of crimes. 

Her granddaughter, Debbie 
Boulianne, has been helping her 
since the attack and has decided 
to become involved in the newly 
established victim-witness pro- 
gram in the city. 

She feels strongly about the 
program and says _ it’s 
something the police should be 


ing victims know about. 
Quinte Weekly News spoke 
with Det. Sgt. Garnet Goodwin 
who is the liaison with the pro- 
gram for the Belleville Police 
Department. He is working with 
those helping to get the new pro- 
gram off the ground such as 
volunteer Sandi Bailey and 
Henry Grayman, director of the 
Community Oriented Sentenc- 
ing Program. 

Det Sat. Goodwin said the 
victims of crimes need this type 
of support system, especially 
when the individual who com- 
mitted the crime is not caught. 

Then there are the times when 
a fraudulent contractor “‘rips off 
a client”’ and nothing can be pro- 
ven, so the individual, often a 
senior citizen, loses a lot of 
money. 

For Mrs. Shepherd, the pro- 
gram will be indispensable as 
she deals with moving to a new 
place and getting over the 
trauma and aftershocks of the 
attack.

There are similar victim- 
witness programs in Kingston 
Ottawa, Toronto and London. 

The Prince Edward Corrections 
Advisory Board is looking into 
establishing the program and 

there is interest in Trenton for 
the plight of the victim,” said 
Mr. Grayman. 

Besides Providing emotional 
support and help in getting a 
crime victim's life together, the 
victim program also has infor- 
mation about the Victim's Com- 


pensation Board, a provincial 
body that provides awards for 
pain and injury. 

A recent announcement by 
the attorney general’s office 
said the maximum lump sum 
award will increase from 
$15,000 to $25,000. The max- 
imum periodic payment award 
will go up from $400 to $1,000 
monthly. 

If the support program for 


victims is going to be suc- 
cessful, however, no amount of 
money will help unless there is 
the most important ingredient 
of all, volunteers.

In a recent Toronto Paper, an 
article heading stated ‘‘Drunks, 
drug abusers guarding nuclear 
weapons, U.S. admits.” 

This was found to be so at 11 
military installations between 
October 1984 and June 1985, 
said Maj. Phil Soucy, an army 
spokesman. A record of ill 
health, criminal records and 
mental instability, Soucy said. 

Among the auditors findings 
were personnel records at the 
Seneca Army Depot in 
Romulus, N.Y. that showed 43 
of 198 guards with past in- 
cidents. Seneca has been called 
the largest nuclear depot. 

The audit agency reports said 
the army failed to make proper 
security checks at a number of 
the facilities examined, and in 
others ignored some of the 
adverse information uncovered 
by background checks. 

In light of all this, it is 
understandable that ° action 
groups are concerned for our 
safety. Many of us would have 
more confidence in the safety of 
these nuclear facilities if the top 
brass were to be required to live 
in said areas. That suggestion, I 
can assure you, will never hap-

Drugs, declared Enemy 
Number One in Canada by 
Prime Minister Brian Mulroney, 
are no worse in Belleville than 
anywhere else—but it’s no bet- 
ter here than anywhere else 
either, say local drug unit police 
officers. Drugs from cannabis to 
cocaine can be found in 
Belleville’s streets, and uncon- 
firmed rumours abound that 
crack, the newest and perhaps 
the most potent of street drugs, 
has arrived here, too 

The realities of the illegal 
drug scene in the Quinte area, 
the controls, concerns and con-

The identity of the officers in- 
volved is not important to their 
story but they hope their com- 
ments will help the public to 
understand what is happening 
and what can be done through 
awareness of the drug problem 

As one officer said, it may bea 
matter of “‘too little too late.

[t's unusual for a city police 
force the size of Belleville’s 
(65 officers) to have a drug unit.

ment to deal with the matter 

While the drug unit does bat

‘Seventy per cent of all 
criminal activities are directly

the highest level, that the 
shop’s operations were viable. 
Conditions have apparently 
changed, and since hearin 
about it I have done everything 
I possible could as a member of 
parliament and as a member of 
the Transport Committee to 
forestall the closure. 

But I am not God and neither 
are the federal, provincial or 
municipal governments - all of 
which I’m sure would like to 
help. We are involved here with 
forces which are not merely na- 
tional but international in 
scope. Forces set in motion 
many years ago, including the 
creation of an independent, 
commercially-oriented CN, the 
recent recession, and the scale of 
our national debt. 

At this point we have not 
received formal notice of any 
closure, and according to my 
sources, we will not really know 
for sure until next week. 

If the shop is in fact to be clos- 
ed, I will certainly continue to 
work to have it re-opened in the 
coming months. But we must be 
aware that the decision will be 
based on economic factors over 
which the CN has little or no 
control. 

It's easy to find scapegoats 
for troubles such as this (and 
the federal member is an ob- 
vious and easy target). 
However, screaming at 
scapegoats doesn’t help the 
basic situation and hinders the 
constructive work of seeking 
alternative job and training 
solutions at the local level. _ 

This will be my continuing 
concern and should be the con- 
cern also of the Union and the 
Municipal Government. I 
glad to work with them on these 
matters if they are interested.

Alderman Weiss explained 
that the nine member board of 
directors has until Dec. 31 to 
establish the site for the project. 

Plans must be prepared and 
final approval received from the 
Ontario Housing Corporation. 

If given the go-ahead, the cor- 
poration will have until Aug. 1, 
1987, to start construction. 
Units should be available by the 
summer of 1988. 

Funding for the project must 
be sought from a local lending 
institution and the mortgage is 
then guaranteed by the Ontario 
Housing Corporation. 

Repayment is done through 
rentals and the difference in 
market rates and low rental is 
subsidized.

Trenton City Council has the 
task of finding a new place for 
its garbage by July, 1989. 

City Clerk-Administrator 
Aubrey Sharp has been asked to 
contact Sutcliffe Sanitation in 
Napanee because the Quinte 
Sanitation Services landfill site 
in Sidney Township will be filled 
in three years, according to the 
Ministry of Environment. 

The problem is not new to the 
city and is one that is being fac- 


ed by municipalities throughout’ 


the Quinte area. 

In response to the problem, 
Trenton has joined with other 
municipalities to have a study 
done on waste management for 
the future. 

Quinte Sanitation has plans 
to expand its landfilling opera- 
tion by the spring of 1987, but 
“because of the problems of off- 
site movement of leachate and 
the location of the site, there is 
no assurance that an application 
for expansion would be approv- 
ed,’’ says the Ministry of En- 
vironment. 

A study underway in the 
southern part of Hastings Coun- 
ty will examine various methods 
of waste landfilling and propose 
alternatives to the existing 
waste management programs. 

These alternatives, however, 
are not expected to be in place 
for about five years.

Over the years, drug groups 
became established and have 
had access to literally tons of il- 
legal drugs. 

Cannabis is the most popular 
but the more serious hash oil 
can be found on the citys 
streets as well as an abundance 
of cocaine. The rumour mill says 
“crack” is also available out 
there but the police haven't seen 
it yet. P 

Importers and suppliers live 
and work in Belleville as the 
drug market flourishes im 
Southern Ontario. Most drugs 
are imported to the Quinte area, 
although the police did raid a 
place in Madoc where ‘speed 
was being manufactured. This 
drug is usually marketed 
through bike gangs. Canadian 
‘“‘speed’’ is sold in the U.S.A. or 
traded for other drugs. 

One reassuring note in the 
Belleville drug scene, say the 
police, is that as far as they 
know, drugs are not appearing 
at the grade school level. They 
are appearing, however, in area 
high schools. 

In fact the term “pusher”’ is 
not a valid one anymore, if it 
ever was, because drug traf- 
fickers don’t need to push drugs 
onto anyone, especially kids. 
There are enough adults out 
there to supply and keep drug 
“pushers” in business there’s no

Fall is normally thought of as 
a time of decline, dormancy and 
death, but it 1s also a time of 

owth. Visible growth is in the 
lawns that bounce back to 
ushness after a period of sum- 

ancy. 

me a tive growth that you 
don't see that is important, the 

owth that takes place in the 
root system of trees, shrubs, 
evergreens and perennials, and 
it is that growth you can take 
advantage of through fall plan- 
ting. 

It wasn’t too many years ago 
that there was only one time to 
plant—spring. And only one 
kind of plant material to 
plant—a field-grown dry-root 
stock. Then came container 
planting and all that changed. 

Now we have container grow- 
ing, which means that nursery 
stock can be planted at any time 
of the year, and in fact, this has 
made fall one of the best times 
of the year to add plant material 
to your exterior decorating 
plan. But first, let’s talk about 
the difference between 
container-planted and 
container-grown stock. 

Container-planted stock 
represented the first major 
change from stock being offered 
in a dormant, dry-root form. The 
dormant stock was inserted in 
containers in early spring, soil 
was added and the stock allow- 
ed to grow. This extended the 
growing season considerably. 

Then came container-grown 
stock with plant material in- 
serted in containers at a size 
when it would normally be used 
for field growing and grown in 
those containers from anywhere 
from 18 months to three years. 
The difference between 
container-planted and 
container-grown stock is in the 
size of the root system. 

If you buy container-planted 
stock in the spring, it may be 
growing but has not developed a 
large root system in the con- 
tainer, and as a result, when you 
plant it in your garden, it puts 
on little in the way of top 
growth until it has developed an 
adequate root system. 

But container-grown stock 
already has a massive root 
system in place on the con- 
tainer. As-a result, container- 
grown stock puts on tow growth 
much faster. Now, what has all 
this to do with fall planting? 

Fall is an ideal growing time 
for all perennial material. The 
rains of fall, the warm days and 
cool nights provide excellent 
growing conditions—and one

thing more. As the sun’s decline 
in power cools the air, deciduous 
plant material starts to shed 
their leaves and apparently go 
dormant. 

But the soil remains warm 
well into late fall and even 
thought the top systems go into 
a phase of dormancy, root 
systems remain active and 
growing. That’s why the fall 
planting of trees, shrubs and 
evergreens makes so much 
sense and why such stock will 
have a major head start next 
season on stock planted in the 
spring. 

And in fall, the root systems 
of stock container planted last 
spring have been growing all 
season in those containers and 
have developed large root 
systems, almost comparable to 
conatainer-grown stock. And

like container-grown stock, it 
can be planted without 
transplanting shock, will con- 
tinue its root growth well into 
late fall and put on a fast surge 
of growth next spring. 

Finally, there is one other im- 
portant factor in fall 
planting—price. Rather than 
carry stock through the winter, 
Many nurserymen sell their 
stock at greatly reduced prices. 
And now that you know why fall 
is an ideal planting time, there is 
no reason not to take advantage 
of those savings. 

Now, to assist your fall- 
planted stock, make sure you 
give it a good home, particularly

a growing medium with ex- 
cellent porosity and lots of 
organic matter so that root 
systems can expand easily and 
air and water can easily be ex- 
changed in the medium. 

First, dig a hole half as wide 
and deep again as the container. 
Mix the soil you have removed, 
half and half with soiless mix. 
Start rerturning the mix to the 
hole and keep measuring the 
planting deapth by sitting the 
container in the hole and visual- 
ly checking the depth. 

The stock will do best if 
removed from the container, so 
cut off the bottom and slit the 
sides up to the container collar.

In Belleville, for example, the 
cost of land is higher so homes 
sell for more. Condos are not 
available so readily in Trenton 
nor are townhouses, she ex- 
plains. 

Belleville has seen its share of 
building schemes this summer 
as developers realize there is a 
huge demand for certain types 
of housing. Condos and three 
and four bedroom homes are at 
the top of the list. 

Only a handful of builders in 
Trenton have put up any 
developments this year, says 
Andrea. 

The average home in Belleville 
will sell for $90,000 to $100,000 
while the same home in Trenton 
will sell for $80,000 to $90,000.

computer at the Ontario 
ministry of Agriculture and 
Food tent. It told him to lose 15 
pounds, and he told it to - oh, 
never mind! 

For many farmers from far 
and wide, a visit to the Plowing 
Match is their only holiday dur- 
ing the year. The highlight of 
this holiday for most farmers is 
getting to visit with old friends. 
The occasional grey clouds or 
sprinkles that passed by won’t 
diminish our happy memories of 
that special event. 

In contrast to those good feel- 
ings, I am troubled by two re- 
cent government an- 
nouncements and the attitude 
they reflect of politicians (both 
provincial and federal) to the 
farming community. 

The Ontario Liberal govern- 
ment announced during the 
Match week’s activities that it 
will be withdrawing the 
$300,000 it annually gives the 
IPM organization. It feels the 
monies can be better spent in 
other ways. 

Could they have chosen a sad- 
der time to make the announce- 
ment? I don’t know how. 

This year was the first year 
the Match couldn’t afford the

premiums to allow their tradi- 
tional horse drawn compete- 
tions. The quiet giant work 
horses have always been to the 
Plowing Match what Santa 
Claus is to Christmas. It’s good 
the political dignitaries weren't 
there the day I visited the mat- 
ch. I would have been longing 
for a pair of steel-toed boots! 

Three hundred thousand 
dollars is like a hiccup to the On- 
tario treasury. Especially when 
you compare it to the money 
that the match generates every 
year to the rural communities 
surrounding the site. 

the annual Plowing Match 
gives a chance for the rapidly 
shrinking agricultural com- 
munity to renew its bonds with 
town and city people. Urban 
folks come to rediscover their 
roots. The cancellation of On- 
tario’s funding to the Match is 
more painful in a symbolic way 
thatn in an economic way. I was 
surprised at Riddell and Peter- 
son, because I thought they had 
seemed to be more sympathetic 
to agriculture than their 
predecessors. 

The second sad government 
announcement comes from Ot- 
tawa. It’s the formation of 
CRTP (the Canadian Rural 
Transition Program). The pro- 
gram sets aside $46.6 million to 
help farmers in desperate finan- 
cial trouble leave agriculture. 

I’m not going to argue with 
the wisdom of encouraging 
farmers to join the ranks of a 
growing number of unemployed

The spirit of Santa Claus, flying through the 
night, delivering gifts to children, is only equal to 
the spirit of the firefighters’ annual Christmas toy 
drive. Indeed, Santa Claus only uses eight reindeer 
while the firefighters call upon more than 59 
members to spread their cheer. 


The Belleville Firefighters 
Association kicked off their an- 
nual Christmas toy drive Nov. 
1. The warehouse, donated by 
Canada Transport, on Starling 
Street is waiting for the influx 
of toys that marks the annual 
generosity of 
residents. 

Ralph Boomhower, firefighter 
and chairman of the under- 
privileged children’s toy drive, 
says names of the needy are be- 
ing taken as well as any dona- 
tions — toys or money. 
However, the majority of toys 
will not arrive until the 
Christmas media blitz begins 
with store and product advertis- 
ing. And, when weather drives 
people indoors to clean out their 
closets, attics and garages.

Why are the studies needed? Why can t local municipalities 
make the case for seniors housing without hiring expensive 
consultants and submitting studies? Why can't the hospital 
make its case for chronic care beds based on a 99.9 per cent oc- 
cupancy rate without hiring expensive consultants and sub- 
mitting a study? o> 
: The answer—we need the study to get the funding—isn t 
satisfactory. Granted, local municipalities and the hospital 
don’t have any choice. If they want the provincial funding, 
they have to dance to the provincial tune and the provincial 
tune is that studies are required. 

That requirement, though, costs all taxpayers money. The 
hospital could prove its case for chronic care beds based on oc- 
cupancy figures. Most municipalities could probably prove 
their cases for seniors housing by having the clerk compile 
figures on seniors in the community and polling through Com- 
munity Care and other seniors organizations. This would not 
only be a cheaper route, but would require municipal leaders 
and administrators to do their own homework rather than hir- 
ing outsiders to do it for them. Outside consultants and 
studies should be commissioned only when the province feels 
the municipality needs to make a stronger case.

A steady cold rain fell 
throughout last week Tuesday's 
Remembrance Day services, but 
Quinte citizens turned out in 
large numbers despite the 
weather to remember those who 
sacrificed their lives in Canada’s 
wars. 

Every year, the ranks of those 
who served in those wars are 
thinner and most of those 
assembled at cenotaphs and 
churches around the region have 
no experience or memory of war. 
Yet the crowds remain un- 
diminished as the search for 
peace goes on. 

In Picton, Rev. Hugh Gordon 
of the Free Methodist Church 
told veterans at an indoor 
Remembrance service that 40 
conflicts are underway around 
the world. The only solution, he 
said to those who have ex- 
perienced the horrors of war, is 
reconciliation through Christ. 

“If we are to achieve peace in 
our time, it is necessary for men 
and wcmen in our society to

make their peace with God,”’ he 
said. 

In Belleville, Rev. Malcolm 
Muth of St. Andrew's 
Presbyterian Church reminded 
his listeners who stood patiently 
in the cold rain that Remem- 
brance Day is about the 
“primacy” of individual 
freedom. He quoted from the 
Scottish poet Robbie Burns: 
“We shall drain our dearest 
days, but we shall be free.”’ 

The rain knocked out the 
sound system and made the 
traditional bagpiper’s lament 
almost unplayable at the 
Belleville service. 

In Trenton, legion padre Sid 
Horne noted the importance of 
Remembrance Day because 
many people born since the end 
of the Second World. War 
‘“‘*haven’t experienced the hor- 
rors of war.” 

Representatives from CFB 
Trenton joined in the ceremony 
at the cenotaph in Centennial 
Park. 

In Wellington, ‘old sweat’ Dr. 


Russell Thompson received a 
standing ovation during the 
traditional banquet and 
Maurice (John) Spencer was 
given a life membership in 
recognition of his involvement 
with both the Wellington and 
Trenton legion branches 

Guest speaker was Al Capon 
of Picton, who told the veterans 
that in 1914, more than 800 
young men, more than five per 
cent of the total population of 
the community, volunteered for 
active service from Prince Ed- 
ward County 

“The men of the County were 
not men of war, but men of 
peace,’’ he said 

And that could be taken for 
the theme of Remembrance Day 
1986. Those who sacrificed their 
lives, went to war hoping there 
could be peace as a result. And 
those who returned to their 
homes, chilled and wet, the 
strains of “Abide With Me’ still 
haunting them, had offered up a 
prayer that wars and warfare 
should cease.

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Pinch plants from friends 


Ninety-nine per cent of all house plants, even 
the more exotic ones, can be propagated with very 
little trouble and no special expertise. All it takes 
is the application of a few simple principles, a 
modicum of patience and a desire to save money 
while enjoying yourself. 

Plants can be propagated two ways—sexually 
and asexually—from seed and from plant parts. 
Growing from seed takes a lot of time and pa- 
tience. Most house plant seeds take a long time to 
germinate and even longer to mature, going 
through a lot of preliminary stages—seedling, 
juvenile, and transitory—before it becomes an 
adult. But surprising things happen when you 
grow house plants from various vegetative parts 
of the parent plant. 

It is important to recognize that the moment 
the new plant appears it’s a tiny adult, a true 
clone of its parent or donor. Which explains the 
bizzare sight of an African violet, newly pro- 
pagated from a petiole (leaf stem), bearing two 
tiny leaves dwarfed by a full-sized blossom twice 
their size. 

Another thing that is important to convey is 
that asexual plant propagation requires a change 
in attitude so that you stop thinking of house 
plants as a whole and start thinking of them in 
terms of their parts. And to develop a measure of 
patience since your efforts are going to take 
anywhere from three months to a year to show 
results. 

But what tremendous satisfaction there is to 
look at a house plant overflowing on a coffee table 
with the realization that a few months ago it all 
began life as a single cutting propagated by you. 

If you decide to get into the asexual propaga- 
tion of plants, the equipment needs are simple: 
plastic flower pots, germinating trays (the flats 
that can be purchased at your nursery), a good 
soiless mix such as Pro-Mix, medium grade ver- 
miculite and a window that is bright but not sun- 
ny. Even better is a four foot, two tube, hooded 
fluorescent fixture that can be set up over a table. 
This will allow you to propagate any kind of plant 
at any time of the year. 

The final thing you need are sources of plant 
material, otherwise you simply end up pro- 
pagating plants that you already have.

material is to pinch plants from your friends, not 
the entire plant, but simply a cutting. But the 
best source of all is your local nursery, especially 
if they are in the business of propagating their 
own house plants. If you are a customer, they will 
probably be more than happy to sell you cuttings 
at a modest price and even show you their pro- 
pagating processes. And while the purpose of this 
series is to stop you buying house plants, pur- 
chases of their junior-sized house plants that are 
to be taken apart for propagation are acceptable. 

Plants can be asexually propagated by divi- 
sions, stem cuttings or leaves. Division simply in- 
volves breaking up a plant that has developed ex- 
tra crowns or stems that have emerged from the 
soil mixture. 

This is done by unpotting the plant, gently pull- 
ing away the new growth and separately repotting 
each rooted section. And while division is the 
simplest and fastest method of propagating new 
plants, it is also the least productive since you are 
limited by what the plant produces. 

The common Sansiveria or Snake Plant is a fer- 
tile subdivider, as is the exotic Bromeliad and the 
Boston Fern. In fact, if the latter is not 
transplanted regularly into a larger pot, its new 
stem growth can pack the container so tightly 
that portions of the plant die and it starts to look 
scruffy. 

To reclaim it, simply cut off all stems at ground 
level, pull the plant apart and repot the healthy 
portions. 

Other house plants that can be propagated from 
divisions are: Aechmea, Aspidistra, Caladium, 
Calathea, Cyclamen, Foxtail Fern, Holly Fern, 
Maranta, Pteris, Screw Pine, Spider Plant and 
Vriesia. 

Next week: propagation from stem cuttings and 
leaves.

IP fights drug abuse 


By Sue Dickens ; 

Drug abuse is a 
very real threat to 
the quality of life in 
Quinte and the need 
to educate our young 
people about the 
dangers is what the 
VIP program is all 
about. 


Continuing its exclusive 
series of articles about illegal 
drugs and substance abuse, 
Quinte Weekly News hopes to 
not only bring about an 
awareness to its readers but 
force you to face what is hap- 
pening in your own back yard. 

The threat of drug abuse is be- 
ing met head on by the Belleville 
Police Department, the Quinte 
OPP and RCMP,but there’s 
another way to deal with the 
spread of what some call a 
“habit’’ that can destroy in- 
dividual lives, divide families 
and disrupt the social structure 
of cities and towns. 

The Values, Influences and 
Peers Program (known as VIP) 
is being carried on throughout 
Quinte by the various police 


forces as a_ preventative 
measure. 
Const. Doug Geen of the 


Belleville police takes this pro- 
gram to the Grade 6 students in 
all the elementary schools of the 
city to provide the knowledge 
these young people need so they 
are aware of the dangers of drug 
abuse. 

The program deals not only 
with drugs but with all types of 
anti-social behaviour, including 
shoplifting. 

Talking about peer pressure is 
“first on the list,’’ said Const. 
Geen. Three lessons are devoted 
to drugs, he explained. The first 
deals with the good and bad 
drugs and misconceptions con- 
cerning these. A film entitled 
‘Consider the Source” is part of 
the presentation. 

Next the students are in- 
troduced to a drug squad of- 
ficer, who shows them street 
drugs, “being very careful that 
the drugs that go into the 
classroom also come back out.”’ 

The students are allowed to 
touch and smell the drugs 
which, ‘‘takes the mystique out 
of drugs,’’ said Const. Geen. 

The third lesson is a field trip 
to Belleville General Hospital. 
A class of about 30 pupils is 
broken into two groups, one 
goes to the emergency room 
where they see what happens to 
someone who has a drug over- 
dose....the stomach pump and 
all are put into operation.

The other half of the students 
talk with an ambulance atten- 
dant about experiences on the 
job and the equipment put into 
use when dealing with drug 
overdose patients. $ 

“Drugs are easily accessible, 
said Const. Geen. These 
students need to know the in- 
herent dangers not only in 
terms of police action but in 
terms of the harm drugs can do 
to their bodies if abused or 
misused, he said. 

The VIP program is underway 
in the schools now but it won't 
be until about the second or 
third week of November that 
the Grade 6 students learn 
about illegal drugs.

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Christmas 
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Titanic still fascinates

Public interest in the sinking 
of the Titanic remains strong 
despite the years that have 
passed, said Louis Gorman of 
the Titanic Historical Society at 
a press conference last Friday 
before the first annual Quinte 
Underwater Film Festival this 
weekend. 

He can attest to that interest 
himself. He did a television 
show on the Titanic five or six 
years ago. “The damn thing 
keeps coming back,’’ he says. 
He estimates it appears on the 
late late show at least 50 or 60 
times a year, and each time it 
reappears, he gets more com- 
ments from viewers. 

Similarly, the Titanic 
Historical Society has grown 
since its founding in 1969 to the 
second largest nautical 
historical society in the U.S. 

Mr. Gorman believes the 
public fascination continues 
because the ship represented the 
end of an era. 

“It intrigues people because it 
was the end of an era, the Ed- 
wardian era which came 
screeching to a halt,’’ he said. 
All of what what we would to- 
day call the ‘jet set’’ were 
aboard the vessel on its maiden 
voyage April 10, 1912. 

Then there is what he calls the 
religious angle: the ship sank as 
a judgement, in some people’s 
view. And in fact, the sinking 
seems to unfold with the in- 
evitability of a Greek tragedy in 
the face of man’s hubris or 
pride. Like the Challenger space 
shuttle, it represented the 
culmination of technological 
development of its time in ship- 
ping. Hailed in the press of the 
day as unsinkable—a statement 
never challenged by the White 
Star line because of the 
favorable publicity—the ship 
sank on its maiden voyage on 
April 14-15, 1912 after striking 


an iceberg. 
The ship carried 2,221 
people—but had enough 


lifeboats for only 962. Those 
who survived were more likely 
to come from the upper class 
rather than from the im- 
migrants in third class some 11 
storeys below the main deck. Of 
the first class passengers, 61 per 
cent survived, while 42 per cent 
of the second class and 25 per 
cent of the third class 
passengers survived. 

The crew, Mr. Gorman said, 
was notable for its courage: only 
23 per cent survived. In the 
engine room, for example, no 
one survived. The entire crew 
stayed at their posts to main- 
tain the auxiliary lighting 
system and vent off steam so 
the boilers wouldn’t explode. 

The sinking of the Titanic was 
not in vain, Mr. Gorman said. 
Ships of the day had developed 
so quickly that laws failed to 
keep up. As a result of the 
Titanic sinking, the laws were

revised so that ships had to 
carry more lifeboats. Today, the 
capacity of lifeboats carried ona 
ship is approximately double 
the number of passengers. 

Mr. Gorman adamantly op- 
poses any effort to raise ar- 
tifacts from the Titanic, whose 
resting place was recently 
discovered. 

“It’s the grave of over 1,500 
people and there are still people 
alive from that ship,” he said. 
“It’s a graveyard and we don’t 
violate graves.” 

In fact, Robert D. Ballard, 
whose crews discovered the final 
resting place of the Titanic, 
brought up a piece of the Titanic 
accidentally stuck on a cable 
and threw it back into the cold 


waters of the Atlantic rather 
than violate the ship. 


According to Mr. Gorman, 
the U.S. Congress has just pass- 
ed a resolution making it illegal 
for Americans to bring artifacts 
from the Titanic into the U.S. 
Canada and other Atlantic na- 
tions are expected to follow suit. 


Although there are still sur- 
vivors of the sinking, Mr. Gor- 
man said they can’t be trusted 
to tell the true story. The sur- 
vivors were children at the time 
and their stories aren’t always 
accurate when compared to 
testimony given by ships of- 
ficers and other passengers at 
official inquiries after the sink- 
ing.

Of the writing of books there is no end, wrote the oe a 
Ecclesiastes. He might well have added that of the ma ng Oo 
studies there is no end either. As a case In point, we have a 
number of local studies on seniors’ housing in the area. ; 

. Belleville is undergoing a study right now to determine 
whether or not there is a need for more seniors housing. Tren- 
ton recently completed one, which local seniors dispute and are 
challenging with their own study. Ameliasburgh just announc- 
ed its own study of seniors’ housing and Picton is apparently 
lso contemplating one of its own. 

* Why all the studies? No one who looks at the number of 
seniors in the Quinte area can seriously doubt that seniors 
housing is needed. Victoria, B.C. is commonly understood to 
be a retirement community and the seniors’ capital of the 
world. It is not as commonly known that the Quinte area and 
Prince Edward County in particular could be just as accurately 
described. In Picton and Wellington, seniors comprise about 
22 per cent of the population, as much, believe it or not, as in 
Victoria 

Population researchers predict that when the baby boom 
becomes the elderly bulge in 20 or 30 years, Canada’s seniors 
will comprise about 22 per cent of the population—precisely 
what one finds in Picton or Wellington. We have seen the 
future and it is here in Quinte. 

Yet there is nowhere for these seniors to go. Sure, there are 
many nursing homes in the area—but few homes for seniors 
who wish to continue their independence but are unable to 
keep up their own homes. The Quinte Living Centre, for exam- 
ple, has long waiting lists for entry. The Wellington Legion 
Manor, to take another example, is full although critics of the 
project several years ago said there was no need for it. 

And even if seniors have a place to go, Many must move 
from their community to another, leaving behind all of the 
strands of the fabric of their lives. That’s why the Trenton 
seniors challenge a study which said there was no need for 
seniors’ housing in the community. They don’t want to move 
to Belleville, leaving behind kith and kin. Can they be blamed? 

But back to the studies. Often. the people doing the studies 
know what they will find. So do the municipal officials. But the 
studies are a bureaucratic step that must be taken before fun- 
ding can be granted for a seniors’ housing program. No study, 
no funding. 

If that is so, fine, let’s do the studies. But then let’s also get 


on with the job of providing seniors’ housing. The need is 
there.

Beware plastic money 


By Delores Phillips 
TRENTON—Plastic money: if 
you don’t leave home without it 
then you may not have a home 
to go back to. At least this was 
the primary message of Isidore 
Cooperman, executive director 
of the Quinte Region Credit 
Counselling Service, Oct. 14 to 
Trenton city councillors. 

The Credit Counselling Ser- 
vice has provided advice for 10 
years to area people who have 
found themselves in financial 
binds—some in severe difficul- 
ty. And, many of those dif- 
ficulties has been due to the 
post-war trend of incurring debt 
by the accessibility of both bank 
credit and credit cards. 


“The over-committed con- 


sumer has failed to understand 
the meaning of borrowing and 
credit buying. He or she has 
been seduced by, the concepts of 
buying now and paying 
later—on an easy installment 
plan,” he says. 

However, the ‘‘easy’’ 
payments soon snowball to 
large, unmanageable payments, 
which can become a recipe for 
disaster if a change in personal 
circumstances occurs. 

The purpose of the Credit 
Counselling Service is to teach 
money management before the 
crisis and to provide counselling 
during the crisis. For instance, 
Quinte Region Credit 
Counselling Service will act as 
an intermediary between the

Complex issues

“Most religions give simple 


answers to complex issues, most 
religions preach in black and 
white; life isn’t so simple,”’ says 
Kathleen Hunter, executive 
director of the Unitarian Coun- 
cil.

Belleville fellowship of 
Unitarian Universalists, a non- 
dogmatic religion that ‘‘expects 
people to go on their own 
journey of discovery, and allows 
freedom of inquiry so nobody 
tells you THIS is the answer,” 
she stressed. 

During an interview she pro- 
vided a fascinating peek into 
what most traditional religions 
find abhorrent. For instance, 
the Unitarian church belongs to 
the well known CARAL group 
that is lobbying to change abor- 
tion laws. Not because their 
church believes in abortion but 
because, ‘‘each individual’s con- 
science is to be respected,’’ she 
says. 

Ms. Hunter was born and rais- 
ed in the Belleville area as an 
Anglican. The switch came 
when in Toronto University she 
was. studying English 
Literature under an Unitarian 
minister who appealed to what ~ 
she was already thinking.

Local studies confirm that. 
According to Larry McDonald, 
xecutive director for CAS, 
ore than 80 per cent of all 
bused children know their 
busers. A June survey of 109 
ex abuse allegations in the 
astings, Belleville and Tren- 
on CAS shows that “‘of the 109 
llegations, none of the abusers 
ere unknown to the child,” he 
bays. 

The booklet also describes 
how to recognize children who 
have been abused. According to 
hat booklet, teachers should be 
aware of the child that “jumps 
br pulls away when touched, 
shows unusual interest in male 
and female anatomy or produces 
artwork involving sexually ex- 
plicit details.”’ 

If abuse of any kind is 
suspected by any person, they 
must report it to the CAS. CAS 
workers will investigate the 
report and decide what should 
be done. 

Bill 77, The Child and Family 
mServices Act states under the 
Child Protection heading that 
protection is available to 
Wchildren who has suffered 
mphysical harm inflicted by the 
person having charge of the 
= child or caused by that-person’s 
failure to care and provide for or 
Supervise and to protect the 
pchild adequately or where the 
child has been sexually molested 
» Or sexually exploited by the per- 
® Son having charge of the child or 
»by another person where the 
person having charge of the 
» child knows or should know of 
the possibility of sexual 
molestation or sexual exploita- 
tion and fails to protect the 
child. 
=» However, CAS does not just 
take the children from their 
parents. 

“We don’t like using the 

authority unless it is needed,” 
» Says Mr. McDonald. 

In many cases CAS has work- 
ed out viable alternatives to 
keep the parent(s) and child(ren) 
together. There are groups for 
young, single mothers, babysit- 
ting services and in some cases 

» 4ssistance with benefits. 
: Programs like these were 
designed, “to get things more in 
line, so the ‘80s pressures won't 
get dumped on the child,”’ Mr. 
McDonald says.

rising across the nation because 
of new laws which state that 
everyone is responsible for 
reporting to authorities when 
they suspect a case of abuse. 
Ross Wagner, supervisor of 
family services at CAS, adds 
that the 87 per cent allegation 
increase here is also due to 
public education. 


“It’s okay to talk,’’ he says, 
“people are listening...kids are 
listening and are aware of their 
rights.“ 





Although the law states that 
everyone must report suspected 
abuse cases, the onus for repor- 
ting abuse seems to lie on those 
in the professional 
sectors—teachers and doctors. 
In particular, teachers are being 
educated to recognize symp- 
toms of abuse since a major por- 
tion of a child’s day is spent in 
school. Doctors, too, are in a 
position to note unusual signs 
that may point to abuse. 

“People who suspect abuse is 
taking place and do not report it

can face a $1,000 fine,”’ says 
Alan Mathany, director of the 
community mental health pro- 
gram, adult and children’s ser- 
vices. “If there’s even a suspi- 
cion of abuse we should report 
it,”” he says. 


Mr. Mathany also notes that 
there has been an increase in 
women in their 30s who are‘com- 
ing for treatment. ‘‘Now people 
are saying, hey, I’ve been sex- 
ually abused,” he says, adding, 
“ Boy, it’s sad.”

First, seed your lawn with the 
best Jawn mixture you can buy 
and then apply a low nitrogen, 
high-phosphorous and higher 
potash winterizer fertilizer with 
a formula such a 6-8-12. If weeds 
are heavy, use the weed and feed 
combination. If not, spot spray 
with a wide spectrum herbicide. 

Then, top-dress with a soiless 
mix such as Pro-Mix, either on a 
spot or overall basis, applying a 
three cubic foot bag every 300 
square feet. 


Trees and shrubs 


Both will benefit from an ear- 
ly fall feeding with the same 
winter formula fertilizer. Shrubs 
are easy to feed. Trees require a 
little more effort. 

According to size, scatter 
around the base of each shrub a 
handful or two of fertilizer. 
Under the drip-line of each tree, 
stake out a circle and at two to 
six foot intervals, again accor-

Abused children 
feel guilty 
for actions

Dealing with children who are 
sexually victimized presents a 
range of problems, none that are 
gutwardly physical. Dr. Susan 
Beckett, a private psychologist 
in Belleville whose child exper- 
tise comes from her work at 
Beechgrove in Belleville and 
Kingston, listed a series of con- 
cerns that need to be dealt with 
in most circumstances. 

Dr. Beckett says ability to 
maintain normal heterosexual 
relationships can be impaired. 
In fact, a child’s ability to trust, 
im any sense, is impaired. Other 
problems associated with sex- 
ually abused children include 
withdrawal, depression, low 
self-esteem and various forms of 
guilt. Guilt can be generated by 
a child's inability to stop the 
Often the child thinks, 

something must have been 
wrong with me,” she says. 
_ Often, too, the abuser will of- 
ter or insist on the child accep- 
ting gifts, if the child does. 
which is not wrong on the 
child’s part, the child assumes 
guilt for “not doing anything to 
Stop it 

Therapy for these children, 
Dr. Beckett says, “should be as 
brief as possible so the victim 
can get on with their lives.” 
Each child is assessed according 
to personality and type of 
abuse, then treatment is 
established. Dr. Beckett says 
treatment can range from in- 
tense periods of treatment at 
the beginning to treatment once 
or twice a few years down the 
road when the young adult is 
making life changing decisions 
such as childbirth. 
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Dr. Beckett is also the clinical 
psychologist for a new program 
introduced by Youth Habilita- 
tion, Quinte Inc. This program 
allows adolescents from 14-18 
and young adults over 19 to 
discuss as a group what has 
happened to them, a beneficial 
way to work out problems that 
tend to generate silence. 

This new program is also a 
training ground for eight 
therapists. Dr. Beckett says she 
hopes these trainees will use the 
experience to start group help in 
other area communities. 

However, Stephen Hunter, 
lawyer for the local CAS, says 
help can’t happen fast enough. 
He says there is ample help for 
those who break bones but not 
for those who are tormented in- 
side. ‘‘Sex abuse is the type of 
thing where people Say, isn’t 
that terrible’. None of the 
movies focus on what happens 
after disclosure,” he says, ad- 
ding, “‘most people don’t see 
their (victims) faces in the cour- 
troom.”’ 
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The police chief pointed out 
that relations between the force 
and the public are said to be 
very good, as is the relationship 
between the officers and the 
judges and crown attorneys and 
court offials. 

“There is a good relationship 
between the local board and the 
chief,” commented Chief 
Begbie. 

The Police Commission put 
together a list of 10 recommen- 
dations for the force to consider, 
some of which are already being 
put into affect. 


One of the recommendations 
deals with procedure in relation 
to property booked in by police 
as either evidence or exhibits or 
just found items.

roses will be in direct proportion 
to the care you give them this 
fall and believe me, the Queen of 
Flowers, deserves all the atten- 
tion you are prepared to give, 
but that attention should not in- 
clude a fall feeding. Hopefully, 
you have been feeding your 
roses on a regular basis since 
early summer, but those 
feedings should have ended by 
mid-August. : 

Roses should be sent into 
winter clean and healthy, free of 
insects and disease. Regular 
spraying with a systemic in- 
secticide should be continued 
until the creepie-crawlie popula- 
tion disappears. And regular ap- 
plications of a fungicide such as 
Safe’t Natural Fungicide par- 
ticularly if there have been pro- 
blems with powdery mildew or 
black spot

He arrived on_ schedule 
around 11:00 a.m. at Belleville’s 
city limits.

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Laplanders warn 
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of nuclear danger

PICTON—Nuclear fallout: The 
proverbial dragon that cannon 
be slain once it has been releas- 
ed, the byproduct of man’s 
quest to produce cheap electrici- 
ty 

In fact,

it took the loss of 
cultural heritage 
before that government agreed 
that risks are too high to 
operate nuclear generating 
plants 

“Tt can happen here,” insists 
Paul Doj, spokesman for three 
Laplanders touring Canada to 
tell their story. Their lives were 
turned upside in a day. Mr. Doj, 
Lars Gunnar Thomasson and 
John Persson educated area 
residents at Picton United 
Church Oct. 24 about living less 
than 2,000 miles downwind from 
a nuclear generating plant when 
it melts down. 

As a result, the Laplanders, or 
Sweden's natives originally call- 
ed Samiids, have lost their 
livlihood, their health and their 
peace of mind. The Samiids are 
reindeer herders, and they have 
had to destroy approximately 
40,000 head of reindeer because 
radiation levels are 1,000 times 
higher than acceptable. 

Mr. Doj says the government 
is paying for the destroyed 
meat, which grosses $6 per 


slaughtered kilo, but only until 
the end of this year. 

“No one was prepared for 
this. This is maybe the end of 
the whole Laplander culture,” 
he says. 

Since cesium, the type of 
radiation rained upon the 
Samiid district, stays active for 
30 years, virtually anything 
grown in the area will be wor- 
thless. 

“Tt (cesium) is even coming up 
in the fish,’’ Mr. Doj states. 

Like natives in most coun- 
tries, the Laplanders are un- 
prepared for other employment. 
Says Lars Gunnar Thomasson, 
father of two children and one of 
the few slaughterhouse owners 
in that district, “It isn’t as dif- 
ficult for me as it is for my 
children.’’ According to him, the 
children have lost the culture of 
their forefathers and he and his 
wife worry about the affects the 
radioactive fallout will have on 
the children’s health. 

Mr. Doj is certain he will get 
cancer within the next 30 years. 
In fact, a friend of his already 
tests positive for abnormally 
high radiation levels. 

The Swedish government has 
reacted to the outcry. By the 
year 2010 all nuclear generating 
plants will be shut down in that 
country. Mr. Doj says that is

Village cemetery board 
appeals for donations 


The Village of Wellington's 
cemetery board is appealing to 
the public for donations to 
renovate and continue to im- 
prove and maintain the 
cemetery on Consecon Street. 
The cemetery dates back to the 
1700's when it was begun by 
Quakers. 

Bob Boyce, chairman of the 
Wellington Cemetery Board, 
said that $12,000 has to be rais- 
ed to build new retaining walls, 
which are now cracked and fall- 
ing down, and to rebuild the 
gates which cannot be closed. 
Gravestones in the cemetery 
also have to be repaired. 

The cemetery has about one 
third of its plots taken by 
former residents of Hillier 


Township but a request for help 
from that municipality fell on 
deaf ears. 

There are no grants available 
so the board has to rely on sales 
of its plots ($125 - single, $235 - 
double, and $400 - family) and 
the perpetual care fund, the 
principal of which can’t be 
touched. 

Wellington solely supports 
the cemetery and pays a 
maintenance man to look after 
the grounds. That cost alone 
puts the board in a deficit posi- 
tion but the village picks up the 
tab. 

The seven acre site has recent- 
ly been expanded with property 
from adjacent lands acquired 
from the Greers of Wellington.

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Treatment can break sex abuse cycle 


By Delores Phillips 

The golden days of innocent 
childhood are only a dream for 
those one out of four girls and 
one out of eight boys who will at 
some point before the age 18 be 
sexually abused. In the last 
several articles we have seen 
that disclosure numbers are in- 
creasing dramatically and that 
the number of professionals who 
deal with these children and 
families are shamefully less 
than adequate. 


Professionals in the field also 
state that abuse — sexual or 
otherwise — is, in many in- 
stances repeated from genera- 
tion to generation. Treating to- 
day’s child, experts agree, will 
help destroy the cycle. But, 
what about today’s adult who is 
known as the child molester? 

Dr. Sharon Williams, unit 
director of the Sex Offenders 
Clinic, deals only with convicted 
molesters in the federal peneten- 
tiary system. 


Dr. Williams says any person 
who has been convicted to do 
federal time (more than two 


Alcohol may 


While statistics show that 
treatment reduces re-offending 
among most sex abuse of- 
fenders, the stumbling block is 
getting the offender to admit 
there is a problem. Dr. Bill Mar- 
shall says that his clinic treats 
an average of 100 sex offenders 
a year. Of that yearly group 
about 15 per cent will not admit 
they have a problem. Of that 15 
per cent, 40 per cent will re- 
offend and with more than one 
child. 


Alcohol appears to be a con- 
tributing factor to sexual child 
abuse, although data is spotty 
and inconclusive. Dr. Marshall 
says, “ I wouldn’t describe 
many men as alcoholic, but 
about 70 per cent were intox- 
icated at the time of their of- 
fence.”’ 


On the other hand, Dr. Sharon 
Williams says alcohol does not 
play a role in her patients. She 
says that of all the sexual ag- 
gressors she treats, alcohol does 
not influence the child abuser 
because pedophilia is a ‘strong 
sexual preference and doesn’t 
need alcohol to carry it out.’’ 

Treatment by both doctors in- 
cludes changing the preference 
for the abuser. “‘When a man

years) for sexual abuse will be 
assessed to see if treatment is 
required. She says most are 
treated and the success rate has 
been steady — around 85 per 
cent do not offend again. 

However, she agrees that the 
federal penetentiary system 
usually sees only the “hard 
core”’ offenders. 


The Bill Marshall Clinic also 
deals with sex offenders. The 
clinic is not part of ‘the penal 
system although approximately 
40 per cent of its clients are 
referred there by the courts. 


Both Dr. Marshall and Dr. 
Williams says that sexual child 
abusers molest children because 
it is a sexual preference. Both 
doctors cite low self-esteem as a 
contributing factor and both 
doctors say that treating these 
people requires changing their 
sexual attitudes. 


But, what makes an adult 
prefer children? There are a 
variety of reasons, Dr. Williams 
says. Many have an aversion to 
adult women smells and 


have role 


sexually assaults a child, ob- 
viously something is not being 
fulfilled,” says Dr. Marshall. 
These feelings may be derived 
from feeling unmasculine. Sex 
with a child, in some cases, 
makes the aggressor feel power- 
ful. The aggressor has to.be 
taught feelings of adequacy; 
masculinity must be instilled on 
the adult level so the person 
stops pursuing children. 

“We have to deal with the 
whole area, ’’ Dr. Marshall says. 
A statement echoed by Dr. 
Williams. ‘‘We have to change 
the way they function in socie- 
ty, function personally and func- 
tion sexually,’ Dr. Marshall 
adds.

“But mostly the pedophile 
feels socially and intellectually 
on the level of the child,” she 
states. 


And that is why most abusers 
molest many children before 
they are caught. Dr. Williams 
says she had one patient who 
had abused “as many as 200 
children.” 


The abuser rarely uses 
violence since the child likes the 
person, “The ones who get away 

, with it the most are fairly gentle 
and really like children,”’ says 
Dr. Williams.

“She befriended me when I 
was a lonely, hurting child,” 
says Malcolm Boyd in his 
writings, which were quoted by 
by Patricia Stillman Lisk, board 
member with the Trenton and 
District Big Brothers/Big 
Sisters. 

She was the special guest at a 
recent meeting of The Belleville 
Business and Professional 
Women’s Club. 

The excerpt continues to ex- 
plain the feelings a young girl 
has who met a Big Sister and 
who accepted her as a “real per- 
son,” 

Big Sisters are there to be 
supportive of Little Sisters and 
be their new friend. 

Big Brothers, which is based 
on the same concept, started in 
1903 in the U.S.A., said Patti. 

She gave some history of the 
organization and said there are 
today more than 155 agencies, 
over half of which are joint Big 
Brother/Big Sister associations. 

The board of directors is made 
up of volunteers who help match 
an adult with a child who is 
referred to them. Careful screen- 
ing of the applicant (adult) is 
undertaken before the matching 
up is done. 

“A Big Sister or Big Brother 
must be friendly, concerned, 
mature and stable adults of 

good character who can fill a 
void in a young person's life,’”’ 
she explained.

Her involvement with the Big 
Brothers/Big Sisters Associa- 
tion goes back three years. 

“Our success is measured “by 
school work, improved 
behaviour and sometimes seeing 
a smile that wasn’t there 
before,” said Patti.

He is administrator but 
also receives help from many, 
many volunteers who want to 
see the program work. 

AT CFB, for example, Charlie 
Baker has been a “referral 
agent” or volunteer for the past 
3% years.

‘“‘Somebody’s got to care,’’ he 
said. 

The program deals not only 
with people whose lives are af- 
fected by drug addiction, but 
also with people troubled by 
alcohol abuse or financial or 
marital problems or any per- 
sonal situation causing concern 
to an employee. 

“EAP is a wholistic pro- 
gram,’’ commented Mr. Walsh.

You have probably heard of 
the term “photosynthesis”. 
Very simply, it is the process in 
plants that has its equivalent in 
human digestion. It is light that 
sponsors photosynthesis, that 
enables the plant to process the 
raw materials taken up by the 
root system into a form they can 
use in the growth process. 


Without adequate light, a 
house plant is in a constant 
state of malnutrition, no matter 
how much fertilizer you give it. 
And while it is unlikely that it 
will die, it is certain that it will 
not prosper. 


Before you buy a house plant, 
know exactly what its light re- 
quirements are. The retailer has 


an obligation to provide such in- 
formation, but don’t count on it. 
Some plants are tagged with 
light information, some are not. 
And often the information is 
vague, such as “bright light”’, 
“low light” or “some sun”. 


Your best source of informa- 
tion is a good plant book where 
a plant’s light requirements are 
spelled out in detail. And then 
the obligation is on you to deter- 
mine what areas of your home 
meets those requirements. It’s 
called “playing the match 
game’’, matching a plant’s light 
requirements to the matching 
natural light profile in your 
home. And it works. 
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Windows are the only source 
of natural light your house 
plants have. And it would be a 
simple matter to give you long 
lists of plants that do best in 
various window 
exposures—east, west, north or 
south. 


But few houses are built along 
the compass points, so that 
north windows usually face nor- 
theast or northwest; south win- 
dows, southeast or southwest, 
and so on. 


And besides, who wants to 
pack all their house plants into 
the window spaces? How much 
more attractive to use them as 
decorative accents placed 


growing plants — 


around the room, on tables, in 
corners or even on walls. 

Every room in your home has 
varying light profiles. And 
these profiles change from mor- 
ning to night and from season to 
season, according to each 
room's window exposure. I have 
catalogued the light profiles in 
all the rooms of my home. The 
profiling was done at four times 
of year: mid-fall, mid-winter. 
mid-spring and mid-summer. 
And at six times of the day: ear- 
ly morning, mid-morning, noon, 
early afternoon, late afternoon 
and evening. 

I found out some interesting 
things. And that’s what we'll 
talk about next week.

Budget rises 
dramatically 


BELLEVILLE—The _ 1987 
budget for the Moira River Con- 
servation Authority is up 
dramatically but it includes fun- 
ding for the first phase of the 
Belleville ice management pro- 
ject. 

The project is estimated to 
cost $2,375,545, of which 85 per 
cent is covered, if approved, by 
the Ministry of Natural 
Resources. 

Approval was denied at the 
last minute last year and if ac- 
cepted this year will bring the 
Authority's preliminary budget 
total up to $2,967,732, com- 
pared to last year’s approved 
budget (after ice control was 
removed) of $737,148. 

The project includes long 
range plans for additional dams 
to control flood waters, especial- 
ly ice, with major work to be 
completed in the future. 

Belleville’s share of the levy 
would increase by four per cent. 

Other portions of the budget 
include $169,100 for administra- 
tion, $157,700 for water and 
related land management costs 

and flood control projects, in- 
cluding the Belleville ice 
management plan.

Last week Larry Van Norman had to be 
helped up several flights of stairs so he could 
appear in court to fight for custody of his 
children during his divorce action. 

It was not a real problem for Larry, but 
then you've got to know him. He doesn’t 
back down and the fact that he is in a 
wheelchair doesn’t make one bit of difference 
as far as he is concerned. 

But in Belleville he has found there is 
limited access to many of the city’s 
buildings, including city hall, banks, 
restaurants, stores, and, his most recent ex- 
perience has brought him to the foot of the 
steps of the Hastings County Court House. 


The front door is a monumen- 
tal task but even at the back 
door he has to deal with several 
steps up before he can enter the 
building. 

And last week when he had to 
appear in court, the elevator 
was non-operational for the four 
days he had to get up to the 
third floor 

If it hadn’t been for the ef- 
forts of the janitorial staff, 
lawyers and others, he might 
not have been able to appear 
before the judge to state his 
case 

And what then?

This practise was discontinued after 1898, on the claims by Trento- 
nian’s that too many window panes were being shattered by the can- 
non’s vibration.

Using one of the women’s 
homes to provide the proper set- 
ting for the hand crafted items 
for sale by more than 20 local 
and out-of-town artisans, they 
are pleased with how things 
have gone so far. 


“Sand Castle Christmas is a 
whimsical collection,” said the 
women during a breather before 
their two sale weekends. 

They’ve gathered everything 
from the traditional Christmas 
decorations to hand knitting, 
wood crafts, quilted products, 
stained glass, folk art, stuffed 
animals to painted wicker and 
ceramics. 

The idea is not new but these 
women believe the time is right 
for this kind of Christmas sale 
here.

Larger body parts, such as the skull and 
leg bones, were placed in bags, which 
were stored in a tea chest placed in the 
corner of the living room.

TUCKERS CORNERS—Sewage seepage may be 
causing contaminated drinking water for at ieast 15 
houses on West Moira Street in Sidney Township. 
Helen Waite, a resident in the affected area near 
Marshall Road, says she has had bad water pro- 
blems for a year or more. She says she first noticed 
abnormal smells and started carrying water from a 


different source. 


About six months ago she sent her water for 
testing by the Ministry of Health in Kingston. The 
results of those tests noted that the water was un- 
drinkable. The Hastings and Prince Edward Health 
Board advised Mrs. Waite to disinfect her well with 
bleach and indicated a dead animal in the well might 
be the cause. Disinfection did not resolve her pro- 
blems and subsequent testing showed the water 


still undrinkable. 


Suspicious about the con- 
tamination, Mrs. Waite peti- 
tioned neighbours and _ has 
recently determined that more 
than 10 — possibly 15 — have 
unfit drinking water. Alarmed 
by these statistics, Mrs. Waite 
and a group of approximately 10 
neighbours petitioned Sidney 
Township Council to resolve 
their crisis. 

Ministry of the Environment 


supervisor John Tooley in the 
Belleville office says MOE will 
conduct an investigation to 
determine the cause and type of 
the contamination. Ministry of 
Health water testing only shows 
that bacteria is present and 
measures the level. 

Bob Westlake, senior public 
health inspector, says water 
testing will show if the water 
has faecal bacteria caused by

other factors. Usually faecal 
bacteria in well water is caused 
by dead animals. However, this 
year has broken records, ‘I've 
never had so many calls for bad 
water,”’ he says. 

Both Mr. Westlake and Mr. 
Tooley agree that sewage 
seepage could cause problems 
for a string of residents. Mr. 
Westlake says this area, which 
is high in limestone, lends itself 
to travelling contaminated 
ground water. 

Mr. Tooley says he wouldn't 
be surprised if many of the con- 
taminated wells have been dug 
and if sewage containers are 
outdated and leaking. Testing 
by the MOE should pinpoint 
what type of contamination is 
taking place. For instance, four 
tests will identify if old or new 
sewage is causing the con- 
tamination and if the bacteria is 
caused by animal or human 
waste. 


Results could take six mon- 
ths, Mr. Tooley says. And, if 
residents have to replace or 
repair their wells or sewage con- 
tainers, the MOE will cover 85 
per cent of the cost.

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No heroism, 
just duty

The ceremony of Remem- 
brance Day every Nov. 11 is as 
steeped into Canadian tradition 
as Christmas. But, as the years 
pass ever further beyond those 
who fought in the two Great 
Wars, how will we remember 
something we didn’t witness? 
How can we remember and 
respect those we never met? 

“By preserving this stuff 
before it gets melted down for 
silver or thrown in the gar- 
bage,”’ says military collecter 
and historian Mr. Williamson. A 
teacher at Quinte Secondary 
School, Mr. Williamson has 
spent the past 16 years collec- 
ting military artifacts and 
researching founding fathers of 
the Canadian armed forces. 

Through his fellow collectors, 
Mr. Williamson came upon the 
fascinating history of Colonel 
Arthur Bywater and has 
brought home his medals from 
England. He has also saved 
other Bywater artifacts such as 
the military uniforms he wore 
around 1901 while a private in 
the militia. 

Arthur Bywater was born in 
Colborne in 1869. He bought a 
jewellery store and moved to 
Trenton in 1889. According to 
documents in Mr. Williamson’s 
possession, Bywater attended 
high school at Colborne. A dour 
and strict man, the Colonel and 
his wife Mary remained 
childless throughout their mar- 
ried lives. But the military had 
beckoned to him and in 1901 he 
joined the militia. 

According to Mr. Williamson, 
Colonel Bywater was one of the 
richest men in Trenton with ex- 
tensive landholdings. Letters 
from Mary to Arthur during his 
short overseas stint show that 
even Mary was confused at 
times about what they did and 
didn’t own. 

Bywater received his Cer- 
tificate of Military Instruction 
in 1906 and became a field of- 
ficer. Just prior to the First 
World War, Bywater signed on 
with the 21st Battalion in 
Kingston and in 1915, already a 
seasoned veteran, Bywater 
became a major. 

The romanticism connected 
with the fighting men in the 
First World War was no more 
evident than with the major. He 
desperately wanted: to see ac- 
tion and possibly pulled strings 
to get sent to England with the 
first Belleville Battalion (39th) 
of which he was second in com- 
mand. 

He spent a short time doing 
staff duty, still chaffing to see 
action. But by now he was ac-

tually too old to be sent on the 
front with the soldiers. 
However, he finally pulled 
enough strings to arrive in 
France for the Battle of the 
Somme in August 1916. 

Within a few short weeks 
Bywater, who was living in the 
trenches commanding the men 
of Hamilton’s 4th Battalion, 
was seriously injured and was 
shipped home. 

A patriotic, very sober and 
strict man who took his duty to 
his country seriously, Bywater 
did not quit the military. He 
was promoted to Lt. Colonel in 
1918, in command in Kingston. 
In 1919 he returned to com- 
mand the 49th Hastings Rifles 
regiment. 1920 saw the incor- 
poratation of the Picton regi- 
ment (16th) and the 49th which 
became the Hasty P’s. Bywater 
remained in command of the 
Hasty Ps until 1925 when he 
was promoted to colonel and did 
honorary command duty. 

Bywater’s story is perhaps 
not a unique one or even a heroic 
tale of derring do. However, he 
was instrumental in organizing 
several of Belleville’s first bat- 
talions, and regiments. He, like 
many others of the day, believed 
in fighting for the country and 
the King. He was flesh and 
blood and his memory will live 
on through the careful preserva- 
tion of what he once wore both 
in uniforms and medals. 

And as Mr. Williamson says, 
“If we don’t save it, it will be 
gone forever.”

Motors as the corporation approaches the 
1990’s with it’s No, 1 position in automobile manufac- 
turing on the line. 

So pleasing is the Toronado, and so distressing, 
that Motor World could write two reviews and be 
equally strong in our convictions in either case. 

Limited to one column per car, we'll divide it in 
two, and opening with the distressed point of view: 

Oldsmobile’s new Toronado is a $25,740 car with all 
of the styling cliches of existing GM cars selling for 
$10,000 less. 

Not only does it suffer from being virtually indis- 
tinguishable from its sister cars, the Buick Riviera 
and Cadillac Eldorado, but its silhouette fits the 
cookie-cutter styling GM already has applied to simi- 
lar coupes like the Oldsmobile Calais/Pontiac Grand 
Am/Buick Somerset. 

The original Toronado, America’s first front-drive 
car since the 30’s, couldn’t be confused with any 
other car, so distinct was its fastback lines. This car, 
however, manages to maintain Toronado’s tradition 
of pinched rear seating, while laying to waste its 
once strong personality. 

GM’s current idea of state-of-the-art design lies 
largely in electronic dashboards and driver-stroking 
options. The result is a personal coupe that’s too 
often a personal affront to serious drivers. The 
tachometer is impossible to read precisely; the digi- 
tal speedometer refuses to function beyond 140 km/h 
or 85 mph, at which speed it flashes repeatedly, 
Tch-Tch-Tch fashion; thermostat adjustments result 
in much beep-beeping but have little effect on the 
climate control system. 

The $4,000 worth of options includes a maddening 
self-tilting day/night rearview mirror; chimes that 
ring to tell you to turn on your headlamps (including 
every time you drive under an overpass); and doors 
that lock automatically with a shift out of neutral, so 
you cannot open your door when reversing into a 
parking spaces. Accessories that so reduce a driver’s

role are for drivers who don’t like driving, in Motor

Front-seat room for two is generous, but there’s a 
real question of which is the more ludicrously 
impractical, the make-believe glove compartment 
(no room for gloves) or the middle position in the 
rear seat (tortuous in the long haul).

And 
py ou should be well aware of 
‘s YY profiles in the successful 
ES ae of house plants so no 
Batter the season, you can 
refully match these profiles to 
fa light needs of your house 
Tanita I did the profiling of my 
house plant rooms about five 
ears ago and I found out some 
interesting things. ‘ 
A north-west corner of my liv- 
ing room was discovered to be 
receiving sun for about two 
hours a.day from an unexpected 
source, a vestibule window two 
rooms away. That sun is travell- 
ing through a hall, across a kit- 
chen and the length of a living 
room but is providing the ideal 
profile for a thriving Norfolk 
Island Pine. A shaded south 
window, normally a full-sun 
source year-round, was found to 
be receiving more sun in winter 
when the trees are bare and is 
now supporting a Hoya. An east 
wall of a bathroom was profiled 
to be receiving bounce sunlight 
from a bathroom mirror for 
about an hour each morning. A 
grape ivy is now doing well in 
that location. 
Following are the general fin- 
dings of the profiles provided by 
various window exposures, but 
in your home as in mine, con- 
siderable variations will occur,

EASTERN EXPOSURE—In 
early morning the sun floods 
right across the room and on to 
the opposite walk By mid- 
morning, it has receded half-way 
across the floor. By noon, it is 
only at the window and by early 
afternoon, it is gone. A major 
advantage of an eastern ex- 
posure is that the plants are lit 
in tune with their biological

clocks, in early morning and 
during the cool part of the day. 
It has been my experience that 
all plants thrive in a room with 
an eastern exposure, 


WESTERN EXPOSURE—The 
opposite of east, bright during 
the early part of the day and 
flooded with sunshine during 
the late afternoon and evening. 
Not only is the process in Viola- 
tion of the plant’s natural pro- 
cesses, but the sun appears dur- 
ing the hottest part of the day. 
Only full sun plants and only 
the toughest of those, will do 
well in a western exposure, 


SOUTHERN EXPOSURE—A 
room with a southern exposure 
shows the greatest light 
variances of all. It has the 
brightest profile of any room 
throughout most of the day, 365 
days a year. And brightest of all 
in winter when the sun streams 
across the room. In mid-spring 
and fall, half way across the 
room. And in mid-summer, the 
sun is only at the window. A 
room with a southern exposure 
is second only to east in the 
sponsoring of prosperous plant 
life. 

NERO Rect. HE Ro oN 
EXPOSURE—The dimmest 
profile of all, especially if the 
windows face due north. Then 
there is no sunshine even in 
summer and only those plants 
that will endure poor light con- 
ditions should be attempted. 
And they should be kept as 
close to the window as possible. 
If the windows face northeast or 
northwest, so there is some sun, 
then the room provides the third

SUPPLEMENTARY 
LIGHTING—Don’t depend too 
much on normal house lighting 
to supplement natural light. In 
fact, you are best not to depend 
on it at all. Incandescent light, 
the type produced by light 
bulbs, is extremely high in rays 
from the red end of the light 
spectrum and this produces 
spindly, weak growth. But the 
main problem with this type of 
lighting is heat, with an energy 
output of 90 per cent heat and 
10 per cent light. 

By contrast, fluorescent 
lighting provides an ideal 
balance of red and blue rays and 
can be used to totally replace 
natural light. In fact, any 


flowering plant that would nor- 
mally be grown out of doors, can 
be grown and brought into 
flower indoors under fluorescent 
light. And heat is not a problem,

SAVE 
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Last week, we talked about propagation by divi- 
sion. This week a process almost as simple but far 
more productive, propagation from stem cuttings. 

For example, to propagate African Violets 
simply cut away a long petiole, dip the tip of the 
stem in a rooting gel, insert it into a pot or tray 
filled with damp vermiculite or soiless mix and 
place it in good light. The rooting medium must be 
kept damp and an easy way is to insert the cut- 
ting, pot and all, ina plastic bag. 

Tiny new plants will appear at the insert point 
at about eight to ten weeks. Gently separate them 
with the point of a needle, and pot. What makes 
the African violet such a prolific producer of new 
plants is that the same petiole can be used over 
and over again until there is nothing left but the 
leaf. 

Vines and ivies and most cascading type plants 
also grow well from cuttings and the host plant is 
actually improved by the process, becoming 
bushier as new side stems are generated. 

Simply take a four to six inch cutting, strip the 
leaves from the bottom quarter of the stem, coat 
with a rooting gel, and insert into a container of 
soiless mix or vermiculite, making certain that 
one of the points where the leaves were removed is 
below the surface of the rooting medium. 

In a few weeks a large root structure will have 
formed and the cutting will be ready for potting. 
A number of cuttings can be rooted in a single 
tray as long as they are kept about one inch apart.

Another popular plant that readily propagates 
from stem cuttings is the Dieffenbachia. Often the 
cuttings can be taken from plants that are about 
to be discarded because of the Dieffenbachia’s 
habit of shedding its lower leaves if it is not 
watered properly. 

Chop the fleshy stem into short pieces, each 
with two nodés or leaf joints. Coat those nodes 
with a rooting hormone gel and half bury each 
piece upright in the rooting medium with one node 
below and one above the surface. New plants will 
develop in a few weeks. 

Don’t throw out the tip or the potted stub. The 
top may be also rooted and the stub will likely pro- 
duce a new plant. 

In terms of mass production, nothing quite com- 
pares with propagation from leaves. For instance, 
among the succulents, each of the tiny, bulbous 
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if placed in dampened vermiculite or soiless mix. 
Leaves of the Jade Plant, Christmas Cactus or 
String-Of-Pearls will produce clones the same 
way. 

Many large-leaved, veined plants such as the 
Begonias can be propagated two ways. To pro- 
duce one plant, simply snip off a leaf, lightly coat 
the end of the stem in a rooting fungicide gel and 
insert it in the dampened rooting medium. 

But if you want to mass produce, nick each 
large vein on the back, touch the cuts with a 
rooting gel, lay the leaf face up on the rooting 
medium and either lightly weight it or pin it down 
with toothpicks. New plants will root at the cuts 
and in a few weeks will be ready to be separated 
and planted. 

Other plants that can be propagated from leaf 
cuttings are: Calico Hearts, Blozinia, Haworthia, 
Kalanchoe, Pepperomiia and Piggy Back. 

There is an important factor in learning to grow 
your own house plants from plant parts, you are 
learning how to propagate. In this series, we have 
been talking about indoor plants. But the same 
principles of propagation applies to outdoor 
plants, to annuals, perennials, roses, trees, shrubs 
and evergreens. 

That is another story for another time. But let 
me assure you of one thing. Once you become an 
indoor light gardener, your outdoor skills will im- 
prove immeasureably. And you will be involved in 
the most rewarding hobby that I know.

The relatively 
large weapon had been cut down to fit the exact 
space needed to prop the shotgun at an angle which 
would cause it to discharge directly into the driver’s 
back.

Venetian blind cord was 
attached to each trigger. The cord led to a metal 
cleat under the rear seat.

The 
weapon exploded and Gloria Rose was no more. 

Ironically, police discovered that Della had been 
wrong about his wife attempting to have him institu- 
tionalized because of his strange behavior. Gloria’s 
family revealed that she had been merely coercing 
Della into going into hospital to have his injured 
back properly treated.

classical guitar,” Liona Boyd. 
Norma, now 28, started stu- 
dying at the age of 11 and soon 
her love of the music took her to 
Western University where she 
obtained her Bachelor of Music 
ee in 1981. 
—s studies took her to Eli 
Kassner and she played with the 
University of Toronto's Guitar 
Ensemble, eventually teaching 
music in the schools of New- 
foundland and then North York 
(Toronto). 

Returning to Ontario in 1984 
she began to “‘freelance’’ her 
talents and joined up with Bish 
Sharma to be part of what soon 
became a very well respected 
classical guitar duo. They per- 
formed in the Barrie and Toron- 
to areas, pooling their musical 
resources to entertain au- 
diences. 

Their classical performances 
have been described as “unique 
and different.” 

Their two different styles 
were brought together in a kind 
of musical chemistry that work- 
ed with Norma doing a delicate 
and sensitive interpretation 
while Bish did the technical 
wizardry. 

The couple took their musical 
talents on tour to help the poor 
in the Third World. They spent 
about one week in Guyana, hop- 
ing to take some of their 
classical culture to this country 
where Bish has friends. 

“There was a need for funds 
to provide accommodations for 
the poverty stricken of Guyana 
and a need to develop culture 
within the country,” said Bish 
at the time. 

Returning to Canada Norma 
has come to Belleville (her 
mother lives here) to try to get 
back to teaching with the 
thought to some day open up a 
studio in the city. 

She is going to be teaching at 
Loyalist College offering music 
appreciation (a history of 
classical music) and beginning 
popular guitar.

A division of the Ontario Pro- 
vincial Police, the Belleville 
team covers an area that takes 
in four districts — from Peter- 
borough to Ottawa. The unit 
assists uniformed officers when 
they are not continuing their 
ongoing physical, tactical and 
marksmanship training and 
house entries. Each unit 
member must physically work 
out for an hour a day. Con- 
tinuous requalification is re- 
quired to the tune of 40 hours a 
month. 

The unit’s expertise is derived 
from volunteered men who have 


—] 


had a minimum of five years 
police work. Each man must 
have been recommended by his 
supervisor and have 
demonstrated ability to cope 
with stressful situations. Each 
one undergoes pyschological 
testing. Also, members must be 
non-smokers — they can’t light 
up while on long watch 
assignments. 

TRU assists with any situa- 
tion where violence is expected, 
including domestic calls, 
however, Mr. Deering says most 
of the work comes from escor- 
ting inmates from one correc- 
tional facility to another. The 
role of TRU is not to perpetuate 
violence but to back up the 
uniformed officers with finely 
trained men. 

“It’s our belief that a call 
hasn’t been successful if we 
have to use any kind of force to 
quell the incident,”’ Mr. Deering 
says. 


He also says that the situa- 
tions he dislikes most are 
hostage takings since, “ it’s 
usally a case where some other 
violent act has already been 
committed.”’

I know a lady who travels the province five days of 
the week and is often away on weekends. Yet her apart- 
ment is filled with foliage and flowering plants that 
show no signs of neglect, and, in fact, often draws raves 
from her guests. 

Her secret is simple. Before she bought a single plant, 
she defined the various light profiles in the areas of her 
home where she planned to grow plants and then shop- 
ped for plants that matched those light profiles, making 
sure at the same time that the plants of her choice 
didn’t have a temperamental leaf on their stems. 

Defining the light profiles in your home is a simple 
matter. There are only four categories: sunshine, bright 
light and dim. Sunshine can mean some or a lot, usually 
dead centre of an east, south or west window. Bright 
light exists to the side of a full sun window or in a room 
with light walls and lots of glass. Moderate light is 
usually away from a window in a location where you can 
easily read the print of a newspaper. Dim means you can 
still read the paper but barely. 

Anything less than dim and so are your house plant’s 
chances of survival. 

As far as watering and feeding goes, there are no hard 
and fast rules with house plants. Every plant is an in- 
dividual. And in terms of temperament, the ten I have 
chosen don’t know the meaning of the word. All you

have to do is match their light requirements to the light 
profiles in your home - don’t pamper them - and you will 
have nothing but success. 

CHINESE EVERGREEN (AGLAONEMA): A 
tough table-top plant that will shine in bright light but 
do quite well in a dim corner. Its long, two-toned leaves 
(light green on dark green, grey on green, silver on green 
or white on green) look best when the plant is grown in 
an arching effect in a decorative container. LIGHT: 


. Bright to dim. WATERING: Likes to be kept slightly 


damp but if you forget it for a while, the worst it will do 
is drop a leaf or two. FEEDING: Monthly, year-round 
with a water soluble 20-20-20 full strength according to 
label directions. 
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BEEFSTEAK BEGONIA (BEGONIACAE): Flat, 
waxy round leaves, deep green on the top and dark red 
on the bottom standing straight out from low creeping 
stems. Continuous clusters of long-stemmed light pink 
flowers in late winter and early spring. Heavy foliage 
results from nipping the ends of the stems when they 
are four to six inches long. LIGHT: Bright without sun. 
WATERING: Let the top inch or so of the growing 
medium dry out then soak. FEEDING: Monthly, April 
through October, alternating a water-soluble 20-20-20 
and 10-51-10, diluted quarter strength. 

DRAGON BONES (EUPHORBIA): Visualize a 
smooth-skinned, multiple-armed, dark-green or light 
grey ‘cactus,’’ ranging from three to six feet in height 
with deep-ridged trunk and branches, edged with wick- 
ed spines. Adds leaves during its growing spurts and 
then promptly drops them. 

The euphorbia is one tough customer and in spite of 
its appearance, is not a cactus. In fact, one of its closest 
relatives is the Christmas Poinsettia. LIGHT: All the 
sun you can throw at it but it will do well in bright light. 
WATERING: Totally dry, then douse (In fact, in winter 
you can forget about watering). FEEDING: Monthly 
from spring until fall with a full-strength 20-20-20 water 
soluble, then quit.

An autopsy was performed, revealing that Ayj 
eg 4 se a result of potassium ovate poisoning 
and, even more startling, that she WAS severa] 
months pregnant. To the unsuspecting, it appeared 
that, finding herself in a shameful potion, she 
decided to kill herself. Remember, folks, the date 
was 1911. However, Avis had a bulldog of a brother 
who had never liked the see man down at the 
church. He was convince that Reverend Clary had 
something to do with his sister’s death. Armed with 
his suspicions, he hustled down to the police station 
and demanded action. : 

Reverend Clary was questioned. He admitted that 
some months before he had been engaged to Avis, 
but she longed for a singing career and so they had 
broken up. Despite the suspicions of Avis’ brother, 
things might have quieted down were it not for an 
annoying pharmacist, William Hahn. 

The pharmacist, who hailed from nearby Newton, 
had heard of Avis’ untimely demise and the subse. 
quent questioning of her pastor. He told police that 
four days before Avis’ death, Reverend Clarence 
Richeson had entered his shop. The man of the cloth 
had requested a quantity of poison to destroy an 
unwanted dog. Hahn went on to state that while he 
was offering the Reverend a small amount of poison, 
Clary had interrupted, asking for a larger quantity 
so that the canine’s death would be quick and merci- 
ful 

Rey. Richeson walked out of the shop with 15 
grains of potassium cyanide. As he left the store, 
Clary reminded Hahn that he had been invited to the 
wedding and to be sure to show up. As an after- 
thought, he suggested that Hahn say nothing about 
the poison purchase. Sensitive parishioners might not 
take kindly to their preacher killing a dog. 

The revelations of William Hahn were acted upon 
immediately. Clary was located at the mansion of his 
fiancee. Protesting his innocence, he was arrested 
and lodged in jail. Naturally enough, his betrothed’s 
family were devastated. Tearfully, the wedding was 
cancelled. More tears were shed as Violet returned 
wedding presents. 

In the days following the arrest, detectives pro- 
ceeded to build a case against Rev. Richeson. It 
didn’t take long to discover that Clary had been 
slipping away to Boston at every opportunity. Avis 
had told some of her singing student companions of 
her true love. Police were able to positively place 
Avis and Clary together in Boston on the afternoon 
before her death. Not much question about it. That 
rascal preacher man had deceived Avis into-think- 
ing that the substance he had given her would, when 
taken together with a hot bath, induce an abortion. 
Unsuspecting Avis had taken the poison and died. 

On Dec. 20, 1911, guards rushed to the Reverend’s 
cell in response to moans and groans. They found 
Clary drenched in blood. He had managed to sharpen 
the top of a tin marmalade can on the cement floor 
of his cell. Using the tin, he had successfully ema- 
Sculated himself. The pastor was rushed to hospital, 
where doctors managed to save his life. 

A couple of weeks later, Reverend Clary wrote out 
a detailed confession, admitting his diabolical 
scheme to kill the one person who stood between him 
and a lifestyle which was almost in his grasp. 

The Reverend stood trial for murder. Well, 

not exactly. Because of his recent injury, 
Clary was allowed to sit during the 
proceedings. He pleaded guilty and was

Mayor 
hopes for 
bridge 
funding 


TRENTON — Local politicians 
here are awaiting word from the 
Ministry of Transportation and 
Communications on whether 
plans for a new $7 million bridge 
can proceed. 

Mayor Neil Robertson says a 
meeting with ministry officials 
have appeared “hopeful,” 
however, he doesn’t expect to 
hear from them until spring 
1987. Mr. Robertson says 
response has been favourable 
since he petitioned the minister 
“on our ability to pay our 
share.” 

According to Mr. Robertson, 
the City of Trenton has 
$147,000 currently in reserve to 
start construction. Since con- 
struction may begin as late as 
1989 and would take three years 
to build, the $1.8 million price 
tag payable by the city could be 
cleared within five years. 

He says he would like to see 
council keep the reserve fund at 
$200,000 a year. By doing this 
the city can avoid raising funds 
through debentures which 
‘doubles the cost,”’ he says. 

The new bridge will replace 
the swing bridge currently in 
use on Dundas Street in the 
downtown section.

Landlord refused 
rental money

inquiry that her daughter had 
the money for the first and last 
month’s rent after borrowing 
$200 from her. 

Rental for the two bedroom 
apartment in the city was $285 
monthly.

“It was a terrible ex- 
perience...everything was 
chaos...expecially for the kids, 
said Nancy. She has two 
children and they were one and 
three years of age at the time. 

The kids were moved from 
place to place as Nancy stayed 
with her sister and other family 
while searching for a place to 
live. 

it took her six weeks, she said, 
to find a place in the city. 

During her testimony she 
revealed that in another situa- 
tion a landlord had turned her 
away from a place because she 
had two children with her. . 

Both Karen and Laurie 
testified as to their involvement 
in the situation, confirming they 
had helped her clean the apart- 
ment.

With the amount of attention focused on the 
disabled as a result of Rick Hansen’s Man in Mo- 
tion World Tour, we must look at the disabled in 
our community and the problems they face in 
their daily lives. This is my story. 

I am a student at Loyalist College, and I live 
with a family in the city’s east end. I also have 
Multiple Sclerosis, and, after attending school for 
over a month, I suffered an attack of the disease 
which is forcing me to use a wheelchair temporari- 
ly. 

After much investigation, I discovered that 
there was no transportation available to me with 
the exception of a taxi, which cost me $19.70 for a 
ride to and from school in one day. Parkhurst 
Transportation runs a bus for the disabled in 
Belleville, but may not go outside the city limits; 
Loyalist College is outside the city limits. 

The Central Volunteer Bureau managed to pro- 
vide a ride for me one day with a gentleman who 
had business in Trenton, but told me they could 
not provide me with the kind of service my situa- 
tion required. Their volunteers usually give rides 
to infrequent doctor's appointments, and they do 
not commit their drivers to twice daily, five days a 
week jobs. 

This discovery left me with one option—hang 
notices around the college, and hope another stu- 
dent would be able to help me—an option that was 
dubious at best. 

In desperation I called my counsellor at the 
Ministry of Community and Social Services. I ex- 
plained my situation to him, and asked if there 
was anything he oculd do to help. I was told that, 
if a request was approved, I could be reimbursed 
for cab fare if I sent receipts to the ministry in 
Toronto, and waited two to three weeks for the 
cheque to be issued. In the meantime, I would pay 
$20 a day from my own pocket. 

As it seemed I had no choice, I agreed, then call- 


ed my parents and asked for a loan (I receive a 
monthly disability pension, but it would not 
stretch far enough to cover this new expense. My 
student loan, a small one as I receive this pension, 
had been eaten up by tuition, books and equip- 
ment). I wasn’t pleased with this situation, but it 
appeared I had no choice but to accept it. 

A worker with the March of Dimes suggested to 
me and my counsellor that the cost of my taxi be 
billed directly to the ministry. However, my 
counsellor told me the ministry would approve 
such a request only if I established a flat rate with 
the taxi company for the trip to and from school 
each day. 

Unfortunately Belleville’s taxi companies may 
not establish a ‘fixed’ price. The rates they charge 
must be based on the meter-and they are 
regulated by the city’s police department. 

As I could not establish a flat rate, my 
counsellor stated that I would have to continue 
paying $20 a day myself. When I told him I was 
having difficulties finding an extra $100 a week, 
he said, ‘‘Well, I would hate to see you stop your 
studies.’’ He did suggest, however, that I arrange 
for a loan from my bank. 

By now my parents had loaned me over $200. 
After hearing the suggestion that I go to the bank 
for a loan, my father became quite angry. He call- 
ed my counsellor and had a rather heated discus- 
sion with him. Within a week, the ministry 
authorized a local taxi company to provide me 
with a ride, stating they would pay up to $20 a 
day return-a suggestion I had made over two 
weeks before. 

It seems to me there is a flaw in the system. 
Belleville needs to expand their services to the 
disabled, as do all institutions, both public and 
private. No one should have to go through what I 
did, for such a basic necessity. It is my hope that 
no one will.

First, Shirley Ruttner fell in 
love with Persian carpets, then 
she fell in love with Prince Ed- 
ward County. Now she has 
found a way to combine both 
loves in The Magic Carpet, a 
new shop she opened recently in 
Picton. :

Later, the Ruttners moved to 
Tehran, just in time for the 
revolt against the Shah. At one 
point during the revolution, 
Mrs. Ruttner and a friend stood 
on the roof of their home, wat- 
ching the next street burn, 
thinking “‘This is it. We've had 
it.’ Eventually, the Ruttners fl- 
ed Iran on the last plane out of 
Tehran, leaving behind all their 
belongings. 

Back in Canada, the Ruttners 
settled in Toronto. They 
discovered the County while Mr. 
Ruttner worked on a contract 
down here. Falling in love with 
Prince Edward County, they 
resolved to make this their 
home. They have purchased a 
home on Lake Street in Picton, 


Returning to her love for Per- 
sian rugs, Mrs. Ruttner says 
each is unique, a work of art.

‘A}j 
educators have a duty to be 
aware of the signs and to act 
when abuse is suspected,” says 
the handbook. 

Topics such as myths about 
physical and emotional abuse 
are dealt with, as is information 
about sexual abuse, teacher in- 
tervention, reporting protocol 
and the rights of children. 

Changing times have brought 
about changing views of what is 
child abuse. ‘“Things considered 
discipline (when I first started 
in the education field) are now 
considered child abuse,’’ com- 
mented the public school prin- 
cipal. 

“The changes in the laws are 
for the better,’’ he added, 
though. 


Critical of CAS system 


“The tendency in a situation like this is to fasten 
onto the behaviour as the problem by them (the 
system) and not to find the root of the problem,”’ 


said a Belleville 
care field.

The Children’s Aid Society has its own checks and 
balances to help in its attempts to get to the bottom 
of child abuse allegations, says Larry MacDonald, 
director of CAS in Belleville. 


Although not able to talk 
specifically about the,situation 
that prompted this newspaper 
to investigate, he did talk about 
CAS and how the rights of the 
parents are looked after within 
the framework of a mandate 
that puts the care of the child 
first. 

It is normal procedure for 
CAS workers to talk to the child 
involved without adults pre- 
sent, said Mr. MacDonald, a 
procedure to which the mother 
in this instance objected strong- 
ly. 

Video taping of these inter- 
views is becoming more and 
more common. Although the 
tape is not admissable in court, 
it is used to show the parents in- 
volved at a later date. It can 
also be used to show whether 
the worker has done his or her 
job properly. 

Photographs of the bruises or 
other signs of abuse are also 
taken at the discretion of CAS. 
These are admissable in court. 

“Essentially we are there to 
protect the child,” said Mr. 
MacDonald, who added that a 
child is removed from the family 
only if CAS can’t provide ser- 
vice that will help the family put 
its life back together. 

“We have to use the least 
restrictive alternative,’ said 
Mr. MacDonald. 

An offer of counselling, help 
with finances and getting back 
on their feet is made to the fami- 
ly by CAS, he said. 

The Society works under its 
mandate which is to deal with 
the allegations or neglect or 
abuse (sexual, physical or emo- 
tional). “‘Our other hat is a help- 
ing function,” he said.

Act (Nov. 1985) there are more 
checks and balances in the 
system, he contends. 

They are there to ensure that 
everything has been done to 
help with the situation and to 
keep the child in the home if at 
all possible. 

He admits that his CAS 
workers are overloaded, but 
adds they always do a thorough 
investigation of any case 
brought to them. 


“And kids always tell the 
truth,” he said. 

His workers always go into a 
situation (such as_ possible 
abuse) with the belief that the 
child is telling the truth and 
“then we try to check it out with 
the parents; or  teacher,- 
whoever,” he said. 


He showed Quinte Weekly 
News a piece of paper that is, he 
says, available to everyone, 
which explains the intent of the 
Society and the rights of the 
client or accused. 

One of the statements in the 
document tells the client, “If 
you feel that your rights are not 
being met, then you should br- 
ing this matter to the Society’s 
attention.” 

There is a process of appeal 
which an accused can follow 
within the Society and ultimate- 
ly it takes the matter to the top 
of the organization and the 
director looks into it personally. 

When told that the mother 
who came to this newspaper 
says she never saw this piece of 
paper or was informed of these 
rights, Mr. MacDonald became 
very concerned about her and 
asked that we talk with her and 
have her call him personally. 

The message was passed on.

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Canada at 
a crossroads 


Two of the continuing news stories from across Sous ee 
cent weeks have reverberated disturbingly to any one CO 
ed about the directions taken by Canadian society. = 

The first news stories are those about the store hie rata 
Winnipeg and Montreal who shot and killed thieves in e ks 
cess of burglaries. In one case, the shop owner ay eaten! "tka 
and killed the man as he ran from the store. In the ot = ie 
owner apparently followed the thief and shot him oe e : 
store. In one case, charges have been laid; in the other, non 
re store owners apparently argued it was self defense, a 
disturbing argument since killing in self defense can oy be 
justified when another life is genuinely in jeopardy. No lives 
seemed to be in jeopardy in either case, judging from the 
newspaper stories, only property. And since when has anyone 
been justified in killing for mere property? 

The courts will judge in the Winnipeg case, but more distur- 
bing than the incidents themselves is the public support that 
has rallied around these shop owners. Granted, the thieves had 
no right to steal. But since when has property been valued 
higher than life by Canadian society? Since when have private 
citizens been empowered to take the law into their own hands 
rather than relying on the state’s law enforcement and justice 
system? If this is Canadian society of the future, then we are 
headed in the wrong direction. 

The other news stories dealt with Sunday openings. Increas- 
ingly, Ontario's retailers have been opening on Sunday in open 
defiance of the law. Last week, the biggest retailers in the land, 
some of Canada’s biggest corporations, announced their de- 
fiance. They backed down when the Supreme Court announced 
it would hand down its decision on Dec. 18, but the prospect of 
some of Canada’s biggest retailers flagrantly and purposefully 
breaking the law was disturbing. 

Retailers argued they had to open to survive in a competitive 
business climate. But what is the difference between that argu- 
ment and the argument of a shoplifter that he ‘‘had’’ to 
shoplift to feed his family? Necessity may reduce the punish- 
ment but it doesn’t pardon the offense. 

The willingness of Canada’s major corporations to 
deliberately break the law for the sake of sales bodes ill for the 
future of Canadian society. Our increasing emphasis on 
economic values at the expense of other values — indicated by 
the trend towards seven day shopping — does not bode well 
either. If this is Canadian society of the future, then we are 
headed in the wrong direction. We are driving headlong down a 
one way street — the wrong way. The danger is that Canadian 
society is headed for a crash.

The fault is not with the 16-valve engine, in all 
likelihood, but with the Scirocco’s dated chassis. This 
body design, due for replacement in the next year, 
has been built since 1982 and is based-on the Rabbit 
floorpan of that time.

Smokers: Are 
they treated 
like animals? 


‘“‘We’re being treated like a lower class of animal 


than homosexuals,’ was 


the comment of Belleville 


Alderman Stu Meeks as he fought for the right to 


smoke in public places. 


Battling his way through 
bureaucracy of the time he 
angrily spoke out against the re- 
cent loss of the rights of seniors 
to live in adult only buildings 
and how the rights of gays have 
been looked after. 

His comments were made at 
Monday night’s. council 
meeting. a 

Alderman Meeks lashed out 
at doctors from whom the 
original request to ban public 
smoking came, noting they 
scream about their rights being 
taken away when extra billing 
was banned and “‘now they want 
to take our (smokers’) rights 
away.” 

A lengthy Ottawa bylaw on 
the issue was brought to council 
by staff as requested but after 
much commentary on the issue 


it has been sent back with a re- 
quest for more information. 

Alderman Bill Finkle read a 
prepared statement, detailing 
the ill effects of smoking and 
noting that “‘people are entitled 
to the best quality of air 
available.”’ 

He has put the matter on the 
table before but without success 
as his colleagues thought his 
proposal too vague. 

This time he told council there 
have been no convictions under 
the current bylaw, adding that 


the Downtown Business Im- 
provement Association sup- 
ports the ban on smoking in 
public places. 

Alderman Meeks loudly voic- 
ed his concern that “rights are 


being taken away’ and the 
bylaw would be unenforceable. 

Alderman Ben Corke said the 
bylaw would merely ‘“‘limit”’ 
rights and would be a ‘“‘first 
step.” 

“T quit smoking and it saved 
my life,”’ he added, remarking 
that he hears lots of horror 
stories out there as chairman of 

. the hospital board. 

Alderman Jean Smith said 
she was having trouble inter- 
preting the “arbitrary legisla- 
tion” and wanted it clarified. 

Alderman Wolf Tausend- 
freund pointed out that non- 
smokers have rights too! 

He voiced his concerns over 
implementing and enforcing the 
bylaw asking that staff bring 
back more informations such as 
ultimate costs of providing 
signs to let the public know of 
the changes. 

Alderman Meeks demanded 
that staff also look into the 


costs of additions to the police | 


force to enforce the ban and to 
the chief building officials in the 
city. 

The city has recently approv- 
ed a bylaw that restricts smok- 
ing in Belleville’s three arenas 
and Recreation Centre to 
designated areas. 

In Toronto a provincial com- 
mittee has given its unanimous 
approval to special legislation 
that will allow the city to in- 
troduce a bylaw guaranteeing a 
smoke free work environment. 

The bylaw, the first of its kind 
in Ontario, will likely be in place 
by early next year.

“TI wasn’t allowed out of the 
house,’ she says after more 
than five years with a man who 
was — at the beginning — ‘‘the 
nicest man I’d ever met.”’ For 
the past several years this 
woman's relationship with her 
husband has deteriorated to the 
point where suicide seemed 
preferable. 

“Spending a week in the 
hospital made me realize I 
didn’t want to die. I want to live 
and I want my children to live 
with me,’”’ she says. However 
much the woman may have 
taken the beating, repercussions 
still echo through out the rela- 
tionship with the children and 
mother and father and children. 
In this woman’s instance, one of 
her children is susceptible to 
guilt feelings inspired by the 
father who calls and suggests he 
is leaving permanently. 

In fact, the husband has 
hinted to her that he is consider- 
ing suicide. “‘I’m going through 
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this guilt trip now,” she says. 
“He says ‘by Christmas you 
don’t have to worry because | 
won't be around.”’ She adds, ‘“‘I 
feel badly that I can’t do 
anything, I can’t go back.” 

She has been making plans for 
her future. Like the knitting 
that hid the nervousness of her 
hands during the interview, she 
projected the future of a person 
who, if they drop a stitch then it 
will be picked up again. 

‘I was so sure when I came 
here that I would start the 
course and get a home — it’s 
been so frustrating,’ she says. 
Here is Three Oaks, a stopping 
place, not a permanent living 
place for these women and 
families — these women who 
have already spent a good por- 
tion of their lives living in 
unlivable situations. 

The course, is her plans for a 
two year diploma program 
through Loyalist College. She 
had intended to start in 
January, however, since she still 
hasn’t found a _ permanent

residence she has put off enroll- 
ment until September.

Detectors save lives 


A life was lost last week in a Trenton fire — but five lives 
were saved because of a smoke detector. 

The death of a woman in last week Tuesday’s fire was the 
first in Trenton since 1983 when two fatal fires in a two week 
period led to a city bylaw which required all homeowners to in- 
stall smoke detectors. 

And last week, one of those smoke detectors worked. 
Although the woman’s death was tragic, the toll would have 
been higher without a smoke detector. according to a police 
press release which stated that the detector alarm was respon- 
sible for saving the lives of three other adults and two pre- 
school children in the home at the time of the fire. Two persons 
sleeping in an upstairs bedroom were reportedly awakened by 
the alarm and were rescued through a window by firefighters. 

The facts are indisputable. Smoke detectors save lives. If 
you still don’t have a smoke detector in your home, you should 
go out and get one — for your own protection, for the protec- 
tion of your family and loved ones.

aeeut life down on the farm. We can also complain 
about what isn’t so good. 

The most universal complaint I have ever hearq 
is that there are no holidays. Cows, machinery, 
and the weather are every day worries and cares, 
Dairy farms are complex operations. You can’t 
close them down for a day, the way you can close a 
store or a factory. 

In Norway, believe it or not, the government 
employs professional farm teams. They will look 
after your farm for four weeks every year, so that 
every farm family gets a holiday. 

In Canada it is still hard to find professional 
help to oversee your farm enterprise while you are 
gone. Substitute farm services can run from $50 
to $100 a day. It’s an added holiday expense that 
most farmers cannot afford. 

As a result, most of the farmers I know only 
take a day off work for a serious injury, for 
sickness or for a family emergency. None of which 
qualify in my opinion as a holiday. 

Of course the Norweigian approach, which 
allows the farmer to come back to his business 
relaxed and refreshed, is a socialistic answer to a 
work problem, and many Canadian farmers would 
reject it on those grounds alone. 

This morning I woke up a half an hour earlier 
than usual. I covered my still snoring husband 
with an extra blanket, and I whispered in his ear, 
“This is your first Christmas present, I am going 
to do the morning milking.”’ : 

Between his reddish-brown moustache and 
beard a wide smile appeared. 

“And when I get back, you are going to make 
me breakfast in bed. A ham and cheese omlette 
would be nice.” (I try to make the pig farmers hap- 
py too.) . 

Nobody makes omlettes as buttery sweet as my 
husband does. I looked forward to it all through 
chores. And the moral of the story is that 
sometimes a little holiday is better than none!

Local police commission chairman Robert Lee 
strongly disagrees with a Toronto police commis- 
sioner who was quoted last week as saying that 
store owners in high crime areas should be allowed 
to carry guns if they know how to use them. 


The Toronto commissioner 
made the comment during the 
same week that the headline 
“Druggist shoots unarmed 
burglar’ appeared in a Metro 
daily. The comment has been 
followed by demands that he 
resign from his job. 

“IT shudder to think we might 
become like the United States, 
without any gun control,” says 
Robert Lee of Belleville, the 
city’s newest chairman of the 
Police Commission. He spoke to 
Quinte Weekly News about that 
shooting in a local context. 

‘Personally I'd like to see a 
radical approach...what’s hap- 
pening could snowball across 
the county,”’ said Mr. Lee. 

He officially chairs his first 
commission meeting tomorrow 
and he plans on dealing with the 
issue with fellow commission 
members. 

In recent weeks, stories about 
several store owners who shot 
thieves have made the national 
headlines. Fear of this type of 
action becoming commonplace 
prompted criticism from Mr. 
Lee. By broaching the matter at 
tomorrow's meeting he hopes 
the commission will be on top of 
the situation. 

“We should try to get the 
politicians to devise something 
in the framework of the law so 
innocent people can be pro- 
tected,’’ said Mr. Lee. 

“I have empathy for the vic- 
tim of a crime but no sympathy 
for the one breaking the law,”’ he 
added though.

“Guns are guns. They hurt,”’ 
said Mr. Lee. 

He believes that keeping a 
gun handy can sometimes 
backfire and the owner of the 
gun (who wants it as protection) 
can become the victim of his 
own firearm. 

“I don’t think people should 
go out and keep guns all over 
the place,’ said Mr. Lee 
adamantly. 

In a reassuring final word he 
noted that in Belleville, ‘‘We 
still enjoy a very safe communi- 
ty to live.”

_ Admire it or no, what will determine 
its success is the way the average con- 
Sumer reacts to this car. The original 
Pulsar NX, introduced in North America 
three years ago, was met by almost uni- 
versal criticism by reviewers such as 
Motor World, but buyers liked its unique 
and cheeky style, and the new generation 
of Pulsar is likely to spark a similar 
like-it-or-hate-it response. 

Nissan bills it as the first modular 
automobile. Its standard T-bar roof 
works combines with a removeable 
hatchback to render the Pulsar a dual 
character sports car, either a closed 
coupe or an open-air sportster. An 
optional lid, to replace the ‘hatch and 
turn the sportster into a mini-wagon, is 
promised for the future. 


A heavy hatchback 


However, practicality rules when the 
freedom of choice comes into play. Point 
is, it’s not easy to flip your lid. ‘‘Never 
attempt to remove the rear hatch by 
yourself,’’ states the printed _instruc- 
tions.‘‘The rear hatchback is very heavy, 
and at least two people are needed to 
remove it.”’ 

- And if one considers the Pulsar NX 
strictly on its own merits, minus its mod- 
ularity, it ranks (like its predecessor) as 
an average performer in an arena full of 
capable but unexceptional sports coupes. 

Our test car is an SE model equipped 
with Nissan’s double-overhead camshaft, 
four-valve-per-cylinder, 113-horsepower 
engine. .It carries a $15,587 price tag, 
almost $2,000 more than the base-priced 
NX with 70 hp. Still, its performance 
falls well short of breath-taking, with a 
zero-to-100 km/h average of 11.8 seconds 
in Motor World’s trials. a 

At 170 km/h and 6,500 rpm in fifth gear 
our NX SE still has some go remaining, 
and its handling is generally capable 
with only its tail-out behaviour under 
braking in a tight corner as a conspicu- 
ous fault. Still, the NX SE requires 
grooming before qualifying as a true 
sports car. The engine’s torque curve is 
even enough all the way to 7,000 rpm, but 
without ever really producing the kind of 
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a workable sedan nor a Sradeatin 
& sports coupe, 
f the street. But the appearance is unmistakeable.

And the géarbox carries the inex- 
cusable shortcoming of popping out of 
second gear when slowing with one’s foot 
off the accelerator. Couple this with a 
Stuttering response in the same circum- 
Stance, from gasoline being shut off from 
the cylinders at low rpm, and the end 
result is anything but a driver’s car. 

Given these circumstances, our test 
car is much more impressive on the open 
road than in city traffic. However, the 
T-top introduces new annoyances. Over 
urban bumps it’s necessary to roll down 
the side windows a minute amount in 
order to avoid squeaking (silicone spray 
might be the solution), but the result at 
highway speeds is excessive wind noise. 
With the windows fully down, the safety 
harnesses flap in the wind. 

What the Pulsar NX SE is, considered 
with all of its flaws and all of its unique 
blessings, is a car that will not satisfy 
either a demanding sports car driver- 
seeking ultimate performance, or the 
normal sports coupe buyer who wants 
silence and smoothness above all. 

But it does represent a blend of sports 
car and sports coupe attributes in a 
unique package that may appeal to a 
sizeable group of car buyers. It will 
carry two persons in comfort, four if nec- 
essary, while promising fuel efficiency 
and dependability. The original Pulsar 
NX satisfied a group of drivers who 
asked for nothing more, and Nissan 
surely hopes the second generation of 
Pulsar will do the same, whether fussy 
critics like Motor World care for it or

BELLEVILLE - A $4 million, 
100 room hotel is in the works 
for Belleville’s north end. 

Plans for the new facility, to 
be build on North Front Street 
at Bell Boulevard, were an- 
nounced last week by Don 
Williams, president and his son 
John, vice-president of Williams 
Hotels. The Williams own the 
Belleville and Trenton Ramada 
Inns. 

Construction is to start next 
March and should be completed 
in the late fall of 1987.

MEEKS SLAMS 
LIQUOR LAWS

Alderman Stu Meeks took the Belleville Police 
Commission by surprise when he called the liquor 
laws in this province “‘stupid and archaic’”’ while at- 
tending a luncheon of the Commission last week. 

The alderman was being honored by the Commis- 


sion as he leaves the post having completed his 
term of office. 


He spoke out strongly against 
the politicians who have made 
an example of former Solicitor 
General Ken Keyes, who was 
charged with serving liquor on a 
boat illegally. The laws infuriate 
Alderman Meeks who says he 
sympathizes with Mr. Keyes. 

A non-drinker and a person 
who has been on the water for 
many years, he says, “I can 
name mayors, aldermen and 
premiers who have broken the 
same law.” 

The same thing happens at 
every yacht club in Ontario and 
during every sail past, he added. 

“I do not condone the 
drunken operation of a vessel,” 
he said, but he spoke out 
against what he called a law 
that could ‘“‘completely turn off 
tourism in Ontario.” 

There are trains moving every 
day in which liquor is served 
and “hopefully the engineer is 
sober”’ and aircraft flying every 
day, “hopefully the pilot is 
sober,’"’ added Mr. Meeks, to 
make his point. 

The Belleville alderman says 
he will be bringing forward a 
resolution on the subject in the 
new year. 

“Somebody has to speak up 
and tell our politicians in 
Queen’s Park to change these 
archaic laws,”’ he said in conclu- 
sion.

In fact, the Quinte area ap- 
pears to be woefully undersub- 
sidized. Some mothers (single 
parents and married) are forced 
to stay at home because they 
can’t afford day care costs. Or 
they are forced to use babysit- 
ters whose reasonable rates are 
sometimes a_ prescription for 
macaroni and cheese dinners, 
freshie and television. 

And, there are no subsidies 
for mothers who live outside the 
City limits of Belleville or Tren- 
ton. A combined population of 
about 52,000 for the two cities 
allows 102 spaces in two day 
care centres — Belleville Day 
Nursery has 64 and Trenton 
Day Nursery 48. However, not 
all those spaces are subsidized, 
12 of the 48 spaces at the Tren- 
ton Day Nursery are fully paid 
for by the parents. 

Meanwhile, Ken Daly, Social 
Services Committee Chairman 
on Hastings County Council, 
reflects deep disappointment 
about the Council’s decision to 
turn down a day care needs 
study of the County. According 
to him, newly elected County 
Warden Jack Hattin, Bancroft 
reeve, and John Clemens, 
representing the Village of 
Tweed, protested most about 
the study despite the fact it was 
to be conducted at ‘‘no cost to 
the municipalities.” 

The day care study was pro- 
mpted by people living in small 
urban areas who have no access 
to subsidized or even private 
day care centres. Bancroft 
residents in particular wanted a 
study. Bancroft Reeve Hattin

Critics of the day care study 
were concerned that if a need 
was established then, “the 
County would have to fulfill 
that need,” Mr. Daly says. He 
also says those same critics 
blame subsidies to day care for 
Belleville’s Social Services 
Department going over budget. 

However, Terry Cassidy, 
director of Hastings County 
Social Services, says subsidies 
to Belleville Day Nursery did 
not put that department over 
budget. 

Social Services must budget 
monetary needs at the beginn- 
ing of the fiscal year, however, 
those costs do not take into ac- 
count the monies collected by 
partial or full fee paying 
parents. For instance, it costs 
full fee paying parents $15.75 
per day to have their child at 
Belleville Day Nursery. Sub- 
sidized parents can pay as little 
as $15.50 a month (the lowest) 
but all parents who request sub- 
sidy must take a means test 
which will determine what 
amount per day/week a parent 
must pay. 

Even though subsidy is 
available in Belleville and Tren- 
ton, it is only available to 
children between the ages 2 1/2 
(two if toilet trained) and five. 
Infant care is very expensive 
since it requires by law one staff 
member to every three infants (0 
- 18 months) and toddlers (18 
months to 2 1/2 years) one staff 
member to every five tots. 
However, one staff member to 
every eight children is allowed 
Sr the children are older than

Fyolution, not 
a revolution, 
shapes Tercel 


uilding a breakthrough econobox is becoming 
increasingly difficult; witness Toyota’s third- 
generation Tercel. 

Five years ago every succeeding new hatchback 
established standards in interior space, more fuel 
efficiency, better road-holding, faster travel. 

The magic promised to continue endlessly as the 
efficient packaging of front-wheel-drive allowed 
designers to find more room inside small cars than 
had hitherto been considered possible. 

This Tercel, however, suggests certain physical 
limits may have been reached, and that for the 
immediate future progress in small cars is going to 
be limited to their becoming more civilized but no 
more commodious. 

Reduced interior noise 

In Motor World’s opinion, the new Tercel’s most 
noteable advantage over the old Tercel is in reduced 
interior noise. Here, Toyota has made a worthwhile 
advance. 

In Toyota’s opinion, the new Tercel boasts several 
other major advances. The 1.5-litre engine is pep- 
pier, boosted from 64 horsepower to 78 with three- 
valve-per-cylinder technology; overall fuel economy 
is improved 13% by Transport Canada’s approved 
laboratory testing; and all-season Michelin tires 
have been made standard. 

In practice, however, the advances add up to 
progress that doesn’t come close to a quantum leap. 
Acceleration from zero to 100 km/h now takes 13.5 
seconds, compared to 14 seconds for the Tercel 
Motor World reviewed last February. Fuel economy 








in our city area driving works out to 9.7 litres per 100 
kilometres or 29.1 miles per gallon, versus 9.6/100 
km or 29.4 mpg in our previous Tercel. And the ’86 
Tercel Limited Edition also came with Michelins, 
although that wasn’t the Tercel rule at the time. 

If we seem to be damning the new Tercel with 
faint praise, let it also be recorded that this is an 
accomplished hatchback. The old Tercel was among 
this department’s most recommended cars, and this 
one is better. With it, Toyota introduces big-car tran- 
quility to small-car economy. The difference shows 
up at 130 km/h; no more buzziness. 

Significant design changes are to be found under- 
neath the distinctively sculpted flanks. The rear sus- 
pension has been given a twist-beam axle, while, 
up-front, the engine is located transversely for the 
first time since the first Tercel appeared in 1979. 
There’s a sporty feel behind the wheel, with only 
some of the fun disappearing with every shift of the 
five-speed manual; the cable-type shift linkage 
results in some notchiness and initially seems to 
require considerable effort and concentration. 

Interior comfort in the test car is compromised by 
the fresh-air ventilation system breathing hot air, 
and by limited foot-space in the rear seat. The first 
complaint is solved, Toyota claims, by a 3-mm cable 
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TOYOTA has made some nice refinements to the 
87 version of its econobox, but it remains essen- 
tially the same car, says Motor World. That's not 
all bad, though, because it was a pretty good car to 
begin with.

Less bark, 
more bite 


Toxic spills, chemical fires, the Blob in the St. Clair River off 
Sarnia, PCBs spilled on northern highways, leachates in drink- 
ing water, Bay of Quinte fish that cannot be safely eaten, 
slash-cut forests that aren’t adequately replanted, farm 
pesticides and herbicides that flow into streams and seep into 
water tables, acid rain, dying forests, dead fish. We are reaping 
the whirlwind of economic policies based just on economics. 

For too long, corporations have counted their profits on their 
stock market tickers and passed on the economic and social 
costs of pollution to future generations. The cost to our en- 
vironment and the cost of wrist slap fines were written off as 
just the cost of doing business. Because no dollar value could 

be put on the environment, no one valued it. Because no one 
owned an ecosystem, no one was responsible for it. 

And too often, the government watchdogs in the federal and 
provincial environmental ministries barked but didn’t bite 
when individuals and corporations polluted. For example, in 
1985, two thirds of Ontario’s heavy industries dumped 
pollutants into the province's fresh water. Of the 98 pollutors, 
15 are cleaning up voluntarily. Although legal action is 
underway against 29 of the other industries, the remaining 54 
are untouched. That's criminal. 
week, Tom McMillan, the federal environment 

introduced a bill that would make certain types of 
pollution a crime punishable by fines of up to $1 million. 
Sounds harsh, but should major pollutors be merely slapped on 
the wrist for murdering the environment? 

The bill deserves both passage and enforcement. Perhaps 
then pollutors will count the cost of polluting. Pollution should 
literally be part of the cost of doing business — a high cost, so 
in cleaner ways.

These three women tell of 
children whose hyperactivity 
makes NFL running backs look 
lazy, children who have 
undergone enormous frustra- 
tions trying to deal with a world 
that for them requires special 
skills. 

These three women talk of 
breaking through to teachers 
and medical doctors who are ig- 
norant about learning disabled 
children because they haven’t 
familiarized themselves with 
facts or, in one teacher’s case, 
didn’t even read the reports ona 
child (four pages) who was fail- 
ing his class.

“A lot of mothers feel like 
social outcasts,’ says Mrs. 
Lalonde. Adding that these 
parents have difficulties finding 
babysitters for a night out and 
many times family and friends 
do not understand why this 
child is so unmanageable. Not 
only that, when the child starts 
exhibiting signs in infancy of 
restlessness and tantrums, doc- 
tors generally advise, ‘Don’t 
worry, they'll grow out of it,” 
Mrs. Lalonde continues.

Learning disabled children 
may show many different traits 
and what is true of one may not 
be true of another.

What the GTA gains 
from this is not only pep but personality. 

In truth it isn’t the quickest car in its 
class, or the fastest. It may well be the 
most fun. From instant startup (the 
engine has throttle body fuel injection, 
like so much else in the GTA, not the 
best system but functional enough), it 
purrs and jerks its way to 100 km/h in 
approximately 10 seconds. AMC claims 
0-60 mph in 9.9 seconds, and I reached 
100 km/h in 12 seconds on slick pave- 
ment, so a bit over 10 seconds seems 
reasonable. The purring is because the 
engine is smooth, the jerking is because 
the steering is not. 

In hard acceleration the front-drive 
system’s propensity for torque steer, 
coupled with the wide Michelin XGT 
tires’ sensitivity to uneven pavement or 
streetcar tracks, results in some dra- 
matic interplay ’twixt driver and steer- 
ing wheel. In some cars this can be 
annoying, but, for me at least, it is part 
of the fun of handling the GTA. The 
smooth shifter in the close-ratio trans- 
mission also plays a major part in 
increasing the fun quotient. 

The pocket rocket image fizzles after 
140 km/h, when acceleration returns to 
regular Alliance proportions. With 
patience, our GTA reaches 160 km/h 
at a fairly relaxed 4,700 rpm. But 


AMC/Renault clearly has set out to prod- 
uce a fun car that’s at it’s best within 
U.S. speed limits. And succeeded. 


In most ways the GTA remains a close 
relative of the Alliance, with amore 
stylish, darker interior and shaped, sup- 
portive, cloth-covered seating. Four 
adults fit comfortably, with fair trunk 
space. The ride remains smoother than

Equipment is not lavish considering 
the price. Disc brakes are limited to the 
front wheels. Passengers complain 
there’s no vanity mirror, you have to

shield washer doesn’t automatically turn 
on the wipers. Small things, admittedly, 
but items that might be expected on an 
otherwise impressive vehicle like the 
GTA. 

The GTA remains one of those cars 
that leaves you so exuberant you forgive 
it its trespasses. It combines simple 
lines, light weight and a willing engine 
with the same verve as did the ’55 Chevy 
with its smallblock V-8, or the BMW 2002 
with its 2-litre four. Motor World never 
anticipated such a car from AMC/Ren- 
ault, but let’s hope it’s only the beginning 
of a revival for the struggling Franco- 
American partnership.
